ORN 27 December, 1669. He was an 
healthy Child: But had the ſmall Pox very

able that his elder Son fell into the ſame Diſ- 
temper, about the ſame Age.) When he was 
about ten' he had an Ague; and another at 
thirty. At eleven he had an Inflammation and 
Swelling under his left Arm. [His younger Son, 
at the very ſame Age, is now under my Care, for 
an exactly like Inflammation and Swelling.] 
It came to a Suppuration; and afterwards went 
off. At thirteen he had a violent Fever. From 
that Time he was very hardy, hale, and well, 
but rather inclining to lean; till ſixteen Years 
ago, when he had a ſevere Sciatica by Fits, for 
two Years. About ten Years ago he had a 
violent Fit of dry Gripes. Afterwards he 
became ſomewhat leaner, and his Appetite, 
which was never very great, much abated; 
inſomuch that he could ſcarcely ever eat a ſmall | 
tame Pigeon at a Meal, from that Time to this. 
He has been all his Life ſubje& to Wind, and 75 
apt to be coſtive, but more ſince this Declenſion\ © 
of his Appetite, and Fleſh.

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Cough. When he was moſt coſtive he had an 
Head-ach, and ſometimes a Dizzineſs of his 
Head ; which have attended him by Fits for 
almoſt twenty Years. In his firſt Sleep, for 
about five Years paſt, he has been awakened by 
a Choaking and Oppreſſion of his Breath: and 
ſometimes. had a Palpitation of the Heart in the 
Night. His Feet were wont ever to be very moiſt, 
and inclining to chill. About three Years ago 
they became very dry, and colder than ever. 
His Appetite grew leſs, as did alſo his Fleſh. 
About two Years ago he was invaded by a Pain 
and Weakneſs in the Small of his Back, For a 
Year paſt he has frequently vomited in a Morn- 


ing, Phlegm, Choler, yellow, green, bitter, 


ſour. In the begining of December 1711, he 
had a very violent Cholick, which continued for 
above a Fortnight by Fits. He took ſeveral 


hot Medicines ; which rendered him very coſ- 


tive. Towards the latter End of February, 1711, 
his Legs began to ſwell ; and he felt a violent 
Pain, for the ſpace of about an Inch, upon his 
Rump, about two Inches above the Anus. 
An aſtringent Medicine was given; and the 
next Day there leaked forth of the Anus an 
Humour, extreme thin, hot, ſharp. and exco- 
riating. Twas of a yellow Colour, and ſome- 


times greeniſh. The Pain upon his Rump was 


at ſometimes attended with a Numbneſs; at 
others with a Shooting and Pricking.

and troubled him, the Running, Heat, Sharphefs, 
and Pain returned, tho' nothing near to the 
Degree that all were at, when firſt he came 
under my Directions.

in a few Hours he became eaſy : and the Running

For tho' 
he had Cordials, Opiats, and other occaſional 


Remedies, theſe were what I chiefly inſiſted. 
upon; and have ever done it with happy Suc-- 


ceſs. The Patient has by this Method im- 
mediate Relief, and Eaſe, in a natural way. 
The vitious Matter in the Stomach and Guts, 


that is the Cauſe of all, is kept out of the Blood, | 


and flung forth of the Body. By that means 
the Appetite and Digeſtion is promoted ; with a 


due Diſtribution of Nouriſhment. The Health 


is eſtabliſhed: and the Cure finiſhed much 
ſooner, and more ſur:ly, than in any other 
Method. They who know not the Merhod of 
preſcribing Purges properly, may oppoſe them, 
as many do: but that ought not to hinder thoſe 
who underſtand it, rightly from uſing it, to the 
certain Service and Good of their Patients in theſe 
diſtreſſed and dangerous Caſes. If the morbid 


Matter be not purged off and evacuated by Art,

them thoroughly forth, but leaving the thinner

- the Blood. They who have not the Underſtand- 


ing how to act, and make due Proviſion in all 
theſe Reſpects, ought not to venture upon 
Purges in theſe or other nice like Caſes, where the 
Body is ſhattered and weakened, and the morbid 
Matter in conſiderable Quantiries.

Minutes; but returned afterwards as before. 


He has frequently Riſings and Choakings in his 


Throat upon any great Emotion in his Stomach, 
made by Walking, Anger, Fear, or any other 


Paſſion. He is, for the Time, pale and wan, 


his Head is dizzy, and his Eyes dim. Upon 


Belching up Wind, all theſe Symptoms leſſen. 
He has an aching Pain, and ſometimes Prick- 


ing, with Stitches on his Left Side, againſt the 


Short Ribs, eſpecially upon walking; but it 
affects not his Breath. He has for ſome Time paſt 


had a conſiderable Pain in the Small of his Back, 
eſpecially in a Morning, which increaſes if be 
hold his Water. In that Caſe there likewiſe 
inſues a Dizzineſs, and other Affections of the 


Head; to which he is alſo very obnoxious 


upon various other Occaſions. When he was 


young, he was ſubject frequently to a Looſeneſs. 


Of late he has been generally coſtive, having 


rarely above a Stool in two, and ſometimes three 
Days. But he is more than uſually coſtive be- 


fore any great Symptom or Fit, which. is ſure 
conſtantly to remit and leſſen upon a Stool, or 
a conſiderable Diſcharge of Wind downwards. 


| He has had Fits of the Cholic of late very ſevere, 


his Belly is much diſtended, for the Time, 
with Wind. They go off uſually in a Looſe- 
neſs, when his Stools are hot, ſharp, and exco- 
riating. In the Country he is very ſoluble, and 
never coſtive: He is ſeldom free from a 
Teneſmus, that is very offenſive and trouble- 


ſome, eſpecially when he is more than uſually 


coſtive. He never had any Piles. When his 
Stomach is moſt huffed up with Wind, he grows 
aun 2 dif] * has a great Oppreltion of 


hig 
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his Breaſt, a Sighing, and ſometimes a Diffi- 
culty of Breathing, alſo a Choaking and Riſing 
in his Throat, a Stiffneſs. of his Neck on each 
Side behind his Ears, in the Part where the 


Carotid Arteries aſcend, ſometimes to ſuch a 


Degree that he cannot turn his Head, . A Sibi- 
lus in his Ears, eſpecially if he drink more Wine 


than uſual. A Senſe of Weight in the upper 


Part. of his Head, and of Fulneſs in the Brain, 


as if it was crouded, and the Skull hardly capa- 
ble of containing it. Nay, it ſeems to force and 


dilate the Skull, eſpecially if any thing happen 
to grieve him. He is frequently dizzy and ver- 
tiginous, ſometimes to a great Degree. The 
firſt Approaches he ever. feels in his Stomach, 
This huffs up. Next his Breaſt is oppreſſed, 


and a Faintneſs comes on. Then his Neck and 


Face become very red, and his Eyes dim. In 
fine, he becomes vertiginous. The Dizzineſs is 
ſometimes ſo great, as wholly to deprive him of 
Senſe for about a Quarter of a Minute. The 


Moment before this, he perceives a Slap, or 
| ſudden Stricture, acroſs the Fore-part of his 


Head, arifing doubtleſs from Blood flung in 


too great Quantity up the Carot ds. All the 
while his Stomach is conſtantiy affected and 


very uneaſy. This Dizzineſs ever leaves him 


ina kind of Maze, with his Memory impaired, 
his Thoughts confuſed, a ſtrange Melancholy, 


and univerſal Laſſitude. If Wind deſcend, 
or a Looſeneſs follows, as generally happens 
after a great Fit, the Symptoms yield. He 


ſeldom awakes without a Dizzineſs, which 
gives Way uſually upon ſtirring; eſpecially if 
Wind or a Stool inſues. It is uſually attended 
with a Pulſation in his Temples, and at the 


Concourſe of the Sagittal with the Coronal 


4 Suture, 
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Suture, keeping Time with his Pulſe. As he 
has generally a too great Heat in his Stomach, 


his Breath is hot, his Lips dry and parched, 
what he vomits exceſſive ſcalding, and his Stools 
ſometimes very hot; he has at Times Heat 


in his Head, fo great as to be plainly felt and 
perceived outwardly. It is attended ever with 
a great Aching and Pain, inwardly, in his 
Head, about the Mould; and a great Chagrin 
and Melancholy. His Face alſo frequently is 
hot and fluſhed at the ſame Time. It uſually 
goes off upon Eating ; and afterwards he is 


more briſk and eaſy than before. At other 


Times he has an Head-ach, but not ſo intenſe, 
in the ſame Part, when his Head is outwardly 
cold to the Touch. 

Whenever the Principles in his Stomach are 
in great Emotion, and flow freely forth, he is 
uneaſy, ruffled, fretful, captious, and diſpoſed 
to Anger, without any the leaſt external Cauſe 
or Provocation. He is for the Time adrift, out 


of his own Power, and liable to all its Actions 


and Impreſſions. It ſometimes flows ſo high 
as to put him into the greateſt Perturbation and 


Diſcompoſure; ſo that he can neither fit, nor 


ſtand, nor lie in quiet. It frequently forces 


him to riſe out of his Bed in the Night ſeveral 


Times. The whole Fluids of his Body are put 
ſometimes into ſo great Ferment, Turmoil, and- 
Diſorder, without his being conſcious of any 


Cauſe, as almoſt to diſtract him. In a word, 


according as he finds the Principle in his 
Stomach in greater or leſſer Quantity, as it 


happens to be ſtirring or quiet, as it continues 
in his Stomach, or Part of it paſſes forth, he is 


variouſly affected. Upon a Stop of the Pylorus, 


barring the Deſcent of that Principle, Wind, 


Bile, 


SYFLRET CASES 


Bile, Sc. he becomes melancholy, oppreſſed, 


torpid, and liſtleſs, ſtupid, and his Senſes all 
rendered more dull. Any conſiderable Noiſe 
indeed is then more than uſually offenſive : not 


ſo much to the Organs of Hearing, as to the 


whole Brain, and the Blood Veſſels diſtributed 
throughout it. On the contrary, upon the open- 
ing of the Pylorus, and Paſſage of Wind, Bile,&c. 
that Way, he becomes more chearful, eaſy, 
better diſpoſed to Stirring and Action, acute, 
and his Senſes quick. This may ſerve to give 


fome Light towards diſtinguiſhing the Symp- 


toms and Pheenomena that proceed from a 
a Cloſure of the Stomach, a Diſtention of it, 
and a Reſtraint of the Bile there, from thoſe that 
proceed from a Deſcent of Bile thence into the 
Blood, Not but that they vary in both thoſe 
Reſpects, anſwerably to the various Nature and 
Quantity of the Bile. When this happens to 
be redundant, too hot, and acrimonious, it over- 
heats the Blood and Body, and heightens the 
Senſation, ſo as to render it painful and trouble- 
ſome; becoming withal ſo moleſting and diſ- 
turbing, as not to permit any Reſt or Quiet. 
Wine drank in any of his Diſorders, Cloudi- 


neſs and Confuſion of his Head, Failure of his 


Memory, Fear, Apprehenſion, Paſſion, Reſt- 
leſtneſs. Diſpiritedneſs, gives him Relief, It 
partly raiſes his Spirits, and partly compoſes 
and dozes him in ſome Degree. Afterwards, 
he either voids much pale Urine (at other Times 
his Urine is commonly little, and of a deep red 
Colour) which is uſually ſtimulating and preſſing 
to come away; or elſe he falls, eſpecially in Bed 
into a profuſe Sweat, that is ordinarily very 
diſturbing and uneaſy to him. But he finds, at 
ſome times, an abſolute Need of Wine, ſuch a 

TE 1 Sinking, 
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Sinking, Oppreſſion and Uneaſineſs, ſucha Failure 
of Memory, and Want of Preſence of Mind, 
that he is not able to ſubſiſt, and is in a State 
next to Death without it. The Symptoms, Stupi- 
dity, Sinking, Melancholy, are the moſt preſſing 
in the Morning. He finds himſelf very faint, 
and ſo weak that he cannot ſtir till he has drank 
about a Pint of Wine, and two or three Pints 
of Beer and Ale. By Means of this, he is or- 
dinarily animated, raiſed, and rendered tolera- 
bly eaſy for the Time at leaſt, if it ſit quietly 
in his Stomach ; for it ſometimes recoils, ex- 


cites an Heart - burning, and renders him very 


uneaſy. About Noon his Appetite is common- 
ly very eager, ſharp, and craving. If he eat 
not at that Time, he becomes maukiſh, ſick, 
and nauſeates his Meat. Indeed upon Faſting, 
he ever finds himſelf melancholy, much ſunk, 
his Spirits low, his Head cloudy, vapourcd, 
and giddy, his Stomach hollow, inflated, in a 
kind of Trepidation, teazed with a gnawing 
Pain, his Lungs oppreſſed, his Breath ſhort, 
he is fretful, and his whole Body uneaſy. Eat- 


ing ever gives him inſtantaneous Eaſe and 
Relief, though it be never ſo much againſt his. 


Appetite. The Meat quiets the Ferments and 
Emotions in his Stotnach, puts an End to the 


gnawing Pains there, raiſes his Spirits, reſtores; 


his Strength, ſends forth Wind, allays his 
Paſſions, frees his Lungs, eaſes his H Head, and 


compoſes his Thoughts. Not but that if he. 
either eat too much, or Diet that comports not 
rightly. with his Stomach, and the Digeſtion 


proceeds not rightly, he becomes, after ſome 


Time, heavy, ſleepy, <p reel 
liſtleſs, and unable to ſtir, 
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Of his Me- His Memory 


former] k and 
wb was formerly very quick an 


ready 1 of late it fails him much, Nor are his 
Thoughts ever clear and free, when his Stomach 
is amiſs, which it generally is. In the Intervals, 
and when chat Organ happens to be in, better 
Plight, they are much as in his former Health. 
— the af: He never had the Ephialtes above once; 
ally calles but he frequently ſtarts very much at ſetting 
Nervia into ſleep. He is very ſubject in the Night to 
ſtrong Cramps; chiefly, either in the Hollow 
of the Bottom of his Foot, or in the Calf of his 
Leg, and under his Thigh. His Feet are ordina- 
rily chill. In caſe of any Stricture upon his 
Legs or Arms, they are prefent! numb, but. 
with Prickings and Shootings. He ſometimes 
is ſenſible of Subſultus*s and Twitchings on the 
Backs of his Hands and his Fingers. 4 
Of his Sleep His Sleep has been, during five or fix Years, 
and Dreams. the Courſe of his Indiſpoſition, diſturbed and 
uncertain. Or if he fleep never ſo long and 
ſound, he is ſo far from being benefited or re- 
freſhed by it, thathe ſeems to be rather injored, 
and awakes worſe than when he ſet into fleep 
chagrined, melancholy, diſpirited, his Eyes fark 
and dim, his Head hot, his Brain cloudy, his 
whole Body torpid, with a general Laſſitude. 
When his Sleep is leſs, and interrupted, he is 
better and eaſier in the Morning, than when con- 
tinued. Upon riſing and ſtirring, the Symp- 
toms relax. He is ſometimes dozey and lethar- 


+ eſpecially after a great Meal, and when 
is Stomach is full. If his Stomach glow and be 


diftended when he attempts to ſleep, he cannot 


attain it; but endeavouring while his Stomach 
18 under that State, and compoſing himſelf, 


cloſing his Eyes, he ſeems to ſee hinge Vifions, 


" and 
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and Things he never thought of before: Heads- 


of Men, without the teſt of the Body, ſtrange

and monſtrous Animals, all acting, and in a 


confuſed Motion, He is fo far from being 
aſleep, that he is at the Time conſcious that alt 


is illuſive, and there is nothing real in theſe Ap- 


nces. Nay, he perceives them all thrown 
upon his Fancy by an Action of his Stomach 


not very unlike that which flings up the extra- 


neous Thoughts, of which more by and by. 


His Dreams are 1 5 of Precipices, Fire, 


Storms, Murder 5 
he ſeems inclined to engage in Fighting ; but is 
prevented by Oppreſſion of his Stomach, or 
Languor of his Limbs. Awaking, he uſually 
finds both really preſent. 


As he plainly perceives that every thing, — Me Toons 


* 


well or ill, yu or bad, right or wrong, throug 
the whole Body, commences in his Stomach; 


and that the Principles there, are ſometimes 


quiet, ſometimes in Emotion, very various and 


uncertain, ſo likewiſe is his Temper and Piſpo- 
ſition. He is irreſolute, fickle, and ineonſtant. 
Before he fell into this Indiſpoſition, he was 
very firm and ſteddy as any Man; as he is ſtill 


ighting, Ce. Sometimes 


poſition. 


in thoſe Intervals, that the Stomach and the 


Principles in it are tolerably eaſy. At all other 
Times he is certain and ſteddy to nothing. 
He is ſo irreſolute, that when he is in purfuit of 


any Thing with the greateſt Earneftneſs; he fre- 


quently: not only deſiſts, but turns to the quite 
eontrary. He is jealous, apprehenſive, fearful, 
though formerly he was the Reverſe of all this: 


During his Health he was very chearful and 


gay; of late he is much ſubject to Chagrin: and 
Melancholy, and ſo wholly in the Power of it, 


as to have little Command of his Mind. Fits 
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SELECT CASES 
of it will invade him without his being conſcious 
of any Reaſon of it: It will quit him as unac- 


countably as it invades him. The Diſpoſition | 


is brought on by Cauſes entirely within him; 
and he is frequently under the greateft Anxiety 
and even Deſpondence when there is nothing in 
his Affairs that is amiſs, or can excite in him 
any unpleaſing Reflections. Even when he, at 
different Times, thinks of the ſame Object, 
though that be not varied to him, his Thoughts 
are different according to the different State of 
his Stomach and Body. Very often, by ex- 
ternal Cauſes theſe Fits of Melancholy are 
likewiſe excited and brought on; and fo 
eaſily too, that an Accident, that, in his 
Health, would hardly move him to any 
Regard, will now lay him under the higheſt 
Concern. His Fits of Melancholy have ſome- 
times run ſo high as to make his Life toilſome, 
and even utterly unſupportable. Nay, he has 
had ſuch Diſturbances and Emotions in his 
Stomach, affecting his Head and his Mind, and 
tting his whole Body into ſo great an Agony, 

- wi he frequently entertained Defigns os 
ting an End to his Life, which is now become 
ſo very grievous and ſo great a Burden and 
Trouble to him, when nothing in his external 
_ Circumſtances gives him the leaſt Concern. 
Not but that theſe, when he is in this Condi- 
tion, will riſe in his Thoughts; and Things 
that at other Times fate eaſily with him, will 
now ſcem black, diſmal, and troubleſome. In- 
deed, in theſe Fits all his Senſes, Paſſions, Affections, 
and Thoughts, are not only excited - and more 
exerted than at other Times; but more ruffled, 
confuſed, and irregular: the Tempeſt in his 
5 Sͤtomach 
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| Stomach manifeſtly and apparently putting them | 


all into Emotion. 


He bad, all his Life, an exquiſite Power of of bis Sen- 


perception, and Senſation; and his Sight, 
Hearing, Smelling, Taſte, and Touch, were 


all unuſually quick and fine; but the Organs of 
Senſe are frequently much quickened by bis 


Indiſpoſition: and indeed ſometimes ſcrewed 
up to ſo high a Pitch, as to create him ſome 
Trouble and Moleſtation. He is a great Lover 
of Muſick, and is pleaſed with it for 'a few 


+ Minutes ; but, after a while, it becomes moleſt- 
Ing and offenſive, more or leſs, anſwerable to 


the Loudneſs of it. A Voice is the leaſt diſturb- 
ing to him. A Violin produces fine flight 
Workings in his Stomach ; and, by Degrees, 
all over his whole Body. In a while he be- 


comes extreme uneaſy" and reſtleſs ; has a ſtrange 
Diſpoſition to Thoughtfulneſs ; and Thoughts 
very foreign, ſtrange, and ſurpriſing, obtrude - 


themſelves upon him. *He afterwards becomes 
oppreſſed, faint, and melancholy. Ringing of 
Bells raiſes all thoſe Affections more. Wind 
Muſick, the Waits, an Organ, or Trumpet, 
are ſtill more affecting of his Stomach and 
whole Body. In a Church, upon the playing of 
an Organ, he has had Fairitneſs, Vapours, Sink- 
ings and Oppreſſions of his erb and ſome- 
times great Emotions there, as if 2 Purge was 
taken: Nay; very commonly looſe. Stools inſue, 


even when he is under a coſtive Habit, and has 


not had a Stool of a Day or two before. The 


Emotions of his Stomach by Degrees ſpread | 


over his whole Body, and give him ſo great 
Diſorder, - that he is ſometimes forced to leave 
the Church. Indeed, for two or three Years _ 


he has roy ventured = go to any Church in 


which 


Pre 
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which there is an Organ. A Drum puts him 
into ſtrange Commotions, produces very con- . 
ſiderable Tremors and Agitations of his Stomach, 
which gradually diffuſe themſelves ' over his 
whole Body, and keep Time with the Beats of 
the Drum. When the Beats are quick it af- 
fects the Fluids of the Body ſtrangely, and puts 
him into great Confuſion. Muſk, Ambergriſe, 
and other Perfumes, are, for the Time, pleaſing 
and grateful to him; but ſome Hours after the 
Uſe of them, he ever finds himſelf greatly diſ- 
ordered. His Stomach is ſqueamiſn, his Head 


confuſed, his Memory gone, his Nerves relaxed, 


and his whole Body under a general Laſſitude. 
All uſually - terminates in a Pain of his Head, 
— ſeldom goes off till after the next Night's 
leep. 
He is diſtinctly ſenſible that, both in Cogi- 
tation and the Paſſions, the Impreſſions are 
made firſt in the Stomach before ever they reach 


his Head. He manifeſtly perceives any intenſe 
Thought or Reflection affects his Stomach, and 
the Affection riſes thence inſtantly to his Head. 


This he had ſome Perception of during his 


Youth and firm Health; but he is much more 


ſenſible of it now, ſince his Stomach is become 
more tender and eaſily affected, and the Princi- 


ples there more prevalent and active. Under 


his preſent great Indiſpoſition and Ruffle, it is 


but ſeldom that he can ſet in to Study; but when 


his Stomach is eaſy and not over tenſe, he 
thinks with great Quickneſs, Freedom, and 
Juſtneſs, and diſpatches Buſineſs very dex- 
trouſly. When his Stomach is uneaſy, he can- 


not think with any Succeſs : the very Attempt 
- offends his Stomach, bloats it up, diſturbs his 
Brain, and renders him dull and ſtupid. Study, 
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at all Times, much heats his Temples and the 


Mould of his Head; but when he is moſt in- 
diſpoſed, he has frequently, eight or ten Times 


a Day, Thoughts riſe from his Stomach, not 


only involuntarily, and when he is no ways 
conſcious, but even in ſpight of him, and di- 


rectly contrary to his Will. Theſe Thoughts 


are at ſome times of Things of Moment; at 
others of none, but indifferent, and in which 
he has no Concern or Regard. As he is think- 
ing ſeriouſly and intenſely on Buſineſs, one of 
thoſe foreign Thoughts will riſe and obtrude 
itſelf upon him, do whatever he can, Some- 
times. it will fall again, and quit him; and of 
a ſudden riſe a-new, and force itſelf upon him 
afreſh, ſo that he cannot purſue what his Mind, 
was before engaged in, ſometimes for ſeveral 
Hours together. In ſhort, this Action, and 
Production of Thought in him, ſeems to be ex- 
traneous, and, as if obtruded by ſome independ- 
ent Agent. Not that he has any Apprehenſion 
or Notion of Suggeſtion of the Devil or any 
Spirit. When theſe Thoughts invade him, he 
firſt feels a Twitch or flight Emotion in his 
Stomach; which mounts up in a Trice to his 
Head, and centers in the Mould. there. He 
perceives the Thought a Moment before he 
perceives the Mould touched, preſſed, or bs 
| Upon... Whenever this Preſſure upon the Moul 
ceaſes, the Thought ceaſes and the Stomach, 
more tenſe than uſual for the Time, ſomewhat _ 
relaxes. If the Stomach continue thus relaxed, 
the former voluntary Thought returns; but if, ; 
as frequently happens, the Stomach grows 
again over tenſe, the new Thought . certainh 
returns, Thus will it riſe and fall, reciprocating 
betwixt his Stomach and Head, frequently for 
D 2 | ſeveral 
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ſeveral Times ſucceſſively. The Thought th 


us 


recurring is generally the ſame ; though ſome- 
times a new and different Thought will break 


in upon him. | 


A Fright brings on an aching Pain and a 


Paiſation in his Back behind his Stomach, and 
a violent Tenſion of that Organ, with an Ach- 
ing and Chilineſs at the Pit of it, all at the very 


Inftant. From his Stomach, with a Jerk, 


it 


riſes in the Manner of a Fume to his Head, and 


there produces a ſlight Vertigo, with a kind 


of 


Maze and Confuſion : then follows a Paleneſs 
and a Chillneſs over his whole Body, and ſome- 
times a Shivering and Trembling. He is after- 
wards uſually very weak and faint, his Mouth 
is huſky and dry, he is thirſty, and feels a 
Twitching and Trepidation in his Stomach. 
In Joy, or if he reflects upon any thing that is 
pleaſing, with which he is ſenſibly touched, the 
Pylorus immediately opens, and the ill Symp- 
toms depending, lefſen and remit. He perceives 
preſently a grateful Senſation at his Stomach, and 
afterwards in his Brain and whole Body. Anger 


brings on a ſour Flavour in his Mouth, with 


an 


huſky Dryneſs, a Pulſation, Heat, and Soreneſs 


of his Stomach, a Shatter and Ruffle of 


his 


Head, a Melancholy, a Thirſt very great; but 


if he drinks, he ſwallows difficultly, and 


 Gulps, becauſe of Wind riſing in the Oeſo-

phagus. He has a like Thirſt and Difficulty 


of Swallowing upon a Fright, but much leſs, 


Want of Breath, Stop of the Pylorus, no Wind 
ever going downwards; ſometimes it rifts up- 
wards, and then the Symptoms relax a little 
for the Time, perhaps a Minute, till new 


Wind diſtends the Stomach, and then 
Symptoms all return. After drinking he belc 
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up the Liquor very frequently; and, in Con- 


cluſion, a great Sourneſs. He is ever pale in 


the Heat of | his Paſſion, and has a ſlight Choak- 
ing, as alſo frequently ſlight Stops of the Trachea, 
which check his Speech. As the Paſſion de- 
creaſes, the Paleneſs goes off; and is followed 
by a Ruddineſs, ſomewhat greater than what 
is common, with a Pulſation of his Temples 
and the Mould of his Head, and a Soreneſs of 
both. It is plain from the Paleneſs, that there 
is a Stop of the aſcendant Arteries for the Time. 
In Grief, he has a Tenſion and Stoppage of his 
Stomach, an Oppreſſion there, his Head amazed 


and cloudy, a Laſſitude and Chillneſsover his Body, 


and he gets to the Fire, though in Summer. It 
quite proſtrates his Appetite, cauſes a Choaking 
in his Throat, deep Sighs, Sobs, and, in fine, 


Tears, hot and ſalt as Brine to the Taſte. This is a 


Crifis ; his Head afterwards becoming clear and 
ſerene, his Stomach _—_ and his Spirits, as he 
| ſpeaks, raiſed, 


Though his Feet are ſubj ect to be cold, his: a AﬀeRions of 
Hands are ordinarily hot 2 dry. They are che Limbs 


likewiſe apt to be full and ſwelled. The Backs pus. 


of them, and his Wriſts, as alſo his Arms, and 


ſometimes his Hips, are ſubject to Rheumatic _ 


Pains. The Tarſi or Inſteps are ſometimes 
ſwelled and in Pain. He finds his Fingers fre- 
quently numb'd and almoſt dead when he awakes 


in a Morning; but, upon ſtirring, they come 


preſently to themſelves. 


His Knees are weak, and . moleſted | 
with Pain, chiefly in a Morning early, to ſuch 


Degree as to cauſe him to awake out of Sleep. 


He has oftentimes Pimples and ſmall Puſtules ö 


on his Arms, from the Elbow downwards, and WE 


upon his Shins. They are very hot, itch vehe- 
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mently, and upon rubbing them ſmart extreme- 
ly ; a thin ſharp Ichor iſſuing forth. The Skin 
on theſe Parts of his Arms and Legs is at 
ſome times very dry and ſcaley. Upon his 
Breaſt and Thighs he has frequently Spots of 
a dark blue Colour; ſome ſmall, others larger, 
to near half an Inch in Diameter.

Before Rain 
he is chagrin'd, melancholy, diſpirited, feeble, 
his Head cloudy, his Memory foundred, his 
Thoughts confuſed, Cogitation difficult, and 


he has not that Command and Preſence of Mind 
as at other Times. Theſe Symptoms all recede 


as the ill Weather draws off, and better ſuc- 


ceeds. He bears Heat, if not exceſſive, better 
1 * 3 k . . than 
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than Cold. In Froſt, or extreme Cold, Perſpi- 
ration being ſtopt, he is ever very uneaſy ; not 
only chill, but weak, diſpirited, and feeble. He 
requires for the Time much Cloathing, Wine, 
and ſtrong Waters. His Breaſt is extremely 
ſore, his Face black, and ſpotted with blue. If 
he walk and tir in the Air, it doth not warm 
him like others, but weakens, diſpirits, and 
founders him. In foggy Weather he is very 
uneaſy, oppreſſed, and melancholy. | 

His Head and Hands are frequently hot, His Temper, 
even in Summer, but his Feet generally cold. | 
In the Night, his Knees, and great Part of his 
Thighs, have a Dampneſs or flight Sweat upon 
them, and are ſo chilled, that it is hardly poſſi- 
ble to bring any Warmth into them.

+ Chillneſs is continually attended with a violent 

' aching Pain, which breaks and diſturbs his Reſt. 
Walking and Exerciſe is injurious to him: it Row affect. 
Gnks, diſpirits, and renders him very uneaſy ; <4 by Exer- 
bringing on pricking, ſhooting, and aching : 
Pains in his Legs and Thighs. 5 | 

When he is diſturbed, and the Humours of deten, 
his Body in Emotion, he is frequently invaded 
with ſtrange and ſudden, but very unaccount- 
able and violent, Fear of Death. This never 
befalls him in his greateſt Firs of Chagrin and 
Melancholy. This Fear will go as rangely 
and as ſuddenly as it comes. | 

In his Fits of Melancholy ſometimes Tears Tavoluntzry 
break forth plentifully, but involuntarily and in . 
ſpight of him. Theſe ever prove a Criſis, and 
the Fit immediately goes off. T hey are ever 

very ſalt and briny.

upon any Exigence. Indeed he had fo fr. quent B 
and great Indiſpolitions hourly, that they were ar 
but needful. G 
— yy — Chocolate, Coffee, Tea, all render his Head H 
late, Clear and ſerene for four or five Minutes; but lit 
afterwards, bring on a Seriſe of Hollowneſs m 
and Emptineſs in his Stomach, and of Faintneſs he 

and Feebleneſs to a Degree greater than is eaſy 
to be expreſſed. Chocolate affects him the leaſt, W.

Of hisBlood. eſpecially in his Fits. His Blood was ever ſizey, Se 
thick, and black underneath. He was uſually tre 
very weak afterwards. - He put on Flannel by _ to! 
TheVſeof Mr, Sborthouſe's Advice; which brought on: ſte 


cold Sweats, and promoted ſo great Perſpira - 
| tion 
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tion that it much weakened, and even ſunk 
him. After about a Year ſpent thus in vain, 


Mr. Sherthouſe recommended him to Dr. Col- Dr.Colbated's 
batch. He neither directed Vomits nor Clyſters z Acids, 


but Steel, with Purges at Intervals, alſo Acids, 
Juice of Lemon, and Spirit of Vitriol, Cremor 
Tartari, and Tartarus Vitriolatus. He direct- 
ed him to abſtain wholly from Malt Liquors 
and Wine, and to drink only Punch and Cyder. 
He ordered Volatil Spirits, Tincture of Caſtor, 
and Aſafcetida, Infuſions of Pæony Root, and 
Bryony Root, in Spring Water; Miſleto 
and Camphire in Electuaries; Plaiſters with 
Galbanum and Spices to his Feet; likewiſe 
Hampſtead and Bath Waters; but all- to very 
little Advantage, and ſometimes to his Detri- 
ment. The Acids ever made him worſe, and 
heightened all the Symptoms. | 


Dec. 9, 1710. he conſulted me. He His Congi- 


was in a languiſhing Condition; declaring © 


that his Life was a Burden to him; that he tea. 


was cowed, diſpirited, and confuſed; that he 
had the utmoſt Fear of Death, though he could 
not tell why. I obſerved, he was but mode- 
rately fleſhy, inclining to lean, his Complexion 
pretty freſh, his Checks glowing, his Pulſe too 
quick, ſomewhat low, but with a Spring, as if 
oppreſſed ; and he complained of much Wind in 
his Stomach ; his Tongue grey, dry, and very 
. thirſty in a Morning. His Urine: various; at 
ſome times pale and much, at others leſs ruddy, - 
and turbid ; letting fall a great Proportion of 
Sediment, phlegmy and foul. His Knees ex- 
tremely weak. He was very feeble, giddy, 
tottering; and ſo timid, that he durſt hardly 
ſtep over the Kennel. He was in per-

petual Fear and Horror, more eſpecially in 
the Night; and he durſt never go to ſleep 


without a Candle burning on each Side of him. 
His Head was perpetually intoxicated with 


Scruples, relating to Religion, about the Church, 


the Trinity, and other Subjects. He was ſhat- 


tered, and in Confuſion, his Memory gone, 


and, in a word, the whole Fabrick in Hurry 
and Diſcompoſure. His Spirits ſunk, except 
only juſt while he had Wine or Spirits in his 
Stomach; ſo that he was forced to be almoſt 
continually drinking, and even as ſoon as he 
awaked in the Morning. Till he had drunk, 
he was in the greateſt Dread, Horror, Melan- 
choly, and Confuſion imaginable - beſides his 
Sinking and Faintneſs. He had .a Flavour in 
his Mouth, at ſome times ſour, at others bitter. 
He had the like Belchings and Pukings. I per- 
mitted him the Continuance of his Wine, know- 
ing he would fink if I debarred him that Sup- 
port; though I was aware that the Relief it 


gave, beſides warming and animating the 


Stomach, was only ſwilling thence the bitter 
and acid Bile into the Blood, - and charging it 
upon the whole Habit; by that Means increa- 
ſing the Symptoms and Diſorders there. It was 
better that the reſt of the Parts ſhould bear each 
their Share, than that this ſhould be vitiated and 
ſpoiled by the Efforts of ſo great a Maſs of 
corroſive Bile preying inceſſantly upon it.

Sleep had been very much diſcompoſed; ſome-

\ baffle, defeat, and bring it to a Stand. It had | 
not been four Minutes in his Stomach before | 
he declared, he felt himſelf as under a Charm. 
The Symptoms were all ſtunned, his Spirits were 
raiſed, the Hurry and Emotion that he was be- 
fore in were at a perfect Stand, and he found 
himſelf eaſy and well. Tho? it is not to be 
wondered that the Symptoms ſoon returned, 
and that a Diſtemper that had taken fo faſt 
hold of the whole Frame, ſhould not yield - 
without many Struggles. My Bills are all upon 
Mr. Shorthouſes File. A few volatile and vi- 
nous Spirits were occaſionally directed. But 
the main Streſs of the Cure was put upon Clyſters 
and Purges, of which ſome were given ve 
ſtrong, with Oils interpoſed, in conſiderable 
Quantity, to temper the Acrimony of the Bi- 
lioſe Salts, put an End to their Colluctations, 
ſmear over, defend, and lubricate the Stomach 
and Guts. It is hardly credible what a Quan- 
tity of bilious Matter, ſcalding hot, exceſſivelx 
ſharp and excoriating, with Froth and Wind, 
was brought down by this Means. The greater 
Diſcharge was made, the Bile being firſt tamed 
by the Oils, and rendered harmleſs, the greater 
Relief he ever found, the eaſier his Stomach 
reſently became, the better his Appetite and 
| is Reſt, the briſker his Spirits, the greater his 
Strength, the leſs his Fears, Melancholy, and 
q other Affections of his Mind, To be brief, my 
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this Method he was ſo far relieved, in a ve 

few Weeks, that there was not one of the Symp- 
toms depending, nor any thing he could com- 
plain of, His Strength was raiſed, ſo was his 
Courage; and his Fears, Apprehenſions, and 
Melancholy wholly gone. In particular, the 


Terrors of the Night were vaniſhed, and he 


could go to ſleep without ever troubling his 
Head about any Candles. His religious Scru- 
ples were at an End, and he was wont to laugh 
at the Remembrance how vainly he had been 
teazed by them; preſerving now only a due 


| Regard to Religion and Virtue, without thoſe 


Perplexities and Diſcompoſures that were 
brought on by the erroneous Actions of the 
Bilioſe Salts. He now no longer needed Wine 
to raiſe his Spirits or chear him; but paſſed 
whole Days eaſily and happily without any. 
In a word, he declared himſelf perfectly well 
as ever he found himſelf in his Life, and that 
he had no further Need of Medicines. As 
People of his Conſtitution, ſo delicate and ſuſ- 
ceptible of every Impreſſion, bad or good, 
when rarely indiſpoſed, are the moſt dejected, 
ſo, when once they find Relief, they are of all 
others the moſt exalted and ſecure. This is 
wont to excite in Bye-ſtanders, who are not 
Judges of Nature, or of this Conſtitution, Suſ- 


picions that their Ails and Complaints are only

Be that as it will, he was 


ſo confident of the Eſtabliſhment of his Health, 
and indeed his Buſineſs was ſo preſſing and 
urgent, that he took no more Medicines : ſo 


that a great deal of the vitiated Bile being left 

behind, . and new Additions daily made, it will. 

not be ſtrange that ſeveral of the Symptoms wa | 
curre 
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curred a- new, after ſome Months; when I 
was conſulted again, and he allowed himſelf . 
only, by the former Method, to retrench the 
recruited Cauſe, without perſevering further. 
This has been the Caſe ſeveral Times fince; 
and by that, his uſual Default, the Life of a. 
Man of great Humanity, and ſo many Virtues, 
as to deſerve a much better Fate, rendered un- 
certain, and frequently very unhappy.

very hot, and ſharp; an Accident he rarely had urice. 
before, and never to this Degree. His Urine. 
is to his Taſte very falt and bitter. Purges and 
Clyſters ever have given him Relief, in Propor- 
tion as they bring down Wind, Phlegm, and 
Choler, Oil ſometimes depreſſes, makes him 
faint, and exceſſive melancholy for the Time. 
At ſome times Wine, though drunk in never ſo 
great Quantities, has the ſame Effect. For ſome. . 
Years paſt, when he happens to drink little, 
his Urine is high-coloured, hot, pungent, little 
in Quantity; but upon drinking plentifully,.. 
his Urine becomes pale, temperate, eaſy, and 
much in Quantity.

23 November, 1712. He has been troubled for A pain of 
about a Month paſt with vomiting ; frequently 3 
brought up his Victuals, and along with them "ofa AY 
a great Quantity of Gall, very bitter. Foe ef 
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about a Week paſt he hath been troubled with 
the Tooth-ach, and every Evening betwixt 
four and five o Clock he is ſeized with a flight 
Shiverjng and Chillneſs; which is preſently 
followed with a great Pain, of the Extent of 
about an Inch, near the Proceſſus Mamillaris, 
behind the Far, on the Right Side. He has 
ſometimes a Senſe of Throbbing on the Part. 
Tis attended with a Dizzineſs, and Vapours. 
By preſſing with the Finger upon one of the

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Tho? I did not wholly neglect the Uſe of Caſtor, 
and the other Medicines of that Claſs, yet 1 


laid the chief Streſs on Oils and Clyſters; and 


after a Day or two I directed the Infuſion of 
Ipecacuanha. It vomited him freely and 
much; and brought up a great deal of Bitter, 
but very little Phlegm. That will be the leſs 
wondered at, when *tis conſidered that the Bile 
is the grand Inſtrument of Digeſtion. He 
brought up likewiſe a pretty deal of recent Blood; 
which they told me had alſo befallen him in 
vomiting a few- Days before. I, being preſent, 
was not the leaſt ſurpriſed at it; and did not 
check the vomiting : but made him drink more 
plentifully ; ſuppoſing the Bleeding“ to proceed 
from the Action of the Choler in the Stomach, and 
the Operation ſucceeded well, no Blood riſing with 
the latter Strains. He had a better Night than 
ufual: and the next Morning his Melancholy and 
Fancies were all quite gone. I obſerved in his

that this Choler ſhould fetch Blood forth of the 
urinary Organs, than forth of the Stomach.

ftions of which was the unſeaſonable Interpoſition of 
we of ſome of his Relations. They, in their Wiſ- 
dom, judged his Diſtemper not real, but 
imaginary ; and therefore they frequently in- 
terpoſed, with great Earneſtneſs and Impor- 
tunity, diſſuading him from the Uſe of Re- 
medies, and hindring him of Relief. Some of 
his real Friends, who were Lookers on, were 
wont to ſay that this Interpoſition proceeded not 
from any Care or Concern, but from a very dif- 
ferent Principle.

Relief; and that I wholly ſet aſide all Intereſt 

of my own, and had ſolely in View the doin 
good to, and retrieving the Health of, a Man 
truly unfortunate, but one whom I thought a 
Man of Value and great Merit, and whom I 
ever obſerved very humane and kind upon all 
Occaſions, to thoſe very Perſons who uſed this

zrifing from Thoughts ariſing up from his Stomach to his 
mach Head, but when there is the greateſt Exu-

A ARCH 4, 1712. he complained of 
Pain and Diſorder of his Head; and he 
was teveriſh.

Con- 
ſidering that he had lived a ſedentary Life the 
preceding Winter, fed high, and ſo had his 3 
Bowels loaded and charged; and collecting 
from this, and from whe Vitons, which are 4 
ſure Indication of a foul Stomach, diſturbed, 
and offending the Head, as alſo from the other 
Symptoms, that there was a Storm riſing, that, 
without great Precaution, would be too high 
for me to ſteer him through, I ordered him im- 
mediately a Doſe of Oil of ſweet Almonds, and a 
Clyſter to be given after it.

I returned to viſit him juſt as he 
had done vomiting ; finding him. very eaſy, 


well, and valuing himſelf exceedingly upon his 


Management of the Operation; ſhewing me 
withal three Gallons that he had drank and 


vomited up again. But he told me he had no 


need of taking it, for his Stomach was very 
Clean, and nothing came up befides what he had 
drank. Caſting my Eye upon it I obſerved 


that it was indeed very clear; and knowing well 


the Gaiety of that worthy Gentleman, how 


much he would in Courſe jeſt and be 
delighted with the Water-works, and how far 
from the leaft Thought or Speculation about 
remote Conſequences : and confidering the real 
Danger he was in, that the Load in his 
Stomach was by this merry Operation only 
rouſed, and ready to be cumulated upon the 
Blood at once, unleſs timely prevented, I 
ordered another Doſe of the ſame Vomit to be 
taken, as ſoon as it could be got, attended 
myſelf, and directed the Management, let the 
Sack Whey and Water ſtay in his Stomach ſo 
long as to mingle and incorporate with what 
was there, and then made him briſkly excite his 
Stomach with a Feather. It is hardly credible 
how vaſt a Quantity of Choler, Phlegm, and 


other Filth was by this Method raiſed, and hap- 


pily lung forth. What moſt ſurpriſed me was, 
that in Concluſion he ſaid he began to think, 
and to fancy that the former Operation was not 
managed ſo very rightly as he before imagined, 


He now told me he was very eaſy, and not at 


all tired, but rather refreſhed, and really better 
than when he firſt began.

This perfunRtory Proceeding, tho, it wholly 


diſappoints the Deſign of the Operation, her 
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ſo very common, that I have rarely found any 

good Effects of a Vomit that I have not attended 
3 They would do well to reflect on this, 
who are wont to leave this Operation wholly to 
the Patient himſelf, or to an Apothecary, or 
Nurſes, who frequently want both Care and 
Skill to manage it. 
The Method | uſed with Mr. Gn bie will 
not be thought too rigorous by thoſe who are 
Judges of the Symptoms that ſhewed themſelves, 
even in the very beginning of his Diſeaſe.

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oily Draught immediately, to temper che 


Choler, lubricate the Paſſages, and diſpoſe 
the Choler to riſe; and after half an Hour, 


drinking Sack Whey diluted with Water, and 
urging his Stomach with a Feather, he brought 


up ſome Choler and much foul Phlegm. The 


vomiting was no ſooner over but he declared he 

was become perfectly eaſy and well; and that 

his Faintneſs, Thirſt, and Fever were wholl 
ne. March 6, he took a Purge, whic 


worked well. March 7, in the Morning he took 


an oily Draught. In the Evening I found him 
uneaſy, qualmiſh, - faint, thirſty, and fever- 
iſh. I gave him Sack Whey diluted with 
Water as before; which raiſed ſome Choler, 
and much putrid Phlegm. Immediately after 
he averred his Faintneſs, Thirſt, and Fever 
were wholly gone; and he was as eaſy and well 
as ever he felt himſelf in his Life. This, with 
many other Trials that I have made, convinces 


me, that thoſe Symptoms, Jactations and In- 


quietude, Faintneſs, Thirſt, and Feveriſhneſs, 

roceed wholly from the Emotion of Choler and 
proce in rs.

and offenſive, ' I ordered a Tincture of the 
Jeſuits Bark for him to enter upon the Uſe 
of next Morning.

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ſhould carry it wholly off. It was a great Point 
gained that it leſſened the febrile Matter ſo far 
as to put a Stop to its preſent Fury, and gain a 
Truce partly for the Medicines to work in, and 
partly for the Powers of the Body to diſengage 


very much, as it here ſhewed itſelf, one could = 
not expect that the firſt Efforts, or one Vomit, 


themſelves of what was before charged upon 


them. This they did ſo very ſucceſsfully, that 
it will hardly be credited how great a Quantity 
of Phelgm and other vitious Matter was flung 
forth after wards, even with the Urine. It was a 
very material Point gained, that by the firſt 
Evacuation the Fever was brought to ſuſpend 
and intermit. There are very few but would 


then have adminiſtered the Jeſuits Powder. 


But upon the Obſervations I made during the 
Evacuation, and from other Indications, 7 col- 
lected there was too great a Power of the febrile 
Matter for that Remedy to engage; beſides the 
LoadofPhlegm and Filth that would have buried, 
ſtifled, and impeded it in its Operation.. Thar 
would have been likewiſe the Caſe of any other 
antifebrile Medicine; and, had ſuch been given 


in the Beginning, I appeal to any one that ſhall

and where it is not equal to the febrile Matter 


tex. 


riſing and in Emotion in the Stomach, it cannot 
be capable of dealing with and ſtifling of it. 
On the contrary, this Medicine is frequently the 
Cauſe of the febrile Matter flowing into the 
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the Blood, in greater n than i 
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would have happened. When there is of this 
Matter in the Stomach ſo great a Proportion as 
by its Colluctation, the Fumes it emits, and 
the Crowd it makes at the Pylorus, ſomewhat 
to obſtruct that Paſſage, and hinder its own 
Egreſs there, a leſſer Charge muſt be made 
upon the Blood in Courſe. In this Caſe the 
Jeſuits Powder given can never poſſibly wholly 
ſurmount the febrile Matter. It can only ſtifle 
Part; by which Means the Colluctation, Fumes, 
and Crowd will be leſſened, Egreſs through 
the Pylorus promoted, febrile Matter diſpatebed 
into the Blood, and thereby the Fever encreaſed. 
This is the Caſe in the Adminiſtration of the 


Jeſuits Powder in continual Fevers, and in ſuch 


Fevers as remit, where the febrile Cauſe is con- 
ſiderable. And indeed, in intermitting Fevers, 
where the morbid Cauſe is great, the“ Jeſuits 
Powder will not be able to ſurmount it, without 
Diſcharges and Evacuations of it. With theſe 
interpoſed I have had happy Succeſs, by Uſe of 


only ſmall Doſes of that Powder; and the Body 


has been left in Vigour, and good Plight. Where- 
as, without ſuch Evacuations, I have ſcen Loads 


of that Medicine given, to little other End then 
the Detriment of the Patient. As this Medicine, 


where there happens to be an Overcharge of Bile 
in the Stomach, ſometimes by the Accident ſet 
forth above, letting that Bile looſe upon the 

Blood, fires it, excites Perturbations there, and 
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Zy the very ſame Accident, Opiats, that commonly 
abate the Pain of the Cholic, become ſometimes the 
Means of letting choleric Matter looſe out of the Stomach, 
where it was before latent and quiet, into the Guts, where, 
_ in Emotion, it cauſes Pains and Gripes. This was, 
the Caſe of Mr. Ange, and ſome others that I have known.

a Fever too great for the Fabrick to ſuſtain ; ſo, 
where there happens to be an Over: glut of 
Phlegm in the Stomach, this Medicine given, 
becomes accidentally the Means of letting that 
looſe in like Manner, and thereby of over- 
chilling the Blood, thickening the Maſs of it, 
impacting and making a Glut and Obſtruc- 
tions in the capillary Veſſels, and ſo leſſening

There is no doubt but that this is a truly noble 
Medicine, and of great Service where properly 
adminiſtered: But without ſuch Diſcretion, 
and Caution, great Ills and Inconveniencies 
frequently enfue. The People would not en- 
tertain the great Prejudice they ſo. generally have 
to this Medicine, wholly without any Cauſe. 
They who adminiſter it do not feel the Struggles 
and Combuſtion that they who take it frequently 
do; even where it happens to cure and put an 
End to the Ague, and through the Firmneſs of 
the Conſtitution, and the Organs acquitting 
themſclves with great Energy and Power, no 
apparent or laſting Evil may enſue. There is 
no Jeſting with edged Tools. The beſt Me- 
dicine, and thoſe that have the greateſt Power, 
do the greateſt Miſchief, where not rightly ap- 
plied. For my own Part, even in Youth, and 
the moſt vigorous Bodies, where I have found 
Symptoms and Intimations of an Over charge 
of Humours in the Stomach and Bowels; or, 
where, upon Adminiſtration of this Medicine, | 
the Succeſs hath not anſwered in due Time, - 
have ä had Recourſe to proper Eva- 
cuations; 
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cuations ; conſtantly to the Benefit of the 
Patient, and to the gaining of my Point, with- 


out any of the Inconveniencies that, where ſuch 
Precaution is not uſed, ordinarily enſue. But, 


to proceed with Mr. Graſfmeau's Caſe. 


March 8. he had, asI expected, a flight Fit 


of an Ague, which laſted not in the whole above 


four Hours.

During this 
ſhe has a- qualmiſh faint Sickneſs, and great 
Tenſion of her Stomach z and a bearing of it 
upon her Belly, Sides, and Back, ſo that ſhe feels 
as if girded round. Immediately ſhe ſenſibly 
perceives ſomething fluid aſcend from the Place

That 
was likewiſe the Caſe of Mr. Puctmore. Auguſt 
14, 1710, an Hemiplegia came on, about 
eleven in the Evening. He had been in Bed, and 
ſlept near two Hours. Awaking, he found he 
had Occaſion for the Pot. Straining to make 
Water, he loſt the Uſe of his whole Right Side 


at the Inſtant. He had frequently before had 


fainting Fits upon a like Straining. Now half 
the Right Side of his Head, half his Noſe, half 
his Tongue, half his Body, as if chined, or parted 
into two in a ſtraight Line, were very numb, as 
if near dead. So likewiſe were his Right Arm, 
and Hand; his Right Hip, Thigh, Leg, and 
Foot.

And 
yet theſe Limbs, and indeed the whole Right 
Side, were very much hotter than uſual, both 
to his own Senſe inwardly, and to the Touch 
outwardly.

His 
Pulſe was generally pou regular, and ſtronger 
on that Side than the other. His Right Eye 
was very dim at firſt; but in four or five Days 
he ſaw pretty well with it. Before this Invaſion 
he was Coſtive more than uſually; for he had 
been much diſpoſed to that Habit all his Life. 
He had been ſeveral Months before from Junt,

to the Head-ach. He had an Hardneſs, Stiff- 
neſs, and Pain on each Side of his Neck, in the 
Part where the Carotids aſcend. This he has 
had ſeveral Times ſince with great Violence. 
Nothing mitigated it ſo much as the Sneezing 


and Spitting that inſued upon his Snuffing up 


crude Sal Ammoniac. He ſlept ill. He had a 
great Laſſitude. His Appetite and Digeſtion 
failed. He was qualmiſh, ſick, ſubject to Reach- 
ing and Puking. In a Day or two after the In- 
vaſion of the Palſy, he began to find himſelf eaſy 
and well in all other Reſpe&ts. His Head be- 
came clear, his Thoughts free, and his Memory 
good. He ſlept well. His Stomach became 
perfectly eaſy; and his Appetite as good as ever 
in all his Life. Dr. Mead, who was conſulted, 


told him this was a very good Sign; bad him 
eat any think he could heartily; and be ſure, 


whatever he did, not to baulk, but to keep 
up his Stomach. What he recommended 
particularly was Chicken, Lamb, Mutton ; 
as alſo to pour down Water Gruel plentifully. 
As to Drinks he gave no Directions. He 
ordered... . . Ounces of Blood to be taken 
away forthwith; and that it ſhould be repeated 
twice afterwards. He cauſed Bliſters to be 
applied to his Neck, his Right Arm, and Leg; 
which were renewed ſeveral Times; and an Iſſue 
to be cut in his. . This could not be 
brought to run with all the Art that could be 
uſed for fix Weeks. He appointed an Oint- 
ment for the Arm and Leg affected; and that, 
after ſome Time, Recourſe ſhould be had to 
the Cold Bath. He directed a. . . with 
Muſtard; and becauſe he became daily more 
and more coſtive, ſo that he had no Stool with- 
out ſuch Provocation, he preſcribed a ſlight 
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Purge, to be repeated from Time to Time 23 


there ſhould be Occaſion. Finding theſe Means 


ineffectual, he adviſed him to go into the 
Country; which he did. This was in September; 
and he grew there much worſe; ſo that he 


returned in about three Weeks. Eating, as the 
Doctor directed, very freely, he became 


preſently very groſs and big; eſpecially upon 
the paralytic or Right Side. As it increaſed in 
Bulk, it increaſed in Numbneſs; and he had a 
Senſe of Heavineſs, and a kind of dead Weight - 
on each Part affected. His Right Foot, Leg, 
Thigh, and Right Side of the Thorax were 
ſwelled z and his Leg and Ankle were inflamed, 
and pitted; inſomuch that he began to think that 
what he eat was flung upon that Side; Tho? that 
was not ſo, his gorging himſelf was very wrong; 
and what he took down in ſuch Quantity, forcing 
into the Inteſtines the Choler, Phlegm, and 
other Indigeſtion, ſent it into the Blood, and 
caſt it upon the Parts that were the moſt weak, 
lax, and diſpoſed to receive it; where it in- 
creaſed the Diſtemper, and did Miſchief with- 
out End. He uſed to call this, Feeding the 
Diſtemper, and Feeding of Death. From what 
has been ſet forth, it is plain the Palſy was 
brought on by the Deſcentof vicious Matter from 
the Stomach into the Blood Veſſels; and that as 
the Stomach was relieved, by the continual Re- 
moval of it thence, and the Blood Veſſels an- 
noyed by its being charged on them ; ſo, on-the 
contrary, as that Deſcent ceaſed, and the vicious 


Matter was detained in the Stomach, this be 


to ſuffer a- new; and the Blood Veſlels were re- 
lieved. For the Palſy gave way, and the Senſe 
and Strength of the Right Side returned. Upon

dizzy, and the other Symptoms, that vaniſhed on 
the Acceſs of the Palſy, now all returned. 
Upon the Declenſion of the Pally in January 
1710-I1, he felt a Pain in the Back of the 
Right Hand, attended with a Numbneſs, and 
a Senſe of Contraction in the Part. At the 
Inſtant the Fingers were convulſed and clinched ; 
and the Pain aſcended up his Arm to his 
Shoulder, and thence to his Neck, and Head; 
and was followed by a ſtrong Convulſive twiſting 
of his Arm behind him; and of his Head to his 
Right Shoulder. Then he fainted, loft all 
Senſe, and fell down as dead. But his Pulſe 
continued. He had a Working, Agitation, and 
Heaving at his Stomach, rifted up Wind, 
foamed at the Mouth, vomited, and recovered 
his Senſes; but was in great Confuſion. At 


his Recovery he found his Arm and Neck ſore ;

ſo much as in the two former Fits; nor did 


and they continued ſo for ſome Days after. 
The whole Time that paſſed from the Pain of 
his Hand to the Recovery of Senſe, was but 
about five Minutes. It ſhattered, weakned, 
and ſunk him ſo that he was confined to his 
Chamber for a Month after. 

In the Begining of March, 1710-11, he had 
another like Fit. The ſecond Day after it 1 
was called in. | 

Auguſt 11, 1711, he had a third Fit. This 
was after the Uſe of ſeveral Medicines; and 
after very great Evacuations, made at proper 
Intervals. But. for about thirty Hours before 


he had been coſtive; with little or no Diſcharge 


of Wind. His Right Hand was clinched ; but 
not pained. He did not froth at the Mouth near 


the Fit laſt near ſo long, or leave him 1 


a 
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and ſore. He did not cloſe his Eyes as inthofe 
Firs. At the Moment that the Hand was 


clinched his Face became fluſhed, and very red; 


but as he recovered, it became rather paler than 
uſual. He belched up Wind, vomited and re- 
covered. When he firſt began to look upon 
thoſe preſent, he found his Eyes dim, and he 
ſaw as through a thin Cloth. His Head was 
cloudy and his Memory gone ; but all returned 
in a few Minutes; whereas in the firſt Fit he 
remained very much ſtupified for ſeveral Days. 
At his coming out of the Fits he perceived his 


Neck, Head, and Hands very glowing and hot; 


but in a few Minutes they became cold, and 


were attended with a cold Sweat; which yet 


went off much ſooner in this than in the firſt Fit. 
A while after the Vomit, he had a looſe Stool, 


very ſharp and hot; with which he diſcharged a a 


vaſt Quantity of Wind. In about an Hour 
after this laſt Fit, he was pretty eaſy, chearful, 
and well; and had an Appetite, deſiring to eat. 
He took a ſpirituous Draught, reſted. pretty 
well; and next Morning took a Purge, which 
worked not near ſo well and freely as formerly; 


there being a Stop made by Wind in the Guts. 


In the Evening he took a Tincture of Aſa- 


feœtida; the ſpirituous Draught at Night; and 
reſted well. Next Morning 13 Auguſt] he too 


a Doſe of Oil; and an Hour after a Clyſter was 
injected. It brought down much Wind; upon 
the ſtirring of which he became much racked 
and ſtabbed with Fumes acroſs his Stomach, in 
the lower Part of this Breaſt, and in'the Small 


of the Back. The Arms and Shoulders were 
tender and ſore. For about a Week after he had 
frequently in the Back of the Right Hand, and 


in the upper Part of the Right Arm, betwixt

the Elbow and Shoulder, a burning Heat, ſo 
great as to be very troublefome. By turns he 
had a Senſe of Numbnefs, and of Contraction, 
in the very ſame Parts; eſpecially upon Motion, 
a forcible Stretch forth of that Arm, or.on an 

conſiderable exerting of himſelf. When theſe 
Symptoms were greateſt, he had ſometimes. a 


Shock, with a Surprize, and Senſe of 'an ap- 


oaching Fit, but had none. He was exceſ- 
ſively troubled with Wind. Clyſters brought a 


great deal of it away; and gave him much 


Relief. ng 

Aupuſt 19, 1711, he took the purging Potion 
ain wha Nettes laſt. It —.— much 
more freely than the fot mer; and brought 
down much Wind, and Choler very ſharp and 
hot. In the Evening his Arm became better 
but his Leg worſe, more hot, and numb; with 
an Itching, Tingling, and flight Smarting. 

When l was firſt conſulted I found him with 
his Face much bloated. He complained of 


Pains upon the Jugulars on each Side, with a 


great Pulſation of the Head. His Memory 
much failed him. His Head was ſo- heavy and 
cloudy, that he hardly knew what he ſaid or 
did. He had cholical Pains, and was very 
coſtive. He had Twitchings and Convulſions. 
His Hands and Feet were hot and burning, his 


Arms and Thighs cold. I put him upon the 


Uſe of Oils; with Purges and Clyſters; from 
which he received ſenſible Benefit. I was then 
in a great hurry of other Buſineſs; and that, 
and the Diſtance at which he lived, kept me 
from viſiting him ſo often as I was inclined. Be- 
fides, nothing could ever be propoſed but a little 
preſent Relief. His Caſe was apparently beyond 
all Remedy, I had not Time to keep an accu- 
. „ rate 
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rate Journal of all Proceedings. Some Notes 1 
took; which are as follow: 
The Bloatedneſs of his Face, Cen Of Purging, 
- Twitchings, Aﬀections round his Waſte, 
Affections of the Head, c. all leſſened upon the 
Adminiſtration of a Purge and Clyſter, which 
brought down much Wind and Choler, hot and 
ſharp: Excrements, glutinous, ſtenchy, black, 
and green, At the Beginning of the Operation he 
fainted ; upon Recovery, much white Froth 
aroſe, and he was qualmiſn. His Face was pale 
for the Time; and he had a Choaking in his 
| Throat. After every following Purge his Head 
became more clear and ſerene ; he was more 
chearful, and his Courage increaſed. His Con- 
vulſions, Cloudineſs, and Dejectedneſs grew leſs. ; 
His Stools were very foul. As the Pally 
invaded any Member or Part, it immediately 
became huffed up with a puffy Swelling, ſeem- 
ing to proceed partly from Wind, and partly 
from Phlegm, thrown into it. The Part 
became likewiſe paler and whiter than before, 
as alſo more chill and cold to the Touch out- 
wardly. In the Spring 1711, breaking Wind, 
either up or down, gives inſtant Relief to his. 
Limbs, He is poſitive that Wind paſſes from 
his Stomach and Guts into his Blood, He has 
Alterations of · Heat, Cold, and Numbneſs in 
his Right Arm. Heat and Cold in his Right 
Hypochondre. He has a Pain in the Stomach; 
his Belly is tenſe and hard. His Right Thigh is 
numb, chill, and pained.

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Having had Occaſion to purge his Son, and 


two or three of his Daughters, I learned that 


they likewiſe abounded with Choler, green, 
hot, and ſharp, | 

April 18, 1711, in the Evening, his Hand 
began to ſhake, the uſual Preſage of a Fit. In 
a Quarter of an Hour inſued a Stool, looſe, 
oreen, and exceſſive hot. Immediately the 
ſhaking went off; and no Fit followed. It is 
plain with that Stool the Cauſe of the Fit went. 

April 20, he was almoſt ſtrangied by Wind 


and Phlegm ; but relieved inſtantly by a Clyſter. 


For eight Days Clyſters daily. They affect his 
Stomach very ſenſibly ; and when he is almoſt 


choaked with Windand Phlegm, the Clyſter pre- 


ſently eaſes him. His Heart-burning, Gnawing, 
Heat, ſharp acid Humour, voracious Appetite, 
now all leſſened in proportion to the Evacuation, 

May 3, the Purge worked ill. His Stomach 
hot, fired; he vomited much ſour Bile that 
flayed his Throat, and ſet his Teeth on Edge. A 
Clyſter, May 4, brought down much Matter 
liquid, ſharp, and ſcalding hot. His Excre- 
ments were at. firſt exceſſively fœtid. After the 
Evacuation they were little offenſive, and then 


his Head and Limbs became eaſier ; the morbid - 


Matter being thrown off the Habit of the Body 


into the Stomach and Guts, and thence off by 


Excrement. May 5, 1711, he vomited much 
Phlegm, and bitter Choler. He was offended 
greatly with Wind; and had a great Pain of 
the Stomach by Fits. A Clyſter helped all. 
The Clyſters are followed by a Sickneſs at the 
Stomach. They bring away Froth and Fœces 
very ſour. During the Operation and Evacu- 


ation of that Froth, his Hands twitch, and 


work; and are weak for the Time.

Wo Summer, 1 711, Tthink in June, he was in 


the Country a Month; his Heart-burning, 
Drought, Frothing, and Heat of the Stomach 


ceaſed, but his Hands became exceſſively hot; 


all changed on his Return. 

He frequently voided Urine that had in it a 
Mucus or ropy Phlegm. Fuly 1 3, two Quarts 
of green Choler, hot and excoriating, thrown 
out by one Purge. Carried off what Heart- 
burned him vaſtly; but brought on ſharp 
Pains and Soreneſs on the Right Hip, Thigh, 


Leg, and Foot. His Pulſe quickned upon 


this. 
July 20, 1711, he took a ſtrong Purge, with 


a Clyſter in the Morning; which yet began not 


to work till five in the Afternoon, when it 
purged him very much; working all the Night. 
From the Time it firſt began to work, he felt 


an Heart- burning, a vaſt Heat in his Stomach, x 


and a Steaming up his Throat. - Preſently after 
he felt a very ſevere gnawing Pain in the Right 
Shoulder, which moved, by Fits, to the other 
Shoulder, to the Middle of the Back, and to 
the Small of the Back. The Purgation going 


on, and the Wind being carried down, in 
unuſual great Quantity, the Pains leſſened, and - 


in Proportion as this hot Matter came away, 


the Heat of his Stomach and Throat leſſened; 
and finally ceaſed. Tho* the Purge was very 
furious, tho he was ſick and griped firſt in the 
Stomach, and then. in his Guts, his Pulſe was 


as well as ever; and the next Morning he was 


much eaſier, more ſerene, - and chearful than of 


ſome 
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ſome Time. His Nerves were alſo much 
eaſied. He limps leſs of his Right Leg than 
before the Purge. He is freer, eaſier, and 
better than he has been of two Months. He 
has had, at ſome Times, a Senſation of Wind 


and Steams paſling forth of his Guts into his 
Blood ; and finally ſettling at his Limbs, 


chiefly on the Right Side, which has been moſt 


affected with the Palſy. He has ſometimes a 
Fluſhing and a Senſe of Heat upon the Acceſs 
of this into the Blood ; and likewiſe a Shivering, 
At other Times he feels a Chillneſs in his 


Blood; and thinks a cold Steam is then flung 


into the Blood. He is apt to belch up Wind 
from his Stomach, which is generally hot; but 
ſometimes very ſenſibly cold, and like a Blaſt of 
cold Wind. His Blood and the Habit of his 
Body are ever relieved, eaſed, and benefited upon 
Wind paſſing freely down through his Guts. 


He feels in his Foot, Leg, and Hand, eſpecially 
the Hand, on the Right Side, a burning in ſeverat- 
Places, as if an hot Liquor was diffuſed through 


a particular Muſcle there. His Heats are now 
much leſs after this Purgation and Deſcent of 
Wind ; and the Veins of his Hands and Arms, 
-that were before much- ſwelled and tumid, went 
quite down and became ne flat. In a 
Word, ſince this vaſt Diſcharge by Purging, 
he has made an incredibly great Advance towards 
Health. His Strength is increaſed; and his 
Limbs much more agil, flexil, and lightſome. 
The Oppreſſion of his Breaſt grows eaſier; and 
the Cauſe deſcends lower and lower. The 
Weight, Sinking, and Faintneſs at his Stomach, 
formerly intolerable, and almoſt inceſſant, is 
now near quite gone. His Limbs are come to 


a more equal Temper; his Hands and Feet

being not ſo hot, or his Arms and Thighs ſo 
cold as formerly. Having taken Calomel 5js. 
in the three laſt Doſes of his Purge, and the 
ſecond not paſſing down freely, he vomited 


twice, The next Day his Mouth began to be 


fore, his Gums to ſwell, and a Salivation came 


on.

Auguſt 6, 1711, vomited with Ipecacuanha | 


and raifed much Phlegm ; with Choler, bitter, 
ſour, hot. Auguſt 11, 1711, [which was the 
Day next after the firſt Quarter of the Moon] 


he had a convulſive Fit; and another September 


16, 1711, which was the Day after the Full 
Moon. This Day he had taken a Purge and 

Clyfter ; which worked well, and freely, to 

ten Stools; with much Wind. Before the 
7 8 Fit he was coſtive. Auguſt 20, 1711, 

e complained of a burning of his Arms; and 
yet his Feet were very cold. Auguſt 22, 1711, 
the Fleſh of his Legs was become firm and 
plump. The Ichor of three Bliſters applied, 
taſted very ſharp and falt; as it run down it 
fretted and eroded the Skin over which it paſſed, 
The Blifters made great Diſcharges ; and the 
Fears, Anxieties, and Apprehenſions of a Fit 
thereupon vaniſhed.

came to himſelf; and then he was extremely 
weak and low. He loſt the Uſe of his Tongue ; 
and of his whole Right Side; which was become 
ſwelled and puffy. After a Clyſter there came 
away clodded Blood, and Stools exceſſive ſtenchy. 
Like Blood and Stools followed the Clyſter, 
given, at two Days diſtance, twice or thrice 
afterwards. April 16, 1713, he has lain ſpeech- 
leſs now above three Months, and has loſt the 
Uſe of his Right Side; which is more plump 
and bloated than the Left; but the Pulſe is much 
alike in each. He has had ſeveral Fits in which he 
frothed at Mouth, the Froth being ſometimes 
bloody, the Blood generally florid, but ſometimes 
a little clodded. His Pulſe is not bad. His Senſe 
and Perception of T hings is moderately good. 

He had frequent Fits, to the laſt; and Con- 
vulſions of his Limbs, even of the dead Side, 
the Arm and Leg being frequently drawn up, 
for about ten Days before his Death, which 
was June 3, 171 3. Immediately before his 
Death, his Head was drawn aſide, his Teeth ſet, 
and he yawned very much,

Jon mer 
Upon taking cold, as ſhe apprehends, ſhe was - = 
invaded with what ſhe calls an Ague in the Head, b- 
January 27, 1711, ſo that when I came, Janu- 
ary28, ſhe had had ſeven Fits. I came in the 
Evening, at Six o'Clock, at the going off of the 
laſt; and found her - Pulſe, which is generally 
quick and high, very ſenſibly higher than uſual. 
The Symptoms have been much alike in 
each Fit. They are, 1. A Pain, Heat, and .

But a little above it ſhe feels the Pain and Heat

Middle of the Forehead. 2. The Left Eye for 
the Time is inflamed : the Veins turgid and red; 
and there flows from the Eye a Rheum, ſharp 
and hot, continually for the Time. When the 
Fit is over, the Rheum not only ceaſes, but the 
Redneſs, Inflammation, and Fullneſs of the 
Veins, go off. 3. The Left Noſtril refunds a clear 
and cold Rheum, drop by drop, in conſiderable 
Quantity, for the whole Time of the Fit. 4. If 
ſhe walk, or ſtir, during the Fit, ſhe perceives 
a ſlight Dizzineſs in her Head. 5. Upon eat- 
ing at Dinner, the Pain and other Symptoms 
remit for a while. The Fit is uſually preceded 
by a general Chillneſs, laſting about half an 
Hour. She has no diſtin& Senſe of any unuſual 
Heat, following that Chillneſs, in any other Part 
than the Head and Eye. She feels a throbbing

She hath been for ſome Years, as was inti-

What that Matter was, that cauſed the Thirſt, 
Heat, and Pain of the Stomach, was made plain 
by a Purge, in which, amongſt other Ingredients, 
there was one Grain of Elaterium.

brought up a conſiderable Quantity of foul 
Phlegm; yellow, ſwectiſh Choler ; and, finally, 
a thin green Choler, very hot, corroſive, and 
almoſt as ſharp as Aqua- fortis. Her Stools 
were ſcalding hot, ſharp, and excoriating. . 
There can be no Doubt but that theſe Prin- 
ciples, while in the Stomach, were the Cauſe of 
the Thirſt, Heat, and Pain there; when in the 
Blood, of the Fever: when flung, probably by 
a Tenſion of the Stomach, upon the Veſlels of 
the Head, they became the Cauſe of the Pain 
there; when flung upon the Eye, of the Oph- 
thalmia, and Rheum there: when, finally, the 


Urine became turbid, and ſhewed Signs of the 
morbid Matter being flung forth by the Kidneys, 


the Fit went off, and the Symptoms ceaſed. 

I preſcribed a Dram of the Jeſuits Bark, to 
be taken every fourth or fifth Hour. This 
purged her pretty freely for the firſt three Days, 
and brought down much ſharp hot Matter, 
By continuing the Uſe of it the Fits ceaſed, 
and the Affection of her Head and Eyes were 


wholly relieved” in five Days. During this 
Time of the Uſe of the Bark, ſhe was more free 
from her uſual Heats and Thirſt, than ſhe had 


been of a long Time before.

HE has been all her Life ſubject to th 

Cholic, with Gripes in her Stomach, and 
Pain of her Back ; which went off in Looſe- 
neſs, when ſhe was young. In the Intervals, 
ſhe was free to Stool. But for ten Years paſt 
ſhe hath not had the Benefit of ſuch a Looſeneſs. 
Indeed ſhe has been generally coſtive, being two 
or three Days, and ſometimes ſeven or eight, 
without any Stool at all. Since which her 
Cholic has been more violent; and ſhe has alſo 


had flying Rheumatic Pains, chiefly in her 


Thighs and Legs. The Pain of her Back 
increaſed, and was attended alſo with a Weak- 
neſs; and ſhe had a Pain and Weakneſs in her 
Knees.

a Doſe to be taken over Night; and another the 
following Morning, with a Clyſter after it. 
She had uſually ſix or ſeven Stools daily. Upon 
this the Symptoms of the Head and Breaſt 
leſſened conſiderably. The Fever was wholly 
off during the Time of the Purgation; but 
returned afterwards, tho' not near to the Height 
that it was before ſhe entered on this Method. 


Thus ſhe perſiſted for five Days ; without any

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| ſeveral ſtrong Purges, in the Summer I713, 


this Oppreſſion yielded. But it returned in the 
Spring 1714; gradually increaſing till the Fit 


I am going to mention came on. 


Fuly 9, 1714, he was ſuddenly invaded by a 
Vertigo and Failure of his Eyes, both to a great 
Degree. At the ſame Time his Fingers, on 
both Hands, became numb for the whole Length, 
but chiefly at the Ends. Sixteen Ounces of 
Blood were taken away. It was ſomewhat too 
thick, and a little blackiſh, with a Skin of redat 
the Top. The next Day he took a Vomit, 
which brought up ſome Phlegm with very much 
Choler, of a deep reddiſh yellow, and very bitter. 
In Concluſion he vomited at three or four Strains 
near a Pint of Gall, of the Taſte, Colour, and 
Conſiſtence of that in the Cyſtis fellea. Before 


the Gall came up, he had ever a Cholic in his 


Stomach, as he called it; or a violent aking, 
Cramp-like Pain. 3s 
After the firſt Vomit, he took ſeveral ſtrong 
Purges ; with fœtid and volatile Medicines in 
the Intervals. He was alſo blooded a ſecond 
Time. In fine, the ſame Vomit was repeated 
Fuly 27, 1714, which worked freely and well. 
From his taking the firſt Purge his Head 


became eaſy; and continued ſo ever after. The

She 
ever was very ſubject to a Looſeneſs, but the 
Diſcharges were little.

Muſick never fails to bring on an aching Pain 
of her Back, Vapours, and Melancholy. 

In Joy ſhe perceives a gentle Warmth at the 
Pit of her Stomach, with a gentle warm Agita- 
tion through the Blood of her whole Body.

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In Grief, her Stomach and Breaſt are oppreſ⸗ Grief, 
ſed ; ſhe has a Stoppage of her Stomach; and a 
Shivering or Agitation of the Blood of the 
whole Body, exactly like that in Joy, only in 
this Caſe it is attended with a Senſe of Chillneſs; 5 
ſhe has commonly, if the Grief be great, a cold 
clammy Sweat, eſpecially on her Forehead; and 
her Face is wan for the Time. If ſhe weeps 
much, ſne uſually becomes ſomewhat warmer, 
eaſier, and better. She has a Riſing and Choak- 
ing in her Throat; a mighty huffing up of her 
Stomach; and her Neck becomes ſo full as 
frequently to burſt and break her Necklace. She 
has a Palpitation of her Heart, much greater 
than in Joy; and beſides a Pulſation at the Pit 
of her Stomach, the Part oppoſite in her Back, 
and the Top of her Head. She has Twitchings 
and Workings in her Legs; and ſometimes in 
her Thighs. She is exceſlive faint, feeble, and 
diſpirited. Sometimes a convulſive Fit enſues z 
in which theyobſerve ſhe beats her Stomach with 
her Hands very much, if not. hindered. Her 
Back achs very much; her Head is cloudy and 
dizzy ; her Neck ſtiff, The next Day ſhe is 
much ſhattered, feeble, and pale. She has no 
Appetite of ſome Time after; but is ſick at the 
Stomach, and recovers from ſuch a Shock not 
without great Difficulty. 

She has ſometimes an Oppreſſion of her Sto- Crit, _ 
mach, with a Sickneſs, Working, Wind, and 2 
Diſorder there. Immediately a Senſe of Grief ae 
and Melancholy ariſes thence to her Head, 
without any external or other Cauſe that ſhe is 
conſcious of. This teizes her frequently very

Since the Method uſed in and after the Small 
Pox, ſhe has had her Health better than ſhe 
remembers to have had in her whole Life, till 

the End of December, 1714, when ſhe began to be 
ſitk at her Stomach; ſhe had alſo a Pulſation of 
her Temples, Pain of her Head, chiefly at Top 
and towards her Forehead, with a great Diz- 
zineſs, and Pain of her Back, from the Loins 
upwards to the Bottom of her Shoulder- * 
= = where 
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where there was alſo a great Pulſation, and an 
aching Pain on the Left Side of the Thorax. 
If ſne happened to ſtoop forward, a violent 
aching Pain enſued in her Stomach. The 
Symptoms daily increaſed; the Sickneſs became 
alſo greater; and ſhe vomited up Phlegm, and 
much Choler, ſour, bitter, and yellow. She 
was more coſtive than uſual. 

January 10, a Jaundice began to ſhew itſelf, 
Her Urine was of a deep red Colour, near black, 
had a very great Sediment, and tinged a White 
Cloth very yellow. As the Skin became more 
and more yellow, the Symptoms abated ; the 


Pain of her Back and Head went gradually off, 


as did likewiſe the Pulſations, and the Dizzineſs 
and Sickneſs grew leſs and leſs. Her Jaundice 
1s of a deep Yellow, with a caſt of Black. 

For ſome time before the Jaundice came on, 

ſhe took Notice that the Catamenia leſſened ; 
and, after, came ſlower, e. gr. at the End of 
five or fix Weeks. They became alſo paler ; 
and finally, yon ; upon which the Jaundice 
enſued. 
I ordered Ol. 4 mygd. D. a purging Electuary 
to be taken daily; with a Clyſter every other 
Morning; and a Doſe of Ipecacuanha the 
ſecond Evening. All worked well, and ſuc- 
ceeded happily; and, in about a Week the 
Jaundice was gone; the Catamenia came on 
naturally; and ſhe was as lightſome, eaſy, and 
well as ever in her Life.

PON walking hard, and afterwards, be- 
ing tot, drinking much Small Beer, inan 


Hour or two ſhe became ſick at Stomach, and her 
Head pained. Thoſe Symptoms were followed 


by a Fever. At the End of twenty four Hours a 
Raſh came out, on her Arms, Face, and Neck. 

Auguſt, 1714. She has been, for two Years 
paſt, ſubject to a Pain in her Stomach ; and has 


vomited Choler in great Quantity, at ſome times 


exceſſively bitter, at others ſour, ever almoſt 
ſcalding hot. It is alſo very ſharp; and ſets 
her Teeth on Edge, and makes her Mouth ſore. 


Being ſent down by Purges, ſhe finds it as hot, 
ſharp, and excoriating that Way. She has 


never found any Relief but from Oils; and 
from the Evacuations and Diſcharges of it that 
have been made. But not having purſued theſe 
near ſo cloſe as was requiſite, ſhe is become ema- 
ciated and hectic. | 


Auguſt —, 1714, I was ſent for to her, and 


found a Raſh coming out, chiefly on her Neck, 
and about her Wriſts. She complained at the 
ſame Time of her old Stop, and Pain at the 
Pit of her Stomach; with much Wind, a 
Senſe of Harſhneſs, Sharpneſs, and Soreneſs 
there, and a-croſs her Breaſt. She felt a mighty 
Heat and Sourneſs in her Throat; with a great 
Dryneſs and Thirſt ; ſhe had likewiſe a Looſe- 
neſs; the Stools conſiſting chiefly of Phlegm 
and Choler. I directed Gaſcoin's Powder, a 
Julap, and the white Harts-horn Drink. Tho' 
the Julap was not ſtrong, the firſt Doſe fo 
much encreaſed the burning of her Stomach, 
that ſhe would not take any more. The Gaſcorn's

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Powder and Harts-horn encreaſed the Stop and 
Harſhneſs of her Stomach ; checked her Looſe- 
neſs, and likewiſe the Raſh; ſo that ſhe ſet theſe 
aſide; and took two Ounces of Oil, and a Clyſ- 
ter, which ſucceeded happily, brought down an 
incredible Quantity of Wind, and Choler ex- 
ceſſive ſharp and hot; upon which ſhe was 
much relieved, her Seach became eaſter, and 
the Raſh ſhewed itſelf now over. her whole 
Body. But in a few Hours it ſtruck in again 
upon which the Symptoms of the Stomach and 
Breaſt, the. Pain, Sharpneſs,, and Soreneſs be- 
came as great as ever. In the Courſe of this 
Cure there were ſeveral like Reci cations z 
when the Raſh was out, the Stomach was eaſy; 

but when the Raſh diſappeared, the Symptoms 
of the Stomach ever recurred. Dr. Sloane 
being called in, in Conſultation, propoſed a 
ſmall Doſe of the Jeſuits Bark in Decoction, with 

a little Sal Ab/inibii in it; which put her Sto- 
mach in ſo great Diſorder, that ſhe could not be 
quiet till ſhe had vomited it up, with much 
Phlegm ; upon which ſhe became eaſier, This g pub 6 
was 1n the Evening ; ; and, her Stomach became 
uneaſy again in the. Night; ſhe took a Doſe of 
ſtrong purging Pills that ſhe happened to have 
by her, which worked very much till the Morn- 
ing, and gave her great Relief. The Evening 

after the Catamenia came down in Courſe 
upon which ſhe became very . the Symp- 

toms of her Stomach ceaſed, and the Raſh came 
out more fluſh than ever. 

From the Time of her Tate Raſh, not having ; 
made due Evacuations, ſhe has had frequent 
Fits of Sickneſs at her Stomach, ſour Belchings, 
ang been much troubled with Wind. December 
13, 1714, ſhe had no Appetite, and her Sto- 
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mach was out of order; continuing fo till 
December 19, when ſhe had a mighty Heavineſs 
of her Head, and was, dozing and ſleepy. In 
the Evening ſhe had a Fit of Sickneſs in her 
Stomach ; which going off, ſhe immediately 
felt a conſiderable Pain, Pulſation, and Heat at 
the End of the Thumb of the Right Hand, 
with a ſlight Swelling as of a Whitloe coming. 
Upon fqueezing her Thumb pretty hard, the 
Symptoms yielded there; but there aroſe in- 
ſtantly a very raging Pain in her Arm, betwixt 
her Elbow and Wriſt. The Symptoms of her 
Thumb continued, December 24; only, during 
the Sickneſs of her Stomach, of which ſhe had 
ſeveral Fits, the Pein of her Thumb wholl 
ceaſed ;' but returned as ſoon as ever that Sickneſs 
went off. She took very much notice of this 
Reciprocation betwixt her Stomach and Thumb; 
the one being conſtantly relieved while the other 
was affected.

E was weakly while a Child; thin, pale, 

and lean, as he has continued ever ſince; 

but never had any Diſtemper of conſiderable 
Duration, except a Bleeding at the Noſe, which 
came on about his Eighth Year, and followed 
him till almoſt Twelve; and an Ague; the 
Type of which ſhifted, and varied, but he was 
not a Month together free, from the Ninth Year 
of his Age till paſt the Eleventh. At about 
Twelve he had the Small Pox. Thence he en- 
joyed a moderate Health till the Year 16945, 
when he had a Fever that at the Thirteenth or 
Fourteenth Day went off in a Tumour of his 
Left Ham, which finally apoſthemated. Before 
that Apoſthemation, he was light- headed; but 
was relie ved preſently upon the Diſcharge made 
from that Tumour. The next Year he betook 
himſelf to a Seafaring Life; in which he had 
ſeveral Fevers, but ſhorter and more favourable 
than that mentioned above. In this Courſe of 
Life he frequently drank more than was proper. 
In the End of September, 1713, he came Home 
indiſpoſed, and had a great Cold, and Cough, 
with which he ſpit pretty much; but had a 
Wheezing uſually in the Evening. Theſe 
Symptoms continued upon him for the greater 
Part of the Winter; and he had alſo an Head- ach, 
to which he had been before rarely obnoxious. 
January 28, 1713, he drank more Punch than 
uſual, viz. near two Quarts; after Which he 
became uneaſy; and January 28, in the Night, 
he was invaded with a ſevere Pleuriſy on the Right 
N * Side, 
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Side, with Pains in that Shoulder and Shoulder- 


blade; as alſo the upper Part of the Arm. It 


was attended with a great Thirſt and Fever, 
and a Difficulty of Breathing. His Head was 
dizzy and heavy. He has been ever pretty con- 
ſtant for Stool; but was then coſtive. I was 
not, I think, ſent for till February 2. He had 
taken Linſeed Oils, and Julaps ; but without 
Relief. He had been blooded twice, the Blood 
very ſizy, with a Caſt of Yellow. I found him 
very weak, lean, and wan; his Pulſe quick, 
but low; his Tongue white and furred; his 
Fever preſſing; his Urine turbid. I directed 
Oil of Sweet Almonds; and a Clyſter an Hour 
after; which ſucceeded well, and brought 
down much Wind; alſo a Lambitive and 
Apozem. The next Morning the Oil was re- 
peated; and ten Ounces of Blood taken forth 
of his Arm. This was as fizy, and more 
yellow than the former. His Face and Eyes 
became a little yellow. The pleuritic and 
aſthmatic Symptoms, and thoſe of the Head, 
ſenſibly abated. February 4, thole Symptoms 
{till declined ; but the Vellowneſs of his Face 
increaſed, and had a Caſt of Green. He com- 
plained of a Pain in the Small of the Back. 
February 5, this Pain increaſed ; as alſo the 
Yellowneſs. But the aſthmatic and pleuritic 


Symptoms decreaſed. This Day more Blood 


was taken away. It was as ſizy as before, and 
the Yellow deeper, with a Caſt of Green. T have 
elſewhere ſhewn, that the pleuritic and aſthmatic 
Symptoms are owing to Phlegm and Choler 
in the Stomach, with Wind diſtending that 
Organ, and throwing Blood to the Parts above. 
As theſe were-transferred into the Blood, the 
Symptoms decreaſed in the Stomach ; and Signs 
$i af 
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ſhewed themſelves in the Colour of his Face, 
and of the Blood taken forth. This emptying 
of the Veins makes way for that Removal and 
Tranſlation of the Contents of the Stomach 
thither. When a Part is in imminent Danger, it 


muſt be relieved; and it is better that the 


peccant Matter be charged upon the Whole, when 
it is capable to bear it, then that an eſſential 
Part periſh; for this muſt be neceſſarily fol- 
lowed by the Ruin of the Whole.

No one can furely rightly, attend to the ſeve⸗ 


ral Symptoms and Accidents of this Caſe, with- 


out diſcerning clearly, how hard the Body was be- 
ſet, in how great Danger the Powers and Organs 


were, and how near to Deſtruction the Whole, 
from that, Over charge of putrid corroſive 


Matter; and how. certainly Death muſt have 


e. had not the Matter been mow” and 


1 boldly 
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boldly brought up by Vomit, and raiſed by 
Spitting. But yet thoſe that have not the Un- 
derſtanding to diſcover this, or the Honeſty 
and Courage to Attempt the throwing it off, 
have the Reputation of the moſt ſafe Phyſicians; 


tho? in reality the Patient ſink in their Hands, 


for want of either Skill or Courage to raiſe and 
reſcue him; while thoſe Phyſicians, who exert 
themſelves with due Underſtanding and Fidelity, 
do it wholly at the Peril of their own Repu- 
tation; and tho* they acquit themſelves with 


the utmoſt Dexterity, and what they do is 


followed by greater Succeſs than could eyer be 
reaſonably hoped for, they meet with Cenſure 
and Diſlike. People ſeeing the Sick, in theſe 
great Caſes, feeble, and in much Diſtreſs, and 
having a Prepoſſeſſion that Purges and Vomits 
are rough and dangerous Adminiſtrations, and 
indeed that they weaken the Body, are averſe, 
and much prejudiced againſt the Uſe of them; ſo 


that in theſe Caſes a Phyſician lies under the 


utmoſt Difficulty and Diſadvantage. Tt is 
ſurely ſufficient to have a Diſtemper, of the 
Moment and Danger that theſe ever are, to 
ſtruggle with; and very hard to have his 
Method to juſtify all the while; his Reputation 
to defend ; and the Prejudices of all who are 


Lookers on to encounter with. Tho? I met with 


all the good Manners and Reſpect, that was 
poſſible, in this Family, and whatever I directed 
was readily purſued, yet there was great Ap- 
pearance of Fear and Apprehenſion, and fre- 
quent Intimations of the Weakneſs of the Pa- 
tient. Indeed People are but too apt to over- 
look the Weakneſs and Symptoms brought on 
by the Diſtemper; and entertain Suſpicions of 
the Methods and Medicines, efpecially VO 
l they 
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they appear harſh and troubleſome, As to Mr. 
Thoriſby himſelf, he was very eaſy, firm, ſteddy, 
well fatisfied, and punctual to what was directed. 


Indeed he formed a very good and right Judg- 


ment of every thing.

HAVE been thin and lean all my Life. 
1 have been apt to be coſtive, and could 


never find any Remedy for it. When I have 
been free to Stool, I have ever been well and 


eaſy. 


Weakneſs of my Stomach and Indi- 


geſtion are the Foundation of all my Ails. I 
eat moderately, and generally with an Appetite ; 
but my Stomach has been ever much ſubject to 


Flatulencies and to Phlegm. I ſpit very much, 
but never have any Cough. My Spirit, Courage, 


and Reſolution are all incredibly great, but I have 
ſometimes an Oppreſſion in my Stomach, with 
a Sinking and Faintneſs ſo great I can hardly 
expreſs it. I have taken Vomits frequently of 
Ipecacuanha, which work as well with me as the 
Wind in my Stomach will permit. What I 
bring up is Phlegm, much like that which 1 
ſpit; and, towards the latter End, a thin bitter 
Choler, that does not appear in the Liquor I 


drink, or diſcolour it in the leaſt. I have ſome- 


times a Sickneſs in my Stomach, attended with 
Faintneſs and Pain in my Head ; and have had 
ſome few Fits of Vomiting; in one of which I 
brought up a great deal of choleric Matter, very 
bitter and green. This was inthe Beginning of 
March laſt. In April I had frequent Gripings 
in my Guts, with Stools, very little, and chiefly. 
mucous and phlegmy. I had had a while before 


a Diz- 
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a Dizzineſs in my Head, with flight Twitchings 


and Workings in my Legs and Feet; alſo a 


Tenderneſs or Soreneſs of my Breaſt, Sides, and 


whole Region of the Thorax. In September, 
for three or four Times, awaking in the Morn- 
ing, I perceived ſome of my Fingers a little 
numbed ; but it went immediately off, and I have 
felt nothing of that ſince. About that Time! 
was very weak, and my Strength much dimi- 
niſhed ; but now I have pretty well recovered 
it. The Dizzineſs of my Head, Twitchings of 
my Legs, and Soreneſs of my Breaſt and Sides, 
attended me, more or leſs, during the whole Sum- 
mer; nor are they yet gone off, tho ſomething 
abated. I was like to have forgot to have ac- 
quainted you, thar I have had flight flying Pains 


- in my Arms, but, never to laft or be trouble- 


ſome. I fear my Eyes receive ſome little 
Injury; and they are attended with a flight 
Rheum. I am the moſt concerned at the Ver- 
tigo, being apprehenſive it ſhould terminate in 
a Paralyſis. The Vertigo is attended wich a 
Laſſitude and Faintneſs. It has not been other- 
wiſe conſiderable or very laſting: But it is 
very frequent, and is apteſt to ſeize me upon my 
inclining my Head towards my Left Shoulder ; 
or lying on that Side. If 1 can diſcharge 2 
little Wind off my Stomach, the Vertigo ceaſes 
immediately. Indeed it is generally very flight, 
and no other than what we call a Dizzineſs; 
only two Fits I have had that have been more 
pertinacious : But even theſe did nor diminiſh 
either my Memory or Preſence of Mind. The 
longeſt of theſe did nor laſt much above half an 
Hour; and had frequent Remiſſions too. The 
Cauſe of them is not ſo much boiſterous or 
ruffling as that it weakens and faints me. 3

Muy Senſes are all extremely quick and per- 
ceptive, and my whole Body very tender and 
dicks And yet it bears Labour and Study 
extremely well. But it is eaſily irritated and 
offended by Medicines; which creates me 
much difficulty in this Caſe, I can take them 
down eaſily enough, and have actually taken . 
very many; but they are apt to moleſt and 
offend me afterwards. Purges work not well 
with me. Chalybeate Medicines are very mo- 
lefting of me; and my Stomach will bear no 
Bitters but the Elixir Proprietatis. I have 
always found the Bath Waters, our Chalybeate 
Waters, and the German Spaw Waters, rather 
injurious than beneficial to me. Milk, both of 
Aſſes and Cows, diſagreee with me. I receive 
preſent Benefit by Vomits; but ſuſpect the fre- 
quent Repetition of them may be detrimental 

to my Stomach. Clyſters have done me ſome 
Service: And the Solution of ' Aſafcetida in 
Water has been of ſome Uſe to me. The Cor- 

tex Peruvianus I have ſometimes thought has 
been ſerviceable to me. The volatile Spirits 
avail me nothing. Wine, and all ſorts of ſtrong 
Drinks, are injurious to me. No Preparation of , 
Opium whatſoever will agree with me.

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When he awaked, There was Fullneſs; Ten- 
Ron, and Soreneſs of the Blood Veſſels of his 
Arms; as alſo of thoſe of his Neck; which - 
was ſtiff, with a Senſe of Soreneſs upon wreath- 
ing or turning of it. He had a ſlight Diz- 
zineſs, with a Senſe of Fullneſs and Weight, 
in his Head. His Breaſt was oppreſſed ; and 
he was chagrined and melancholy ; tiot from 
any Reflection, for no Man living had ever his 
Mind more diſengaged and free, but from the 
Operation of Principles and Cauſes within:

was awakened very early in the Morning by a Blood. 
Noiſe in his Ears, and a conſiderable working 
all over the Top of his Head, exciting a Senſe as 
if the Blood moving in the capillary Veſſels there, 
was rendered more craſs than uſual, by a new 
Acceſſion of Phlegm into it; or refed by an 
Acceſſion of Wind and Vapours from the Guts; 
or both. He had a Senſe of a Stop in the Guts, 
and of a Diſtenſion of them by Wind the Day 
before. Upon ſtirring this Morning, he broke 
Wind downwards in an unuſual Quantity, 
which brought on a ſudden Change in the 
Affection of his Head. It did the ſame too in 
his Left Hand, wherein he had a Senſe of a 
e Emotion in the Blood as in his Head.

ing, this Puke was raiſed ever by a Cough. 
AFitof Auguſt 24, 1707, he awaked in the Morn- 
Blood pe. ing much oppreſſed, and chagrined. His Head 
vented bya ſomewhat dizzy, with a Hiſſing in his Ears. 
Vemit. His Hands weak and pained; his Legs likewiſe. 
A Wheezing in his Throat; his Arms ſore; 
his Urine ſharp; and, in fine, all the Symptoms 
that are uſed to forerun his ſpitting of Blood; 
which increaſed hourly. Having the Tincture 
of a Drachm of Ipecacuanha in readineſs, he 
took it that Evening, with much ſmall Sack 
Whey. It worked plentifully, and all the 
Symptoms abated; nor did any ſpitting of 
Blood follow. He brought up much bitter 
Choler, in this Operation. Fn 
Bleeding at Auguſt 14, 1711, he had the Symptoms that 
the Me in- were wont uſually to precede his Spitting of 
3 Blood; and particularly wheezed for two or 
"three Minutes, as if Blood was riſing. Yet 
he ſpit no Blood; but there were Streaks of 
Blood in Quantity in what he blowed forth of

The next Morning there followed a Stool, 


looſe, huffing, fermenting, fretting, exceſſive 


ſharp and hot. This Day hardly any of the 
Symptoms were perceived remaining. What 
was thus brought away by Stool was apparently 
of a Nature that muſt render it injurious while 
within, either in the Stomach or Guts, and 
much more in the Blood Veſſels. Indeed thoſe 
three Phænomena, the Heat, Flatulency, and 
. Sharpneſs rightly conſidered, plainly enough 
ſhew this to have been the Cauſe of the Symp- 
toms, : | . 
Having made frequent Evacuations by 
Vomits, Purges, Clyſters, and Senna ſtewed 
with Prunes, conſtantly thoſe Mornings that no 
Purge was taken, for the four or five preceding 
Months, in O#ober 1714, he began to ride 
fifteen or twenty Miles; continuing it once or 
twice a Week, as his Buſineſs, and the Weather, 
permitted. He continued the Uſe of Prunes 
with Senna every Morning; and once a Week, 
or thereabouts, as there was Occaſion, a Clyſ- 
ter was given.

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paſt the Middle of January; and with ſo good 


Succeſs, that he found himſelf ſo ſtrong, well, 


eaſy, and free, in the Body and Mind, as ever 
in his whole Life. In particular, his Head was 
clear and ſerene; his Ears free from Hiſſing 
or Noiſe; his Eyes from Rheums and Inflam- 
mations ; his Appetite was moderately good; 
his Arms, Stomach, and the Hypochondres eaſy, 
which they rarely are when he is indiſpoſed; 
and he reſted well, For the greater Part of 
this Time, awaking in the Morning, Wind 
deſcended uſually without Smell, pretty freely; 
as alſo during the Time of Riſing and Dreſſing. 
Awhile after he had almoſt conſtantly a Stool, 
very free, flatulent, and of a duſky Colour, near 


black. After the Middle of January he began 


to obſerve that leſs Wind deſcended; that no 
Stool followed till near the Middle of the 
Day ; that it was not near ſo duſky and black 


as before; that the Hypochondres became 
ſomewhat uneaſy ; there was a ſlight Hiſſing in 


his Ears; and awaking in the Morning, in 
Caſe either Arm had been preſſed by lying upon 
it, the Fingers on that Side were a little numb. 
He concluded, upon the whole, that, the Stools 
being paler, the vitriolic Bile, that gave them 
the blackiſh Colour, continued above-in the Sto- 
mach, and neighbouring Guts; that the Flatu- 


lencics, that proceeded from it, attended it 
there; that they diſtended the Stomach, and 


affected the Hypochondres ; that thoſe Flatulen- 


cies likewiſe, being impeded in their Deſcent 


downwards, paſſed crofs-ways the Lacteals 
into the Blood, offended the capillary Veſ- 
ſels of the Fingers and Brain, and, aſſiſted by 
the Flatulencies diſtending the Stomach, brought 


en the Symptoms of thoſe Veel, I is lai 
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the Stomach and Guts, aſſiſted by the Pru 
and Senna, have not a Strength equal to . 
Power of the Bile, continually increaſing; but 
need Aſſiſtance, and more powerful Evacuants, 

to diſcharge what they themſelves have not 
Strength to fling continually off. 

Having upon him Symptoms exactly like 
thoſe of a Fit of an intermitting Fever, at the 
End of February 1691-2, and perceiving a 
Diſorder of his Stomach, he drank a Quart or 
three Pints of a Decoction of Carduus, pretty 
ſtrong. This rather encreaſed the Diſorder; 
but, tho' he endeavoured to force it, raiſed. 
little by Vomit. The Conſequence was, his 
Head became affected, and a continual Fever 
took Place; which, notwithſtanding the con- 
{tant Care of Dr. Barwick, in whoſe Houſe he 
was, and of Sir Thomas Millington, was not got 
off without great Difficulty and Danger, nor 
till near the End of a Month. 

At the End of February, 1714-13, he was 
invaded with a like Fit, very fierce, with a 
flight Chillneſs, and Shivering, an Horror, 
Rigor, Jactation, great Uneaſineſs and Diſ— 
order, He drank two or three Spoonfulls af 
Citron Water; and, preſently after, five or ſix 
Diſhes of very fine Green Tea, ſweetened with 
the fineſt Sugar. This was very agreeable to. . 
his Stamach; and fat very eaſily in it. But, 
knowing there was ſomething there that was 
wrong, he tried to raiſe it by a Feather; which 
ſucceeded: ſo that it came up inſtantly, very 
PRO eaſily, freely, and made a great Diſ- 

At the Moment his Stomach became 
air ; the Rigor, Jactation, and all the other 
Diſorders wholly ceaſed. Only the Fever re- 
9 3 which, proceeding from Matter ns. 
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from the Stomach into the Blood, before the 
Vomiting, could not ceaſe till that Matter was 
caſt forth by the Emunctories in a few Hours 
after; when his Water was very high and 
turbid. ; | | 

I make this Note, as a further Inſtance and 
Proof, 1ſt, That Fevers, and the ordinary 
concurrent Symptoms, take their Riſe from the 
Stomach ; and that proper Remedies are to be 
directed thither. 2. That Things that offend the 
Stomach hinder Vomiting z and that thoſe 
that are grateful, facilitate and promote it; 
when there is firſt a Diſpoſition within; ariſing 
either from injurious Matter, latent in the Sto- 
mach, or a vomitive Medicine given. In 
further Proof of this, I ſhall add, that I have 
tried Ale Poſſet-drink, Sage Tea, warm Water, 
and various other Liquors, with little or no 
Effect. They came up again themſelves ; but 


brought up little elſe with them. Conſidering 


how far Sweet Wines affect the Stomach, [| 
made tryal of Sack Whey, diluted with Water, 
which ſucceeded very happily, if fine and good; 
but if it chanced to be either burnt too, or the 
Water mixed with it not very clear and fine, 
or there happened any thing elſe ungrateful, 
the Operation never ſucceeded well or freely. 
So Vomiting uſually ſucceeds much more 
eaſily and happily after taking of the red Poppy 
or Surfeit Water; or indeed any like Water 
that is cordial and grateful to the Stomach. 


April 17, 1715, he has been for Weeks paſt 


apt to be coſtive; and had an offenſive Ammoniac | 


Flavour in his Mouth. His Mouth was likewiſe 
apt to be furred and very foul in a Morning, 
and his Tongue hard and dry. After ſome 
Evacuations, in hopes of qualifying what _ 
7 | + _-* thi 
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that Taſte, inſtead of Chocolate, he drank 
about a Pint and a half of Green Tea, with a 
Quarter of a Pint of Cream in it, every Morning, 
for near a Week. Tho' the Evacuations down- 
ward, by the Aſſiſtance of Prunes, and ſome- 
times Clyſters, ſeemed to be daily as great as 
ever, yet his Stools were pale, near white. He 
was willing to aſcribe that Colour to the 
Cream; but he obſerved that little or no Wind 
paſſed down; that his Stomach was inflated, 
the Thorax full, oppreſſed, painful, and uneaſy; 
and the Ammoniac Taſte and Foulneſs of his 
Mouth, as much as ever; ſo that he left off the 
Tea, and took a Purge, very much to his 
Relief. Afterwards Wind went down, and 
his Stools became blackiſh, as uſual. Things 
ſtyptick and aſtringent, where there is a too 
great- Quantity of bilioſe Salts, reſtrain them 
in the Stomach, and hinder their Deſcent, ever 
to the Detriment of the Patient. He conſtantly 
obſerves, that when he has, riſing in a Morning, 
a Stool, blackiſh, flatulent, fermenting, ſharp, 
and hot, he tranſacts that Day very happily. 
He had ſuch Stools daily for the greater Part 
of laſt Winter; during his good State of Health. 
Nothing ſo much breaks the Bile off the Sto- 
mach and diſlodges it as Oil. Taking 31j. of 
this in an Evening, in his greateſt Indiſpoſition, 
frequently produced ſuch a Stool the following 
Morning, as was ever to his Benefit. If he 
was ſick at Stomach after taking the Oil, he 
ſeldom failed of ſuch a Stool, 

In the Summer of 1713, he had frequent! 

an ill Taſte in his Mouth, ſalt, with a Smatch 
of Sour. Taking a Vomit, in the Evening, he 
brought up, with the Remains of his Dinner, 
ſomething exceſſively ſalt, ſharp, and be 
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With the two following Strains little came up; 
beſides the Sack Whey that he drank. Bur, 
vomiting nine Times, in the fix laſt the Sack 
Whey came up, ſtrongly impregnated with a 
faline Matter, chiefly Ammoniac, but with a 
Smatch of Aluminous. The Vomit, which 
was Infuſion of Ipecacuanha zj. and Tart. Emet, 
gr. iv. was repeated at four or tive Days diſtance, 
twelve or fourteen Times, with the very ſame 
Succeſs, ſaline Matter ariſing, in great Quantity, 
to the very laſt. Purges were frequently inter- 
poſed, and Clyſters; in fine, the ill Flavour in 
his Mouth wholly ceaſing, he deſiſted. In the 
Summer of 1714, the ſame Flavour returned, 
but not ſo ſtrong; and it yielded ſooner to the 
Evacuations. The Vomit brought up Matter 
of the ſame Conſtitution with that of the former 
Year. The Taſte he had in his Mouth was 
ever of the ſame Kind with that of the 
Matter raiſed with the firft Strains of the 
Vomit. His Mouth was uſually furred, and 
foul, in a Morning, during the Time of this ill 


Flavour. He formerly had a bitter Taſte in 


his Mouth; and, awaking in the Morning, his 
Mouth was hot, and his Tongue dry. Uling 
Vomits, he brought up much Choler, very 
bitter, with ſome Admixture of an hot Am- 
moniat Salt. People that have the Jaundice, 
and- others, whoſe Stomachs are overcharged 
with Bile, have frequently a bitter Taſte in their 
Mouth. They are uſually coftive, for the 
Time; and what Stools they have, pale, the 
and detained above; or 
fent into the Blood ; by which Means the Urine 
becomes charged with it, and is rendered very 
foul for the Time. In Mr. Wilſan, the Bitter and 
Salts muſt proceed from the Fleſh, . 
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ind other Diet he uſed, for he had wholly ab- 


ſtained from Salt, and rarely uſed any, either 
Vinegar, or other Acids, of ſix or ſeven Years 
before. The Reaſon why Salts and Bitters 
abound in this Conſtitution is, that the Bowels 
retain them, and do not caſt them down freely 
by Stool. From theſe, and other Obſervations, 
it is apparent to what Cauſes the Symptoms of 
the Mouth and Tongue are owing in Fevers. 
In Mr. Wilſon the ill Flavour anſwered; in kind, 
to that of the Matter he vomited up; and for 
Proportion, it was commenſurate to the Quan- 
tity of that in the Stomach. The worſe Taſte 
he had in his Mouth, the more he ever raiſed, 
if the Vomit ſucceeded rightly. The Dryneſs 
and Hardneſs of the Tongue proceeded from a 
Bitter and! an ammoniac Salt; the Blackneſs, 
from a Vitriolic ; which Salt abounding, is of 
all others the moſt dangerous to the Frame. It 
is ever. attended with a great Heat; and acts 
the Part of an Oil of Vitriol. The fame Salts 
that cauſe the Heat and Dryneſs of the Mouth, 
Tongue, and CEſophagus, cauſe likewiſe ordi- 
narily a Thirft ; eſpecially where they are not 
embarraſſed by much Phlegm in the Stomach.

The ſame Salts diſpatched into the Blood cauſe ' 


there the Heat and Efferveſcence, Irritations of 
all the finer Parts, a Diſorder and Moleſtation 
of the whole Frame. When lodged near the 
Surface and Skin, they cauſe Inflammations, 


Spots, and the like. The ſame Obſervations - 


likewiſe. let us into a rational Method of Prac- 
tiſe; and ſhew particularly why Yomits, when 
rightly managed, have ſo happy Effects in the 


Beginning of Fevers; why Clyſters are, when 


properly directed, of ſo great Service; and 


what is che urmoſt that Abſorbents, and the 
155 N alterant 
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alterant Medicines, can do. It will be hard for 


Phyſicians to ſucceed rightly, or form any Judg- 
ment what Inſtruments to uſe, till they know 
what they have to do, and what Materials they 


are to work upon. 


Having, by proper Evacuations, and re- 
moving the Obſtacles, been brought to a ſoluble 
Diſpoſition, and Freedom of Body daily, and 
by that Means removed the Ails he laboured 


under, in the Beginning of the Spring 1714-15, 


he paſt the latter Part of it, and the following 
Summer Months, with as much Health and 
Vigour as ever in his Life. But towards the 
Middle of Auguſt his hypochondriac Affections 
began to diſcover themſelves. Auguſt 18, 1715, 
he was uneaſy, diſcompoſed, his Head was dizzy. 
He had not his Morning Stools,. as before, 
regularly, for a Fortnight or three Weeks. 
His Appetite was capricious ; his Stomach eaſily 
offended ; he had a Senſe of Harſhneſs about 
the upper Orifice of it; a. Fullneſs of the 
Hypochondres; Eructations of: Wind; and an 
Uneaſineſs of the whole Thorax, Sides, Breaſt, 
and Back, as alſo of the Shoulders and upper 
Part of the Arms, eſpecially on moving, ſcrew- 
ing, or diſtorting of his Body; a Faintneſs and 


Oppreſſion; an aching Pain on the Middle of 
the Sternum. His Limbs downward were to- 


krably well; and he walked with pretty -good 
Strength, tho' not ſo much as a Month before. 
After Supper this Night, he took Pil. de Duobus 
2. Colomel gr. v. Olei Nucis Moſch.-gtt. ij. in 
three Pills. After four or five Hours theſe 
ronſed him, with a very large looſe free Stool; 
upon which the Pain of the Sternum wholly 
went off; the Hypochondres became eaſier, 
the Symptoms of the Thorax leſſened, and 
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ſunk gradually lower and lower, as the Ope- 
rations ſucceeded; for he had two or three . 


Stools afterwards, conſiſting chiefly of Phlegm, 
and a ſharp yellow Choler. He had a better 
Night after this than uſual; and was eaſier the 
next Day, than he had been of ſome Time. 
Not but that there were hypochondriac Symp- 
toms remaining; with, ſome Uneaſineſs of 
his Sides, Breaſt, and Back; and this continually 
increaſing, tho* lowly; and not near to the 
Degree they were at before the Purge. It is 
plain the Principle, that cauſes theſe Symptoms, 
the Bile, is in the Stomach... It inſtantly obeys 
the eyacuant Medicines, when they ſucceed 
rightly; and the Symptoms yield to them. 
But, reſiding in the Stomach, ſome of it con- 
tinually paſſes, with the Aliment, into the Blood, 
and is caſt upon the Habit of the Body; whence 
it returns back again, by Way of the Epigaſtric 
Veſſels and Glandules, into the Stomach, as 
Room and Reception is there made for it, b 
Means of the Evacuations. As there are al. 
Quantities of vitious Matter thus frequently 
flung upon the Habit, beſides what is reſident 
in the Stomach and Guts, it is not ſtrange that 
in ſome. Habits it is, requiſite that the Eva- 
cuations be often repeated. This makes ſome, 
who are not conſcious of theſe Returns and 
Diſcharges from the Blood, fancy, very abſurdly, 
that the Matter grows again continually. For 
they find themſelves eaſier upon Purging; but 
after a while, as the vitious Matter is flung into 
the Stomach, through the Glandules, the 
Symptoms recur; upon which they who. are 
not conſcious. of this .Proceſs of Nature, and 
obſerve theſe continual Returns, are apt to be 
Uneaſy and deſpait of Cure. And indeed in

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ſome Habits the vitious Matter is ſo very much; 
the Time requiſite for clearing of it ſo long, 
and the Adminiſtrations ſo numerous, that the 


Patients cannot but be thoroughly exerciſed, 


But the Conſequences, the Re-eſtabliſhment of 
Health, will be a Reward of their Labour and 
Patience; I mean in Caſe that be practical, 
and the Habit not too far vitiated, the Veſſels 
and Organs relaxed and hurt, and the Conſti- 
tution thereby rendered irreparable. But even 
in this Caſe the Benefit will be commenſurate 
to the Evacuations, if they be made with due 
Diſcretion and Caution. But, m Caſes the 
greateſt and moſt dangerous, if a rational and 
natural Method be uſed, and the Body be effec- 
tually cleared, the preſent Malady is relieved, 
and beſides the Habit freed, the whole ¶ o- 
nomy ſet to Rights, and perhaps a vaſtly better 


State of Health ſettled, than was ever enjoyed 


before the Time of that Malady. Of which I 
have had many illuſtrious Inftances in the Cure 
of very various Diſeaſes, through the whole 


. . Courſe of my Practiſe; ſome indeed fo extra- 


ordinary, that the Patients have averted, they 
would moſt willingly have defired thoſe later 
Diſeaſes, and undergone the Method of Cure, 
for the Change they felt in their Conſtitution, 
Cheerfulneſs, Strength, Parts, Senſe, Sc. 
Upon the whole it is evident, that one great 


| way of depurating and freeing the Blood, is 


thus through the Stomach, upon theſe Evacu- 
ations.

September 3, 1713, having drunk, over Night, 


ſome ſtrong Ale, to which he was not accuſ- 


tomed, he awaked next Morning with a very 
great Head-ach. Sitting up in Bed, after a 
bile he began to be extreme fiele at Sto. 
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mach, reached much; but perceived his Sto- 


mach ſo greatly diſtended with Wind, that he 
brought up little beſides ſome Phlegm, which 


had a very ſalt Taſte. During his Reachings, 


every Strain much increaſed the Pain of his 


Head for the Time; ſome Fluid ſeeming to be 


ſent up, and forced upon the Brain by Fay 
Strain; but decreaſing immediately after it. 


One thing was very remarkable during this 


Sickneſs, that a Cup of very fine fragrant Citron 
Water, being brought near him, at the Inſtant 
that he ſmelt it, he perceived a new Diſorder 


in his Stomach, ſo great, that he was forced to 


have it removed. This is a Proof that Odours 
affect the Stomach ; and by that Means excite 
the Diſorders they are wont, in People of theſe 
fine and ſenſible Conſtitutions. Th 

Orober 29, 1715, having been more than 
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uſually expoſed to Cold this Day, he found 


himſelf ſomewhat heavy . and indiſpoſed the 
next; and October 31, there were ſome Symp- 
toms of an Ophthalmia. In the Evening he 
was extreme heavy, and diſpoſed to Sleep. 


Next Morning he was alſo very drowſy; and 


the Ophthalmia was increaſed. It continued to 
increaſe, for above a Day longer, till it became, 
finally, very high ; the Inflammation, Soreneſs, 


and Pain of the Eyes very great. Beſides the 


ſoporoſe Affection that preceded it, as the 


Ophthalmia came on he perceived a Heavineſs, 


yd a Senſe of Emotion and Boiling, as of ſome 


Forehead, and all over the Top of his Head. 
So that he apprehended, beſides the unuſual 


luid, with Uneaſineſs and Diſorder, in his 


Emotion and Charge of Blood there, the

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Indeed he was conſcious 
of a great Conſenſus between the Eyes, and 
upper Part of the Brain, on this, and other 
former like Occaſions; and there is no Doubt 
but there is a great Ralation and Correſpon- 
dence betwixt them. During the Time that 
the upper Part of his Head was moſt affected, 
his Memory and Thoughts were not ſo quick 
and free as at other Times. That will be the 
leſs ſtrange, when it is conſidered that this Part 
of the Brain is the Seat of both; and that the 
Blood, the grand Agent in theſe Affairs, here, 
was in an unuſual Hurry, and in too great a 
Quantity. His Appetite was fruſtrated 70 or the 
Time; and his Stomach tight, hard, qualmiſh, 
and in full as great a Diſcompoſure as his Head. 
As this was relieved, by Devolution of the 
Fumes, and bilioſe Principles there, down- 
wards, the Symptoms of the Head and Eyes 
gave way. 

P. S. At the Time that his Head mg Eyes 
were moſt affected, he had a Weakneſs in the 
upper Part of his Arms, near the Shoulders; as 
alſo a Pain when he extended them to their 
Length. This Affection was manifeſtly ſeated 
in the Blood Veſſels. I have known ſome that 
have had it in one Arm, and it has retreated to 
the Blood Veſſels of the Neck of the fame Side. 
Theſe Affections of the Eyes, of the upper 
Part of the Head, and of the Arms, are all 
owing to the ſame common Cauſe, bilioſe Mat- 
ter and Indigeſtion ſent into the Blood; and 
the like Principles fermenting in the Stomach, 
diſtending of it, and bearing it on the deſcend- 
ing Trunk of the Aorta. 

After a Day or two he took < Vomit and 


| brought up a conſiderable * of a yellow 


bitter 


- 
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bitter Choler. What he ſpit during the 
Vomiting was very ſalt. It n in Gobbets, and 
ſeemed to come out of the Tonſils. About an 
Hour after all was over, he was ſeized with a 
very unuſual Cough; which laſted about two 
Hours; during which Time he brought up, 
with a Wheezing, of a whitiſh frothy Phlegm, 
not ſalt, about a Quarter of a. Pint. This 
doubtleſs: was a critical Separation; ſeemed to 
riſe deep out of his Breaſt; and to come up by 
the Aſpera Arteria. | 

In about twenty four Hours after this Vomit, 
the Pain and Weaknels of his Arms were 
. wholly gone. 

Chriſtmaſs, 1915. Mr. Wilſon has been, fora 
Fortnight, much teazed with Heat and Sharp- 
neſs of his Urine. Indeed it had, at Times, 
been ſomewhat troubleſome to him for about 
two Years before; but nothing near to the 
Degree that-it is at preſent, He obſerved like- 
wiſe for that Time, that his Water was not 
diſcharged with the Freedom it was wont; 
requiring Aſſiſtance from the Breath, and Con- 
ſtriction of the Muſcles of the Abdomen, to 
throw it forth. At this Time it required a yet 
greater Force ; and by exerting that, and haſt- 
ening the Paſſage of it through the Urethra, the 
Pain was ſhortened. His Bladder had no 
ſooner three or four Spoonfuls of Urine, but 
it became of a ſudden exceſſively irritating and 
| ſtimulating of the Bladder, the Neck of it, and 
the whole Urethra, to the very Extremity of it. 

The Membrane that lines the Bladder, or The Caufe 
the interior Membrane of it, is continued on —_ 1 
through the whole Length of the Urethra. So urethra 
that tho' neither the Urine, nor the acrid Ha- when the

dun of it, paſs into the Urethra, at the Time . . 
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that the Membrane, common to both, is 
affected in the Bladder, and ſtimulated ſo as to 


bring on a Contraction of it, the inner Mem- 


brane of the Urethra muſt, in courſe, be ſtrained, 
and conſequently as much pained, as the Part 


within the Blader. And this is the ordinary 


Cauſe of Stimulation, for Evacuation of Urine, 


when the Bladder is charged with it, where the 
Body is in Health, and all Things rightly-con- 


ſtituted there. But in theſe Affections, in the 


Strangury, and the like, the Membranes are 
fretted, eroded, and fore; and the Interſtices 
of the Fibres have frequently Salts lodged in 
them; ſo that a ſlight Contraction, or Strain of 
them, muſt. excite much Pain. Mr. Wilſon, 
after ſome Time, the Affection increaſing, had 
very ſenſible Stimulations and Prickings in the 
Intervals of his making Water, for the whole 
Length of the Urethra, ſeeming to be made by 
Salts left by the Urine, and lodged there. 
Upon fitting down he had alſo a Senſe of Ten- 
derneſs in the Part; and eſpecially on the 
Motion of a Coach. The Urine, when made, 
had a very rank, halituous, ſaline Smell; and a 
Taſte ſalt and bitter, much beyond what is 
common. It was alſo high coloured; and fre- 
quently broke, becoming very turbid and foul. 
He was plainly ſenſible, that the Pain was wholly 
owing to the Salts, being in greater Number 
than uſual, diſſolving and carrying off the 
Mucus of the Bladder and Urethra; and after- 
wards fretting and eroding the Membranes. 
When the Affection was higheſt, he obſerved a 
Pain in the Region of his Left Kidney; and he 
has been ſubject by Fits to a ſlight Pain there, 
but going ſuddenly off, for his whole Life. 
Paly once, which was n 1714 he "a 
| 9 
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of a fudden ſo ſharp a Pain there, as to give 


him juſt Cauſe to ſuſpe&t-there was a Stone, 
He was preſſed fo violently by the Pain, that 
he was forced to quit his Coach, in which he 
then happened to be. By Degrees the Pain 


ſeemed to deſcend by the Left Ureter; and in 


about a Quarter of an Hour, finding a Promp- 
titude to make Water, he voided: about three 
Spoonfuls of Urine, very high coloured, exceſ- 
ſively hot, ſharp, ſaline, and bitter, much 


beyond what he ever obſerved before. Upon 


this the Pain went wholly off; and he had little 


return of the Pain of the Kidney till this Time, 


when indeed it has been never but once very 
conſiderable. He has been wont to void Wind 


down very freely in a Morning, and if, after 
that, a Stool followed, fermenting and working 
like Yeaſt, he was afterwards very well, eaſy, 


and free. For a while before, and during the 
Time of this great Affection of the urinary . 


Parts, he diſcharged no Wind downwards at 
all; and he was beſides very coſtive. By that 
Means, Stops being made in the Guts, the bilioſe 


Balts were turned through the Lacteals into the 


Blood; and fo went off again, along with the 
Urine. He drank Apozems, Emulſions, and

Barley Water, ſweetened with Syrup of Marſh 


Mallows, without any ſenſible Relief. Nor 
indeed had he any, till he obtained it by Clyſ- 


ters, lenitive Medicines, and Purging. In 
Proportion as Wind began to deſcend, and his 
Body was brought to a more ſoluble State, his 


Urine became leſs ſharp, leſs moleſting, and in- 
Jurious to the Parts as it paſſed; which plainly 


points forth the true Cauſe of the Diſorder, the 


perverſe Courſe of the bilioſe Salts towards the 
3100d, occaſioned by the Stops in the Guts, 


2 Thoſe | 
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Thoſe Salts were more than uſually abounding 
in his Stomach z and how by them ſuch Stops 


are made, and a coſtive Habit brought on, I 
have ſhewn elſewhere. Dr. Barwick was much 


ſubject to theſe Affections; and uſed to help 


himſelf by a Drachm of Pulvis Hollandicus , 
which m—_ him kindly and pretty freely. 


-He uſed to obſerve, that his Stools, upon theſe 


Occaſions, were ſharp, hot, and excoriating ; 
as Mr. Wilſon likewiſe does; thoſe Salts, that 
are thus hot, ſharp, and excoriating, when 
paſſed into the Blood, and going off by Urine, 
not failing to produce the ſame Effects in the 
urinary Paſſages. 

He was daily in Pain, and weak in the Back 
and Haunches ; February —, 1715, after taking 
Prunes and Senna he had a Stool, and was per- 
fectly eaſy, ſtrong, and free from Pain. 

He has ordinarily thoſe e before a 
Stool; and is freed after. 

May 12 , 1716, in the Evening, in Shaving 
his Head, the Hair being grown pretty long, 
and the Lather pretty cool, he had a great Senſe 


of Chilineſs in his Head. Immediately he fell 


a Coughing very much, having a continual 


Senſe of Irritation and Tickling in the upper 
Orifice of the Stomach; and raiſed pretty much 
frothy Phlegm. He hath not coughed ſo much 
before of a Month, or longer. The Shaving 
was no ſooner over, and a warm Cap put. on, 
bur the Coughing abated. Thoſe, who have 2 
weak Digeſtion, have generally in readineſs a 
Matter, that, when excited, will, in Courſe, 
cauſe an Irritation and Coughing, Tho? that 
may create ſome Moleſtation, yet it contributes 
to the Diſcharge of a Matter that cannot be 


over friendly to the Body while in it. 


He

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He' is of a chill Conſtitution, apt to take 
Cold; and though the Weather be now hot, he 


ſeems to himſelf Cold, and his Body is cool to 


the Touch. Only the Palms of his Hands are 
very apt to be hot, and to glow, which is an 
Argument of much Bile, and of Heat within z 


and, if he ſtir and uſe Exerciſe to ſhake that 


Bile about, he becomes hot outwardly. Tune 


23, 1716, awaking about Five in the Morning, 
he was very reſtleſs and uneaſy; and could not 
{et into Sleep again. His Head was diſturbed z 
he had a great Hiſſing in his Ears; his 
Stomach was bloated and uneaſy ; his Tongue 
was very hot and dry ; his Mouth furred, and 
had a very ſtrong brackiſh ill Taſte in it. He 


was ſomewhat chill outwardly; but falling to 


Sleep again at Seven, he awaked betwixt Eight 


and Nine in a warm, gentle, glowing Sweat all 


over- Wind went down pretty freely ; his 
Head was become eaſy ; the Hiſſing of his Ears 
very little ; the Hardneſs and Dryneſs of his 
Tongue, the Fur and ill Taſte of his Mouth, 

were gone; and the Uneaſineſs, Hardneſs, and 
Tenſion of his Stomach ceaſed. It is evident, 
upon the whole, that during the Cloſure of the 
Pylorus in Sleep, there was vitious Bile in the 


Stomach, very turbulent, diſtending and in- 


juring of it, bearing it upon the Aorta, and, 
by that Means, affecting his Head and Ears, 
fuming up, and offending his Mouth and 
Tongue. During the Interval that he was 
awake, the Pylorus opening let forth the 


turbulent Bile, which diffuſing itſelf over the 


Habit, brought on the Warmth at the Surface 


of the Body, and the Sweat. 


The Urine, that he made in the Morning, 


| fler the Sweat, was turbid and foul; which 


likewiſe 
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likewiſe affords an Indication of the Charge of 
ſome diſorderly Matter from the Stomach upon 
the Blood. This may ſerve to give ſome Light 
to the Nature and Cauſe of Fevers. 

When his Head and his Stomach is moſt 
affected, his Stools are paleſt, tho* he has 
never ſo looſe and copious Diſcharges. So 
that the Bile ſometimes ſtays in the Stomach, 

and conſequently, Clyſters and Purges may be 


needed, even tho? there be great natural Diſ- 


charges. Theſe Evacuants are ever requiſite, 
when there are Symptoms of the Bile above, 
tho' there be a Diarrhea, Dylemtery, or any 
other Diſcharge down. | 

Juby 14, 17 116, having been upon the Water, 


a taken Cold, he obſerved his Stools next Day 


were clayey, and much paler than uſual ; and 
the Morning after, July 16, his Breaſt.and Sides 
were uneaſy; with a light Senſe of Soreneſs. 
Ariſing, Coughing, and raiſing ſome Phlegm 
from the Tonſils, he obſerved it was tinged 


with a little Blood; which it had not been of 


a long Time before. He aſcribed this to the 


Stop of the Bile in the Stomach, and in the 


per Guts. Taking a Clyſter, which ſucceeded 
well, and brought down much Wind, there 
fucceeded Faces more black and than 
uſual ; upon which the Symptoms above ceaſed,

hke Wine, which he is wont to drink, much 
clouded, intoxicated, and offended his Head. 


A Glaſs or two of Ale offended it much more ; 


not but his Stomach ſeemed to claim and want 
ſome ſtrong Liquor; tho' it was afterwards not 
vary wy with it. — afterwards taken a 

© Vomit 
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Yomit and a Purge, a much greater Quaniity 


of Wine or Ale gave neither his Head or Sto- 


mach the leaſt Offence. I have frequently 


obſerved the like in others; and this ſhews, that 


it is the Embarraſſment and Stop of ſtrong 


Liquors by the indigeſted Maſs, and Glut of 


the Stomach, that cauſes the Offence of the 
Head, Intoxication and Drunkennefs. When, 
in the laſt, as frequently it does, Vomiting 


happens, this ſhews plainly enough where the 


Wine or other ſtrong Liquor was contained. 
Auguſt 20, 1716, in the midſt of — 


being hungry and eating heartily, of a ſudden 


ſomething was told him that ſurprized him. At 


the Inſtant his Appetite wholly failed; his Sto- 
mach turned ; and there roſe up thence a hot ill 


Flavour into his Mouth; which. thereu 


became immediately parched and dry. I have 


known this Accident very commonly befal 
others; which affords a Proof how greatly the 
Paſſions affect the Stomach; || 

November 1, 1716, eating Beef, and ſwal- 
lowing a Piece of a Tendon, that was tough, 


hard, and not well chewed, it ſtopt in the 


Eſophagus a while. For the Time he: had: a 


Senſe of Harſhtieſs, and aching Pain, ſeeming 


to be in the Middle of- the Sternum; where he 


had ſometimes formerly had a like Pain, that 
was judged to be of ſome Danger, and a Token TOO 


of his Lungs being affected. 


November 6, having had flight iſchiadic Pains 
in each Hip, a Tinnitus Aurium, a Heavineſs | - 
at the Top of the Head, ſometimes a Shortnels 


of Breath, and a dull heavy Pain in the upper 


Part of the Breaſt, under the Clavicles, be 
took Pil. de Duob. 9/5. Calomel. gr. v. made into 
four — in the Middle of the Night. They 


worked 
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worked well in the Morning; and brought 
away very much ſharp Choler ; upon which al} 
the Symptoms wholly vaniſhed. He had before 
diſpoſed his Body for this Operation, by the 
Uſe of Oils. He had coughed, and ſpit much, 
the Morning immediately preceding, and two 
or three before; but did neither, in the leaſt, this 
Morning. > FO! E 

November 15, he had a Heat and Sharpneſs 
of his Urine; and it paſſed not forth without 
Force and great Difficulty. He was not coſ- 
tive at the Time; but his Stools were ſlimy and 
phlegmy; and, as Matter of that Conſtitution 
1s wont, paſſed not without Difficulty. He 
was ſenſible there was a Stop in his Guts all the 
while, cauſed probably by Phlegm there; and 
took lenitive unctuous Medicines, with Clyſters, 


for three or four Days, before that Stop yielded. 


But when at laſt the Stop gave Way, it was fol- 
lowed by choleric Matter, very ſharp, hot, and 
excoriating. He made Water two Hours after, 


without any conſiderable Difficulty or Pain. It 


is plain the Heat, Sharpneſs, and Difficulty of 
his Water proceeded from that choleric Matter 
being ſtopped and impeded in its Deſcent down 
through the Guts, turned croſs-ways through 


the Lacteals, and paſſing through the Urine. 


© December 8, 1716, having had his Head 
" ſhaved over Night, the Weather being ex- 
ceſſively cold, he had, in the Middle of that 
Night, a Fit of exceſſive Coughing; and was 
ſome Time before he could raiſe any thing at 
all. In the Morning after, he was maukiſh; 
and ſick at the Stomach. That Cough was 
a Symptom of his Stomach being affected, 
and was attended with a Reaching 
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_ Being generally pretty well, he had neg] ed 


Evacuations for ſeveral Months. Finding him- 
ſelf more than uſually chill in the Winter of 
1716; and having ever obſerved that that In- 


di poſition, and even Aguiſh Chillneſs and 
Shivering, proceeds from Glut and Stop in the 


Stomach, and is moſt effectually relieved by 
Vomits, he took one at the latter End of No- 
vember 1716; but it worked ill, and made little 
Diſcharge. About the Middle of December, 
he had a violent ſore Throat, attended with a 
Dryneſs of his Mouth, and extreme Hardneſs 
of his Tongue. The Affection was moſt 
urgent, and indeed attended with a Fever, in 
the Night, for three Nights ſucceſſively.

mach; which ſhewed itſelf plentifully when 
Things were ſo far advanced, and the Embar-

It was obſervable, under this Indiſpoſition, 
that in Sleep, and eſpecially if his Legs were 
cold, that he had ſlight Fits of the Cramp in 
the Calves of his Legs, which were doubtleſs 
owing to the viſcid phlegmy Tenor of his 
Blood ; occaſioned by his Indigeſtion, Want of 
Warmth, and a due Quantity of Bile diſperſed 
from the Stomach, during this Stoppage of it,

For five or ſix Nights he had very little Reſt. 
Nor can it be thought ſtrange, that where there 
were Principles ſo very unruly in the Stomach, 
it came not to a Cloſure without very great Diffi- 
culty ; and indeed when it cloſed, and he obtained 
Sleep, it was very intoxicating and unkindly. 
His Head was ever vaſtly worſe after it; which

le raiſed frequently little Gobbets of

is were e to purge him, now with 
dittle Sueceſs, on the Twenty firſt Day from the 
Invaſion of the Fever, which for Ten Days 
had been little troubleſome, he had be it, for 
the hole Afternoon, as high as ever, ſince the 
Intermiſſion. In the Evening he drank Five 
Quarts of warm Water, in 'which was à flight

Thoſe who are wont, 
when the Purges fail, to ſuppoſe the Work 
done, and no more morbid Matter remaining 


then to be removed, even tho' the Symptoms 
remain, would do well to conſider this. A 


? cloſe Attention to theſe, and other like Things, 


have ſerved to conduct me ſucceſsfully in the 


Cure of Diſtempers, that have been judged not 
only incurable, but never to be alleviated or 
leflened. 


It is very obſervable, that tho' the Heavineſs 
and Pain of his Head were ſo great during the 
Fever, his Sleep ſo little, and what he got for 
ſome Time incommoding inſtead of refreſhing 
him, he never had the leaſt Tendency towards 
a Delirium; his Reaſoning continuing ever 
ready, clear, and free. Indeed, there was no 
ſingle. Day paſſed, in which he did not dictate 
ſomething conſiderable to be wrote; and, a 
Book, wrote by a very learned Man, coming 
then out of the Preſs, being read to him, and 
he finding the main thing propoſed in the 
Book erroneous, he diftated an Anſwer, and 
effectually refuted it. In this Anſwer, the 
Method, the Style, the Hiſtories of Facts 
alledged, the Arguings and Reaſonings all 
along uſed, ſhew how clear and free his Head 
ever was. | | 

He ever obſerved the ill Taſte in his Mouth 
was higheſt, and moſt offenſive, when his Sto- 
mach downwards was ſtopped, the Pylorus 
cloſed, and there was no Deſcent of Wind, or 


any thing elſe, He likewiſe raiſed ſmall Gob- 


bets of rancid ill taſted Phlegm for the Time. 
When the Cloſure was greateſt, his Mouth and 
Tongue were hot, dry, and parched, This oy 
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him chiefly in Sleep; and, that not happen- 
ing without a Cloſure of the Pylorus, the 
vitious Principles, being debarred of Egreſs 
downwards, diſtended the Stomach, and affected 
the Parts above. This diſcloſes to us the 
Reaſon, why he generally awaked out of his 
Sleep diſordered and ſurpriſed, with his Breaſt 
oppreſſed; and why his Head was ſo very much 


pained, offended, and hurt for the Time. 


Having not rightly recovered his Health 


fince his Fever; being particularly more than 


uſually impatient of Cold, Chill, and eſpecially 


of his Feet, tho' the Weather was not, for the 
Seaſon, - colder than uſual ; the Hypochondres ' 
being ſomewhat tenſe, ſoreiſh, and diſordered; 


his Arms pained and weak, eſpecially the Right, 
and theſe Symptoms rather encreaſing, he con- 
cluded there was ſomething very wrong in his 
Stomach. For which Reaſon, .. March 16, 


1716-17, in the Evening he, took pecacuanba' 


23/5. Tart. Emet. gr. iv. which worked kindly 


and freely; and brought up pretty much 


Choler, at firſt ſour, afterwards bitter, with a 
maukiſh Sweet. The very next Day the Hypo- 
chondres were become much more eaſy; his 
Arms very ſenſibly better; and his Feet warm. 

April 29, 1717, a while after Dinner he had 
a Pain and Uneaſineſs in the Hypochondres, 
under the ſhort Ribs, with a Senſe of Sharpneſs. 
on each Side, on the Back and Haunches, with 
a Feebleneſs and Stiffneſs. In about half an 
Hour he had a very free, large, looſe, black, 


frothy Stool, attended with much Wind. With 


this the Symptoms intirely vaniſhed. 


In the Summer of 1717, he was much 


troubled with Choler in his Stomach, attended 


with a Whiteneſs of his Tongue, a Nrynels,';

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ally awaking in a Morning; and with an 
pic conſtantly in his Moth He took 
ſeveral Vomits. What firſt roſe was uſually 
acid; but had ſometimes. an ammoniac Taſte. 
What followed was a Dulcamara, or Bitter with 
2 Smatch of Sweet, in Quantity more than 
eyer he raiſed before. What was moſt remark- 
able was, that, tho he vomited very freely (with 
Ipecacuanba 3 fs. Tart. Emet. gr. iv.) he never 
brought up any of the Meat that he had eaten, 
five or ſix Hours before; tho' he choſe to eat 
heartily the foregoing Meal, and ſometimes of 
Beef, and the groſſeſt Diet. I note this, as it 
py an additional Proof, that the Bile is the 
Inſtrument of Digeſtion ; and that this Office is 
executed ſooneſt, and moſt effectually, when the 
Bile is in the greateſt Quantity. 

He had a brackiſh ill Taſte in his Mouth, 
like that which he had during his Fever in the 
Winter, in ſome Degree, through the Spring, 
Summer and Autumn; but it was much more 
troubleſome at ſome Times than others. Vomit- 
ing, he brought up at firſt Matter of much like 
Taſte, ſaline, ammoniae, and vitriolie; after- 
wards common Bile of a Dulcamara Taſte. 
When this was moſt rife and prevalent in his

February 3, 1719, ſitting up late, uncovered, 
his Head was affected with the Cold. This

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orders of the Stomach and Coughing wholly 
Towards the latter End of the Summer 1719, 
the Weather being more than uſually hot, he 
had frequently an Itching in his Body, that he 
was not uſed to, eſpecially in his Legs; and the 
Wriſt- bands of ſome Shirts, then newly made, 
being too ſtrait, his Wriſts were ſomewhat 
pinched by them, and fretted; which he neg- 
lecting, an Itching gradually came on there, 
and on ſcratching the Part, Tetters aroſe. 
Theſe, being neglected, about Chriſtmas be- 
came pretty large, and were attended with an 
Heat and Itching, very great at Times; and 
ſometimes with ſtinging almoſt in the Manner of 
a Nettle. They likewiſe ſpread ; and ſmall Tet- 
ters began to riſe on the Back of his Hands. 
This alarmed him, and obliged him to take 
Care and repreſs them; which was done. 
During the Time that theſe Tetters were 
thus troubleſome, there were ſome Things oc- 
curred not unworth noting ; and which ſhew,. 
that the Principles which form them, and in 
particular the Salts that cauſed. the Itching and 
Stinging, came from the Stomach. In the 
latter End of the Summer he obſerved fome- 
thing in his Stomach, which he took to be a 
redundant Bile, that rendered him very uneaſy. 
This Uneaſineſs gradually decreaſed as the Tet- 
ters came on and increaſed. When the Tetters 
were at the Height, and moſt troubleſome, he 
obſerved very diſtinctly an Intercourſe betwixt 
them and the Stomach.

needs not a ſtronger Proof, that the Source 
whence the Salts proceed was cloſed, and the 
Communication between that Source and the 
Tetters, intercepted for the Time. Upon his 
waking and ſtirring, the Symptoms of the Tetters 
gradually came on again, and increaſed. Or, if 
he happened, at Supper, to eat any thing that 
diſagreed with his Stomach, ſo that his Reſt

One thing 
is very remarkable, than when he applied either

If at any Time he happens to be coſtive, or 
to have Stops made in his Guts, by much Wind 
there, the Tetters conſtantly itch and burn 
more than uſually for the Time. 3 
Awaking in the Morning, he commonly 


finds them dry, cool, and eaſy; eſpecially if he 
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hath ſlept ſound. Obſerving that the exterior 


Appli- 
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Application, Waters and Ointments, with Vi- 
triol, Camphor, Sacc. Saturni, Precipitate, avail- 
ed nothing at all; and that the Tetters had 


continued to ſpread and increaſe z and being 


conſcious that there was ſomething diſorderly in 
his Stomach, and that they were fupplied 
thence, he took a Vomit, ¶ Ipecacuanba 3s. 
Tartar. Emet. gr. iv.) March 17, 1719-20; 
this worked well, and brought up very much 
Choler, firſt ammoniac, then dulcamara, but 
afterwards chiefly of a ſharp, harſh Bitter, 
The Tetters that had been itching, burning, 
and tingling from the Time of his Dinner, but 
incited and rendered more troubleſome by 
ſtirring and Buſineſs in the Evening, ceaſed, 
and became near wholly appeaſed, before the 
Operation was over. The next Morning they 
were cool, eaſy, and dry, and continued fo till 
March 19, when going to Bed, finding his 
Stomach uneaſy, tho' he very ſeldom does any 
ſuch thing, he drank near an Ounce of com- 
1 Wormwood Water. The Tetters had 

een till then eaſy; but, which never befel him 
before, he was awakened, the following Morn- 
ing, with an Heat, Itching, and Tingling, 
chiefly in thoſe on his Arms, greater than uſual. 
This continued more or leſs till Dinner, and he 
happening to drink three or four Glaſſes of Red 
Port Wine at Dinner, the Tetters on his Arms 
burnt, tingled, ſmarted, became of a deep 
blackiſh red Colour, were ſorer than ever he 
felt them before, cracked, and ſent forth a thin 
Ichor. Thoſe on the Backs of his Hands 
continued dry, and little troubleſome. In the 
Evening the Vomit was repeated, and the Sore- 
neſs abated, and near ceaſed, during the Ope- 


ration. |

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This Operation ſucceeded happily, and 


Choler aroſe freely for ſome time. But ſome- 


thing then happening that troubled and grieved 
him, his Stomach became immediately inflated; 
and no Choler could by: any Means be brought. 
to riſe afterwards, tho' he urged and incited it 


very much, and had But too many Evidences 


of there being a great deal yet in his Stomach, 
Some of it happening, a few Hours after, to 
take a contrary Courſe, went off in two Stools, 
hot and ſharp beyond Expreſſion. 1 

On the Appulſe of the bilioſe Salts, in great 
Quantity, to the Tetters, the Parts became fuller 


and appeared to be buffed up, and inflated for 


the Time. The Heat of the Part was likewiſe 
increaſed, as alſo its Senſe, not only as the 
Salts impacted in it irritated, tickled, and 
ſtung it; but it had a great Capacity, and 
Power of Senſation of the exterior Touch of 
mings without. Indeed, the gentleſt Touches 

ve the higheft Moleſtation, but with a'Plea- 
ure, Itching, and Titillation, that affected him 
in a Manner more exquiſite than will eaſily be 
conceived. This Power of Senſation extended 
like wiſe to the Parts near the Tetters all round 


them, when touched, tho theſe were neither 


diſcoloured, nor appeared outwardly to be 
affected. The Colour likewiſe of the Tetters 
incteafed, and became red higher and higher, 
almoſt to black, in Proportion to the Appulſe 
and 8 of the Salts approaching them. 
Thefe Inſtances may ſerve for ſo many Proofs, 


how far theſe Salts contribute to the Inflation, 


the Heat, the Senſe, and the Colour of the 
Parts. As a moderate Proportion of thoſe 
Salts produces thoſe Phænomena in a natutal 

re ; a M 2 4723 Degree, 
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Degree, ſo an Exceſs heightens, increaſes, and 


puſhes them on to what is beyond natural. 


After Vomiting, detaching forth ſome of 


the Salts, the Heat and Itching of the Tetters 
ever ceaſed ; and of red, which they were more 
eſpecially when they tingled and itched moſt, 
became brown, and as dead. 

Auguſt 29, 1720, he drank two Quarts of 
Stretham Waters; and tho' he took a Decoc- 
tion of two Drachms of Senna, half an Hour 
before, to promote their Operation, his Wriſts, 
which had now been clear and free for at leaſt 
three Months, began to itch and break out in 
Pimples and Wheals, which were very hot 
and troubleſome, and increaſed, ſpread, and 
multiplied ſo faſt, that in about half an Hour 
the greater Part of his Wriſts, and half the 
Backs of his Hands, were overrun with them. 
Cauſing a Clyſter to be preſently given him, 


and he chafing his Hands pretty briſkly with 


his old Remedy, Urine, the Itching was im- 
mediately taken off, and the Humours ſo far 
repreſt, that his Hands and Wriſts were free, 
and as clear as ever, in about two Hours. 
This is but one of very many plain Inſtances, 
that might be given, how very apt Mineral 
Waters are to paſs into the Blood, and convey 
thither along with them ſuch Salts, and other 
vitious and improper Matter, as they take up 
by the way in the Stomach and Guts. For 
which Reaſon they ought to be given, if ever, 
with the utmoſt Guard and Caution ; eſpecially 
to People in Years, and ſuch who abound in 
thoſe Salts. | 
In this Caſe, we have a Proof of the Uſe of a 
Clyſter, in promoting a ready Paſſage through 
the Guts, and turning ſuch vitious Matter off, 


as 
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as may happen to be therein, from the Lacteals 
and Habit. For, without that, the Urine, 
however proper and powerful in theſe Eru 
tions, could never ſo ſuddenly and ſo effectually 
have repreſſed them, and entirely freed and 
cleared the Parts. But upon the Operation of 
the Clyſter, the Salts as freely and ſuddenly 
returned into the Guts, as they were before 
carried thence into the Habit, and caſt on the 
Wriſts and Hands, + | 
Auguſt 23, 1720, he had a reſtleſs Night, and 
in the Morning he had a Senſe of Tenſion and 
Aching in the Hypochondres ; with an Oppreſ- 
ſion of his Breaſt, and ſuch a Senſe of Soreneſs 
of the upper Part of his Stomach, as ordinarily 
attends great Grief, of which he had no Cauſe 
external; on that Account he took, riſing, a 
Decoction of two Drachms of Senna, and, half 
an Hour after, a Clyſter. This ſucceeded hap- 
pily; much Wind deſcended; and, with it, 
pretty much Matter, cholerick, ſharp, and 
corroding. In leſs than an Hour, the Pain and

On drinking two Quarts of Stretbam Waters, 18] 
his Memory is ever much diminiſhed, till they 18 
are paſſed out of his Stomach.

was conſiderably leſſened. But, tho? it thinned = 
daily, it did not become quite clear, till after 


four or five Days. Things going on well and 
happily, there was not Occaſion for many Me- 
dicines.

He was never delirious in the leaſt ; nor did one 
ill Symptom ariſe after I came.

Beginning of the ninth Day. Coneluding, from 
the Symptoms, that his Body was very foul, 
and that there was ſtill remaining within, a great 
Quantity of noxious Principles, that I had tem- 
pered with Mucilages and quieted by moderate 
Opiates, I took Care, aſter all was over, ef- 
fectually to free his Body from them, by Means 
of pretty briſk Purges ; which were repeated 
ſix or ſeven Times. Since which, he has been 
free from that Head-ach, which formerly had 
ſo much and ſo frequently annoyed him; and 
had greater Vigour, and a more ſettled and firm 
Health, for theſe laſt ten Years, than ever 
before. 

P. S. When I now come to review them, l 
am not a little concerned, to find that the fore- 
going Notes are ſo ſhort; and more, that on 
Search amongſt my Papers, I meet with no 
Notes at all of- the Caſes of ſome others, that 
have gone fafely through the Small Pox with 
bloody Urine. But the true Reaſon of that 
Omiſſion was, I judged this Symptom, where 
not brought on by wrong Practice, and ſome 
unnatural Rufffe of the F rame, neither of great 
Moment, nor of difficult Treatment. So that I 
really thought Notes on the Occaſion would 
beof little Service or Uſe.

Skin, chiefly of her Arms. 


— I, 1716, ſhe was invaded by a

She obſerved that her Skin was now become 
very ſmooth, and that the Roughneſs had been 
declining for ſome Time before. She is na- 
turally of a very coſtive Diſpoſition ; and had 
been of late more than uſually ſtopped. All 
Stoppages of the Body, and particularly thoſe 
of the Guts, begin in a Stop of the Stomach z 
and, when the Bile is reſtrained there, both its 
good Effects, if rightly conſtituted, and its ill, 
it wrongly, on the Habit, are reſtrained in Pro- 
portion. This lays open the Sources of 
cutaneous Aﬀections. | 
In Caſes of Stops in the Stomach, and a 
Reſtraint of the Bile, the Principle of Heat 
there, the Body becomes chill, and eſpecially 
the remoter Parts and Extremities of it, the 
Feet. The Head is likewiſe much more apt to 
be affected by exterior Cold. | 
The Symptoms of her Stomach were fol- 
| lowed by a Fever, very much like that which 
Mr. Filſon had then lately undergone ; out of 
which all thought her irrecoverable. I ſhould 
have done ſo, had it not been for her good 
Temper and Patience, the great Hopes ſhe had 
in the Preſcriptions,” and her uſual frank Com- 
pliance with all of them. They were unctuous 
Medicines, Clyſters, Purges, Vomiting by 
Means of Oil, Canary, plentifully Drinking, 
and Uſe of a Feather. This never failed to 
eaſe her Head and Stomach, and give her 
great, ſenſible, and immediate Relief; taking 
off her Faintneſs, raiſing her Courage and 
Hopes. Beſides the ſour, and other bilioſe 
Matter raiſed, it is hardly credible how great a 
Quantity of thick, heavy, tough Phlegm came 


up. 
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up. This was one Cauſe of the Embarraſſment 
and Stop. Through this whole Caſe, her 
Head was much affected, pained, and heavy; 
and ſhe was ſometimes ſlightly delirious. She 
had very little Sleep; and at the Moment that 
ſhe ſet into it, her Head was more than uſually 


diſturbed, her Stomach was convulſed, twitch- 


ed, and jerked; upon which ſhe ſtarted out of 
her Sleep, ſtifled, and almoſt ſtrangled. She 
had alſo a deadly Sickneſs at her Stomach, for 
the Time; and a Chillneſs all over. Theſe 
Symptoms were all owing to an Attempt of 
Cloſure of the Pylorus, in order to the ſetting 
into Sleep, I was againſt Opiates; and they 
rendered her worſe. The firſt Sleep that ſhe 
had was, from Four o'Clock to Six in the 
Morning, of Fanuary 10, after having taken 
Calomel. gr. v. & Pil. de Duobus ſs. at Three. 
This Slecp was, ſhe ſaid, ſweet, comfortable, 
and refreſhing. This Medicine, in its uſual

Stools, and ſhe was ſo much better this Day, 
that thoſe who had been the moſt apprehen- 


ſive hitherto, now thought her ſafe; and, by 


the Purſuit of the Method, ſhe recovered. 


Tho? the Oils and Evacuations ſucceeded thus 
happily, the Alexipharmacs, and the other 
common Medicines tried, ſet her continually 

back. | 
I forgot to take Notice, that once after a 
Doſe of Oil, and warm Canary, ſhe vomited 
up Choler of an uncommon Colour, viz. a 
Blue vor Violet. | 3 
December 24, 1717, ſhe had been, for ſome 
Years pait, very apt to be coſtive, and, of late, 
has rarely had a. Stool, without taking ſome 
Medicine to promote it. She is ſubject to a 
very 
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very ſharp and acid Humour in her Stomach; 

and for ſome Days paſt this has been very 
rampant and troubleſome. Her Stomach has 
been likewiſe very much bloated and huffed up 
for about a Week paſt. 


December 24, 1717, I was ſent for this Even-

Afterwards ſhe had good Health till the Winter 
of 1714, when ſhe had a ſlight Green Sickneſs, 
with a longing for Salt ; of which ſhe eat pretty 
much. In November, 1715, there aroſe Bum 
on her Shins, very thick, from the Size of a 
Pea to that of a Nutmeg. There were a few 
leſs, on the Fore-part P her Thighs, and on 
the upper Part of her Arms. They were of a 
reddiſh Colour, itched, burned, and were 
tender. They frequently ſtruck in, and wholly 
diſappeared; coming out again by turns.

Incroachment of vitious Matter, ſhould, in 
Age, become able, not only to caſt out that 
Matter, but to recover their own Strength and 
Conſtitution, without Medicines, or the Aſſiſt- 


ance of Art. The Organs and Powers of the 


Body rarely exert themſelves till highly cumu- 
lated, oppreſſed, and in Danger; making 


merely an Effort, in their own Defence, and to 


ſave themſelves from Ruin. Indeed oftentimes 
nothing is done towards this, till the Indigeſtion 
be in ſuch Quantity, and the vitiated Matter 
increaſed ſo far, as of itſelf to run, and over- 
flow. In this Caſe, where the Organs exert 
themſelves feebly, and the Motion through the 
Guts is ſlow ; or where the Exertion is more 
powerful, and there happen to be Stops in 
the Way, occaſioned by Wind, clodded Fceces, 
ſlimy Phlegm, or the like, the vitious Matter 
deſcending is turned croſs-ways into the Blood, 
cumulates the Habit, weakens and impairs the 
Frame. Which is to be prevented only by a 


diſcreet medical Application; either raiſing 
the vitious Matter, or ſending it down by 


Purging, with due Guard and Caution; the

But where it happens, 
that-thoſe Organs are firmer, hardier, and leſs 

ſenſible ; and the morbid Matter once begins to 
ſtir in Earneſt, the Patient will not only be in 
great Danger, but the Phyſician have a very 
difficult Work upon his Hands, tho* he be 
Maſter of never ſo much Art and Skill. But if 
that happen to be wanting, and he have not a 
. Experience and Knowledge of nn

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Nature ; and particularly has not the Method of 
apprizing himſelf of the Nature and of the 
Quantity of the morbid Matter concealed with- 
in, the Patient will have then but a bad Time 
of it. / :

| ſo far as to eaſe herſelf of ſo much of the Bur- 
then as ſhe could not bear, leaving the reſt, 
when ſhe becomes eaſy, and can tolerably 
acquit herſelf of her own Offices, lurking be- 
hind ; by which the Body is continually im- 
8 the Organs hurt, Health injured, and 
Life ſnortened. Of this, a Phyſician, who has 
due Knowledge, and due Faithfulneſs, will 
take the greateſt Care, by effectually removing, 
and caſting out alſo what ſo remains; and not go 
about, as ſome unhappily do, by Opiates, Ab- 
ſorbents, and aſtringent Medicines, to ſtop, 

| ſtifle, and ſuppreſs Principles within, that muſt, 
1 ſo long as they remain there, incommode, and 
1 hurt, ever endanger the Frame, and finally 
overthrow it. I do not wholly reject the Uſe 

of theſe; it may ſometimes be proper to 
interpoſe them; but ever very tenderly, with 

great -Caution, and only while the great Work 
of caſting the vitious Principles-out, is carry- 

ing on. But whoever ſhall depend upon theſe,

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wral, he will be ſure of a great deal of very hard 


Work on his Hands in Reverſion. The Matter, 
ſtifled, and lurking within, will not only gra- 
dually drip down upon the Habit, and injure 
the Economy; but, what remains in the Sto- 
mach will incommode that, in its Office, and 
ſo lay a Foundation of perpetual farther Indi- 
geſtion. Nor ought it to be paſſed over with- 
out Notice, that in a Diarrhœa the firſt Emo- 
tions are frequently very ſlack, impotent, and 


ſlight; the Load being perhaps great, or the 


Stomach being ſo inflated by Wind, as not to be 


capable of rightly contracting itſelf, and ex- 


pelling its Contents. Or perhaps the free Deſ- 
cent is im 


peded by Stops and Impediments in 
the Guts; by which Means much of the Mat- 
ter, that Nature is offended with, and would 


caſt quite out of the Body, is turned into the 


Blood ; and thereby the Frame much ſhattered, 


diſcompoſed, and annoyed ; indeed in the very - 


ſame Manner, as by improper, trifling, and im- 
potent Purges. It is hardly credible how ſud- 
denly, and much, even People in Youth, and 
of the firmeſt Conſtitutions, are oftentimes 


reduced and weakened by a Diarrhea; which 
happens meerly from the Accidents juſt now ' 


recounted. Nothing like which ever happens 


in Purging, where the Body is rightly prediſ- - 


ed, a proper purging Medicine given, and, 
y a fit Ordination of Things, 


that the Operation ſhall be quick, thorough, 
and effectual. In this Caſe, quite contrary 
Nature is happily eaſed of her Burthen, and 
relieved; the Stomach is exhauſted of its vitious 

Contents, Way made for a Diſcharge of like 
| out of the Blood, cough 
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out any Fit inſuing. He likewiſe then firſt 


continued till the Beginning of March following, 


ſome; but the Shivering and Chillneſs continued 
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the gaſtric Veſſels: By.which Means the Habit 
is eaſed, the Organs freed, and the Strength 
raiſed. Whatever they, who underſtand not 
theſe Methods, may have Cauſe to ſay, this is a 
real and certain Effect of a rightly ordered, diſ- 
creet, and natural Adminiſtration, even in Caſes 
the moſt difficult and diſtreſſed. Among very 


many others, that were eaſy to be alledged, we 


have ſome Inſtances of this, in what will be ſet 
forth by and by. To proceed therefore with 
Mr. Gillmore's Caſe. After this great Looſe- 
neſs he became ſtill weaker and lower than ever; 
and the menſtrual Looſeneſs, that was conſtant 
before, and, poſſibly of ſome ſmall Benefit to 
him, then wholly ceaſed, and never returned 
ſince. | 

He became more coſtive than ever; going 
frequently four or five Days without any Stool. 

In the Beginning of December, 1713, his 
Head became worſe than ever; and he had 
frequent Invaſions of Shivering and Chillneſs, 
as upon the coming on of an Ague; but with- 


had a very vehement Cough, attended with a 
Difficulty of Breathing, and great Pain about 
the Middle of the Sternum. He ſpit an incre- 
dibly great Quantity, ſaltiſh, rheumy, and thin; 
except in a Morning, after Sleep, when it was 
thicker, putrid, and fetid. He was very hectic, 
and his Hands frequently.glowing. The Seaſon 
was exceſſive cold ; and with theſe Symptoms he

toms likewiſe all continued; and he became had f 


daily up of 
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daily weaker and weaker, In the Winter of 
1716,. the Cough, Difficulty of Breathing, Pain 
of his Breaſt, and Spitting returned, with much 
greater Fury than the Winter before. His 


Shivering, Coldneſs, and other Symptoms were 


hkewiſe increaſed. When he conſulted me, 


which was February 21, 1716, he was ſo far 


reduced, and ſo very weak, as to be hardly 
able to walk croſs. a Room. He had not had 
one ſingle Stool of five Weeks before. His 
Fleſh was gone, his Thighs were lank ; and the 
Calves of his Legs looſe, and reduced almoſt 
meerly to the Skin. He was extreme feeble, 
weak,” and diſpirited. His Breath was near 
gone. He had frequent Heart-burnings ; par- 
ticularly after eating any thing that was ſweet. 
He was exceſlive thirſty, eſpecially 'in a 
Morning; when his Mouth was dry, and his 
Tongue blackiſh, He had little Sleep in the 
Night, and was not benefited by it; bur, 
quite contrary, cruelly diſturbed by Dreams, 
Frights, Startings, very deep Sobbings, and 
Sighs. He awaked, every Morning, in profuſe 
cold Sweats; his Head was greatly ſtunned and 
confuſed. He was in a continual Maze; and 
could not ſtudy at all, Indeed, he had little 
Power or Command of Thought. His Me- 
mory wholly failed him. He was cowed; and 


without Preſence of Mind; much ſubject to 
Dread and Fright, Hurry and Surprize, upon 


every ſlight Occaſion, whereby he was flung into 
great Diſorder, Confuſion, and frequently into 
2 Palpitation of the Heart. He had great 
Pain in the Hypochondres; and in each Kid- 


ney. His Appetite was quite gone; and he 


had frequent Sickneſs, Reaching, and Puking 
"a of f Phlegmy, ſalt and very nauſeous, in the 
N 3 Morn» 
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Morning, and bitter in the Afternoon. He 


was extreme Chagrined and melancholy. His 
Countenance was cadaverous; wan, with a Caſt 
of Black. In a word, he was in the utmoſt 
Diſtreſs; and declared his Life wholly a 
Burthen to him. He had little Hopes of Re- 


lief; nor would he have attempted any, had it 
not been in Regard to his Family. I having 


never ſeen him before, he was ſomewhat ſur- 
prized to hear me, after a few Obſervations, 
ſet forth to him his whole Caſe, und recount 
to him all his Symptoms ; but that much con- 
firmed and encouraged him; and made him 
entertain ſome Hopes of Relief. I directed, 
February 21, 1716-17:

After the Doſe, the firſt Morning, viz. February 
22, I appointed a Clyſter to be given. It 
worked kindly ; and was ſucceeded by eight 
Stools, hcrribly fetid and black, with Excre- 
ments clodded, and in Form of Pellets, in 
great Numbers, and very hard; as alſo much 
ſharp hot Wind. I found him the next Day 
in great Tranſport and Joy; things having 
taken a Turn for the better, and all the Symp- 
roms being ſenſibly relaxed, Only his Thirſt 
was ſomewhat increaſed; which cannot be 
thought ſtrange, the Principle in the Stomach, 


that cauſes that, being in ſo great a Quantity, 


as alſo ſtirred ; and Part of the Phlegm, that 
floating lay above and covered it, being now 
carried off, But he was leſs oppreſſed, feeble, 


and cowed; the Sweats and Tremors were 


abated ; and his Head Jeſs cloudy. He con- 


tinued 
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tnued the Uſe of the Electuary; and February 
24, took the following Bolus, with a Clyſter

From this he had near twenty Stools, very kindly 
and eaſily ; and he was much better this Day than 
ever; only during the Operation' of this, and 
the following Purge, he had ſome Returns of 
the Tremors, and what he called Affections of 
his Nerves, but very ſlight in Compariſon of 


what hé was wont to have before he entered 


upon this Method; and he had not any Senſe 
of them in the Intervals, or in the Operation 
of the Purges that he took ewe z tho? 
ſeveral of them worked as plentifully as theſe. 
It is hardly credible how great a Quantity of 
Phlegm was brought away by ſome of the 
Purges; and of Choler, hot, ſharp, and cor- 
roſive. He proceeded with the Uſe of the 
Electuary; and March 1, the following unc- 
tuous Draught was preſcribed ; 9

now and then, as I ſaw Occaſion. The Bolus 
was repeated March 2, March 6, and March 


7 found himſelf the eaſieſt and beſt thoſe Days 


at he purged. March 10, I took Notice that the 


Calves of his Legs were ſenſibly bigger; they 
being, when I firſt ſaw him, very lank, and near

this was repeated, in the Proceſs of the Cure, 
10; each Time with near as great Diſcharge as 


at firſt; and ſucceeded ever ſo happily, that he 


conſumed. He told me, that the Fleſh, *both 
there, and indeed all over his Body, was now 
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very ſenſibly increaſed; and that his Strength 

was as much increaſed. This may ſerve: for 

Example, how. far proper Purges, rationally. 

adminiſtered, are from rendering People lean; 
or being improper in Conſumptions. It was 

very remarkable in the Caſe of Mr. Leonard 
Belt, who was pretty far advanced in a Con-. 
ſumption, and purged frequently and very 
plentifully, that he gained both Strength and 
Fleſh, during the moſt briſk Part of that Diſ- 
cipline and, in fine, attained a good State of 
Health; which he has held ever ſince, now for 
ſome Years. During that Courſe, he frequent- 
ly weighed himſelf, with great Care, and Ex- 
actneſs; and notwithſtanding the very large 
Diſcharges that were made of Indigeſtion, 
putrid Phlegm, and vitious Humours, he had 
gained, after all, in Weight four Pounds and a 
half. This was of firm Fleſh ; and a Change 
that he rightly judged very much to his Ad- 
vantage. Mr. Gillmore made the ſame Judg- 
ment of his. By the Middle of April his Fleſh 
was become very firm; and he had as much of 
it as ever in his Life. His Thirſt had ceaſed 
for ſome time; as had alſo his Tremors. He 
ſpit very little ; and it was now neither. foul 
nor ſalt. The Pain of his Hypochondres was 


vaniſhed. His Head was become eaſy, and clear; 
and his Thoughts free. His Memory was re- 
turned, and very good. He was chearful. His 


Countenance was become clear, freſh, and ruddy. 
He was ſtrong, and vigorous, as ever in his Life; 
a thing he ſomewhat wondered at, after near 
twenty Years Indiſpoſition. His Sleep was 
quite refreſhing, and attended with no trouble- 
ſome Dreams. He had Stools very free, even 
on the Days that he took no purging * 

here 
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There was not the leaſt Remain of his Heart- 
burning, or of the Dryneſs of his Mouth, 
Thirſt, Hectic, Heats, Cough, Shortneſs of 
Breath, Shivering, Chillneſs, Sweats, Sighs, 
Sobbings, or Melancholy; nor was he ſub- 


ject to Hurry, Surprize, and Apprehenſions as 
before. Theſe Symptoms having gradually 


declined, from his Entry on the Method, had 


given him little or no Trouble now of ſome 
Time; his Appetite was very good; and what 
he eat ſat well with him; notwithſtanding, he 


continued the Uſe of the unctuous and lenitive 


Medicines by Fits, for ſome Time after. At 


the latter End of the Summer he went, upon 


Buſineſs, into the Country; and, after about 
ſix Months, returned, florid, hale, and well; 
as he had been during his whole Abſence. He 


was rather fatter than he ever remembered him- 
ſelf to have been before. He told me, he had 


walked much, to Five or Six, ſometimes to Ten, 


nay, to near Twenty Miles on End, without 
any conſiderable Laſſitude, or other Inconve- 


nience, following upon it.

I E was born in the Year 1674, and enjoyed: 
1 moderate good Health, but was uſually: 
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his Right Arm, and in his Right Leg. A little 
before Chriſtmas, 1715, he had a Fit of the 
Cholic, very furious, which continued a Fort- 
night before it could be got off; and he had 
frequent Returns of it till about the Middle of 
March; when, a Jaundice ſhewing itſelf, the 
cholical Pain declined, in Proportion as the 
Jaundice increaſed; and finally a little ceaſed. 
For the main of the ſharper Choler, that, 
eroding and fretting the Guts, cauſed there 
the cholical Pains, was now paſſed into the 
Blood, caſt upon the Habit, and flung to the 
Skin; where it ſhewed itſelf in its own native 
yellow Hue. He had an Itching, and Heat, 
all over; and a ſlight bitter Taſte in his Mouth. 
So much of the Choler having deſerted the Guts, 
it cannot be thought ſtrange that his Stools 
ſhould thereupon, as they did, become very 
pale and greyiſh. They were likewiſe of a 
clayey Conſtitution, and coſtive. He was ſen- 
fible of Wind in his Guts; which indeed, by 


making Stops there, turned the Choler croſs- 


ways, through the Lacteals, into the Blood. He 
had likewiſe Wind in his Stomach ; and com- 
lained of an exceſſively great Sinking and 
Faintneſs there. | | 
I was conſulted April 10, 1716. Beſides what 
is ſet forth above, I obſerved him to be very 
feeble, low, reduced, and lean. His Pulſe was 
ſomewhat too quick ; and .every fourth Stroke 
faultered, if it did not intermit. He was 
thirſty. His Water was of a blackiſh Hue, 
near as deep as Mum; and without the leaft 
Sediment. I told his Wife, that he appeared ſo 
much emaciated, that I apprehended the Me- 
ſentery was become ſcirrhous, and much of the

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itution was vitiated, and broke; that I judged 
all Attemps, for the Reparation of it, vain; 
taking my leave of her, But being ſent for 
again the next Day, and importuned to attempt 
ſomething for him, I directed the free Uſe of 
an unctuous Electuary, not purging; and a 
carminatite Clyſter for thenext Morning ; which 
ſucceeded well, and brought down much Wind 
and Excrements, very fetid and black. He 
told me, he was very ſenſibly relieved, and was 
become ſomewhat more chearful, and eaſy, his 
Faintneſs was leſs, his Spirits raiſed, his Sto- 
mach much leſs inflated. Nay, his Pulſe was ſo 
far better, that he had not above one ſlight 

Faulter in twelve Pulſes. His Urine began to. 
let fall a Sediment. He had a good Night's 
reſt, to which he had been long a ſtranger; 
and this Day eat a pretty hearty Meal, which 
he had not done of ſome Time before. This 
Day Mrs. Cofen told me, that, I deſpairing 
much of her Huſband, ſhe defired I would, the 
next Day, admit Dr. Freind in Conſultation 
to which I readily aſſented. We met accord- 
ingly. The Doctor propoſed the Uſe of Bit- 
ters; and, that I might not be too much con- 
fiding in my own Practice, but pay a Regard 
to the common Method, and to the Judgment 
of this learned and ingenious Phyſician, for 
whom I had a real Value, I aſſented. Beſides 
we agreed to give 3/5. of Calomel in the Even- 
ing; which was directed accordingly. Dr. 


Freind declared himſelf not ſo apprehenſive of | 


Danger as I was; with which Mrs. Coſen was 


not a little pleaſed. After two Days we met 


again, and found him ſenſibly worſe, His. 
Urine had now' no Sediment at all ; his Pulſe 
faultered as much as ever, He had reſted ill; and

his Appetite was again gone quite off. Bit- 
ters, where the Cauſe is ſlight, heighten the 
Appetite; but in advanced Caſes, where the 
Stomach is loaded, they only make a Pertur- 
bation, and have a contrary Effect. I com- 


| pared his preſent with his former State, while 


he uſed the unctuous Electuary; upon which 
Dr. Freind readily aſſented to the free Uſe of 
the unctuous Electuary, but was not willing to 
leave off the Bitters. Meeting again, two or 
three Days after, we found him ſomething 
better, though not near ſo well as at firſt, when 
he uſed the unctuous Electuary very freely, 
and had a Clyſter given. To the Bitters we 
now agreed to add ſome purging Ingredients. 
In two or three Viſits, that I made him after- 
wards, I learned that his Appetite was increaſed ; 
and he was ſomewhat more eaſy, in Proportion 
to the Succeſs of the Purging, and to the 
Quantity of the unctuous Electuary that he 
took, which, he ſays, gave him great Relief, 
When next we met in Conſultation, all judged 
him better. I was, I. confeſs, of a contrary 
Opinion; and declared that to Dr. Freind, Mrs. 
Coſen, and Mr. Nicholſon the Apothecary, who 
was preſent. Dr. Freind then propoſed Steel. 
I had refuſed it, at a former Conſultation ; but, 
that I might not appear too pertinacious and 
preſuming on my own Doctrine, I afſented. - ;.

Viſiting him awhile after, I obſerved, he was 
full as yellow as ever; and rather more feeble, 
low, and emaciated. _ Indeed he was little more 
than Skin and Bones, His Feet and Ankles 
were then ſwelled ; and more chill than uſual, 
His Stomach and Belly were much inflated, and 
hard. His Urine was now, not ſo deep as 
formerly, but of a duſky red Colour, tranſ- 
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parent, and without the leaſt Tendency to 
Separation, or any Settlement, tho? ſome of it 
had ſtood two Days. In this Caſe, we have an 
Inſtance of the Difference between mine, and 
the common Method. Proper Purges, followed 
by Clyſters, carry off Wind, and take down the 
Tenſion and Inflation of the Stomach and Guts, 
are inſtrumental to the promoting a great Sepa- 
ration of foul Matter with the Urine, and re- 
moving the Cauſe of the Swellings of the 
Limbs. Here was a Diſpoſition fo all this, 
in the ſhort Time that they were at firſt uſed. 


The other Method has quite contrary Effects; 


the Belly becomes harder, the Limbs ſwell, 


and the Urine becomes clearer. Then the Pa- 
tient ſinks, fails, and become lean. A morbid 


Bitter within, in Exceſs, is the main Cauſe of 
all the Symptoms. His Urine his Wife taſted, 
and found it bitter beyond all Imagination. 
Bitter Medicines added, muſt ſurely enhance 
the Reckoning, and increaſe the Diſorders. 


The only Inducement to the Uſe of them, that 


ever I could perceive, is, that they ſometimes 
excite an Appetite ; but that is not followed 


either by Digeſtion or Diſtribution of Nouriſh- 


ment. The Patient, as here, grows leaner 
and leaner; unleſs there be Youth, or ſome 
great Vigour within, that, violently excited, 
exerts itſelf, and becomes too potent for the 


Medicines. The Caſe is otherwiſe, where 


unctuous Remedies are given. They both 
promote the Succeſs of the Purges, and the 
Diſtribution of the Nouriſhment.. They were 
ſo ſenſibly beneficial to him, that it is marvel- 
lous to think how he came ever to quit them. 

May 10, I was called to meet Dr. Freind 
again. I took notice to him, that tho* Mr. 
Coſen's 
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Cofen's Appetite was ſomething increaſed upon 


the Evacuations, he received no Nouriſhment, 
his Strength ſunk, and his Fleſh was quite gone, 
little remaining but Bones covered over with 
2 His Face was as yellow as ever. Arguing 
theſe things, Dr. Freind ſomewhat abated 

of his Hopes; that had been founded, ſo far as 

I could perceive, wholly upon the Increaſe of his 
Appetite; which was owing merely to the 
Raking of the Bitters, and the Evacuations 


made by the Purges. The Urine was without 


Settlement, and rather more tranſparent than 
ever; which was another ill Symptom. It 
was alſo ſtill very bitter; which was certainly an

May 19, Dr. Freind, and I met. As he is a 
Man very candid and ingenuous, he readily al- 
lowed Mr. Coſen to be ſenſibly better and eaſier, 
upon Uſe of the unctuous Medicines and Clyſ- 
ters, ſo that he preſently aſſented to the wholly 
laying aſide of the Steel and Bitters, and to the 


Purſuit of the unctuous Medicines with Clyſters. 


This Day his Urine was become very turbid 


upon his return to the Uſe of the unctuous Me- 


dicines. It became ſo immediately, and to a 
much higher Degree, upon his firſt Entrance 
upon the Uſe of them; and after it had ſtood a 
while, precipitated a Jarge Sediment. . When 
the Bitters were brought in, the Water ceaſed 
to be any longer turbid; and indeed was not of 
ſo deep a Mum Complexion, as when I firſt 
came to him; but of a blackiſh Red, very 
bright and ſhining. Seen in little Quantity, it 
was of a greeniſh Yellow. 


May 20, his Water has this Day a large Se- 


— He, and all about him, are ſenſible of 
the Change. But it comes too late for him to 
receive any ſubſtantial Benefit. He appears, in all 
Reſpects, much as he has done for a Fortnight, 
or three Weeks paſt; during which Time 1 
have never come, but ex pecting to have found 
him dead.

What is done now, 
comes much too late. Had it been done ſome 
Months ago, it might, perhaps, have ſucceeded. 
But the morbid Matter has lain too. long, fruſ-

ſo far, that there are now no Hopes of Relief. 
The Urine is turbid. 

23. The Urine is ſtill turbid. He has 
bad no Stool ſince; ; ſo that they intend to give 
him a Clyſter.

impor- 
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importunate that they gave it him every Night. 
They were the more in the right, ſince he was 
very uneaſy without itz and there being nor the 
leaſt Hopes of Recovery, the utmoſt that could 
be now done, was, to gain him a little Reſpite 
and Eaſe. But upon the Uſe of this, ſo mo- 
derate a Doſe of an Opiate, ſeveral Symptoms 
aroſe, that may ſerve to give Light into the 
Nature of that Medicine, and the Manner of 
its Operation. He reſted tolerably in the. 
Night; and was frequently dozy in the Day, 
but ever readily awaked, his Head being clear, 
and his Senſes right. The Pain, in and about 
his Stomach and Belly, is much leſs ; but he 
is rather more ſenſible of a Weight of his Left 
Side; and his Stomach and Belly rather worſe 
ſwelled, and hard. He is eaſier in every Ref- 
pet, but the Abatement of his Pain and Un- 
ealineſs is owing to the Opiates detaining the 
putrid Phlegm and Choler, the Cauſe of both, 


in the Stomach; for his Stools have been 


fewer and leſs; not near fo fetid, or ſo black, 
but yellowiſh, He ſays he ſhall not recover, 
and therefore will not admit the Clyſter. His 
Urine is not near ſo bitter, nor ſo black and 
high coloured, as before he took the Opiates. 


In the Evening, when the Power of it is ſpent, 


and. the Pain and Uneaſineſs return, he calls 
with great Importunity for another Doſe ; ſay- 
ing his Condition is not ſupportable without it. 

May 31. His Urine has, he ſays, the brackiſh 
Taſte of common Urine ; and is now become 
tranſparent, and of a reddiſh Colour. It is 
hence manifeſt, how much the Colour of the 
Ufine is varied, by the different Quantity and 
kind of Bile ſent forth along with it.

Viſiting him again, I found kim not 
worſe than TI left him; and his Pulfe now with 
little or no Remiſſion; but rather quicker and 
higher than before.

The Omentum was contrafted into a ver 
little Compaſs; and very full, of glandular 
Tumors, mw hard, of all Sizes, to about the 
Bigneſs of a Cheſnut. The Membranes were 
ſomewhat more craſs and firm than uſual, but 
wholly void 'of Fat; as the Viſcera were, and 
alſo the Inteſtines; and indeed the whole Body. 
Which cannot be thought ſtrange, in a Body 
wherein the Bile, that is ſo deſtructive of Fat, 


was ſo predominant. cd 
'The Stomach was not above half the common 


| Bigneſs. It ſeemed to have been hindered, and . 


prevented of its due Growth, or at leaſt of any 
A Diſtenſion, by the Liver and Pancreas being 
ſo cloſely drawn upon and about it by the 
Omentum. It had little in it; the Membranes 
were very thick; and the Rugæ and Plicæ were 
of a reddiſh Colour; ſome of them were raiſed 
half an Inch, and all much more large and con- 
ſpicuous, than I have ever obſerved them before. 
Indeed they are generally ſmall, and ſcarcely 
diſcernible, eſpecially in n Perſons. This 
makes me think, the e Stomachs of - moſt 
People, in which there are little or no Veſtigia 
of theſe Rugæ and Plicæ, are ſtretched, en- 
larged, and in a præternatural State. 
The Duodenum was near empty; and indeed 
there was little in any of the other Guts. Fhey 
were all of a white Complexion. In the Kid- 
nics there appeared nothing amiſs, or unuſual ;

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only there was an Adheſion of the Right Kid- 


ey to the Liver. The Glandulz Renales were 
as uſual, The Meſentery had not the leaft Fat 


upon it; but was ſtrumous, tuberous, and ſer 
with Scirrhi, as thick as they could well be,

The Pancreas was of three times the Bigneſs, 
that, according to Nature, it ought, It was 


ſcirrhous, and full of glandulous Tumours. 


The Liver, Pancreas, and Stomach were drawn 


and tied firmly and cloſe together, by the Con- 
traction of the Omentum. 


The Gall Bladder was half full of a Send 
Bile, ſomewhat more mucous and thick than 


ordinary; but there was in it no Coneretions, 


or Gall Stones; nor was there the leaſt Obſtruc- 


tion of any of the bilioſe Ducts. Both the 


Hepatic, Cyſtic, and Choledochus being __ 


open, and the Paſſage fre. 
The Liver was tumid, and ſomewhat bi 


than uſual; as alſo hard, and ſcirrhous with ON 


glandulous Subſtances throughout ; they bei 


ſet. very thick, and of all Sizes, to the Bigneſs 


of a Wall- nut; nay, there were two or three as 


big, each, as a Turkey's Egg.

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In the Lungs there was nothing præternatural;

In the Heart there was no Polypus; nor any 


The Foramen Ovale was open ; a 
thing that I have frequently, if not ever, obſerved 
in adult Perſons ; tho ſome Writers of Anatomy 
repreſent it generally as cloſed. In the Pericar- 


dium was the Liquor, and cvery thing as uſual. 


There was much more Blood than ordinary 
in a Body ſo emaciated. , 
Having Buſineſs of Moment depending, and 


not Leiſure for it, the Head was not opened. 


Indeed, I expected nothing uncommon there; he 


never having made any conſiderable Complaint 


of that Part, tho' I enquired of him often. 
I have elſewhere ſhewn, that the Action of the 


Stomach concurs, jointly with the Brain, to the 


Production of Thought; and that by its Preſſure 


on the Aorta, a proportionably greater Quan- 


tity of Blood is lung upon the Brain; frequently 


ſo much as to cauſe great Diſorders there, the 


Head-ach, a Senſe of Weight and Heavineſs, 
Vapours, a Diſcompoſure of the Thought, of 
the Memory, and the like; to none of which 
præternatural Affections he was ſubject; and 
indeed, in the ordinary Action of the Brain, 


though his Thought was commonly right, it 


was ever flow, little, and tardy; and though 


be was a pretty good Scholar, he was rarely 
obſerved to refine or reaſon much. Where the 
Stomach is large, it becomes ordinarily like- 


wiſe the Occaſion, when diſtended, and preſſing

He had great Command of Voice, 
and could raiſe it to a very high Pitch, when 
he pleaſed; and both che Lungs, and the Kid- 
nies appeared perfectly ſound and free, when 
the Body came to be opened. | 
In this Caſe we have a clear and fron 
negative Argument of the Truth of the Doc- 
tripe, that attributes all the great Phznomena, 
and Symptoms of the Head, Breaſt, and Back, 
to the Action of the Stomach. The Stomach 
being in him leſs than uſual, thoſe Phænomena 


and Symptoms were little and not conſiderable. 
Not but that as the Pancreas and Liver became, 


by the Contraction of the Omentum, gradually 
drawn up cloſe to the Stomach, and as it were 


brought in to its Aſſiſtance, it ſeems to have

The Paleneſs of the Stools was 
cauſed by the Turn of the Bile, out of the Guts, 


into the Blood; whence ſome of it, paſſing 


out with the Urine, imparts to it the bilioſe 
bitter Taſte. The Kernels, Scirrhi, Stuffage, 
and Affections of the Omentum, Meſentery, 
Liver, Pancreas, and glanduloſe Parts, were owing 
to Phlegm, the Reſult of Indigeſtion. Indeed 
the Bile rewaining in the Veſica Fellea was 
ſomething more mucous and thick than ordinary. 
As there were no Gall Stones in the Duodenum, 
the Veſica Fellea, or any of the biliary Ducts;

As 
the Blood is, in this Caſe, overcharged with 
bilioſe Matter, ſo likewiſe are the other Hu- 
mours. The Lympha, the Saliva, whence 
ordinarily proceeds the bitter Taſte in the 
Mouth, and the aqueous Humours of the 
Eyes, ſo that things appear Yellow, to .

The latter of 
theſe cannot appear in the Blood, or be caſt to 
the Skin and Surface, till the Glandules and 
Canaliculi biliares of the Liver are ſo much 
obſtructed by Phlegm, as to refuſe its Admiſ- 
ſion into that Bowel. The Stomach is the great 
Source of both theſe Principles. The Phlegm 
is ſluggiſh ; but the Bile is active, and works 
upon it; all Bitters do ſo too. Steel, Sal Ab- 
ſynthii, Geniſtæ, Tartari, and other like Salts, . = 
do it much more powerfully. Indeed both theſe -Þ 
and Bitters are really of the Nature of the Bile, _ pi 
and ſerve to conſtitute, and to augment it. 
Accordingly I have ever, and particularly in 
this Caſe, found the Symptoms increaſe on the 
giving of thoſe Medicines, and particularly the 
Thirſt, the Heat, the coſtive Diſpoſition, the 
Pruritus, or Tingling and Itching, the Ma- 
raſmus, and frequently even the Jaundice; the 
Skin becoming more yellow, or, which is worſe, 
greeniſh, duſky, or black.

It is grate- 
ful to the Stomach, cools, and tempers the 
Heat, ſomewhat compoſes the Efferveſcence of 
the Bile there. By this Means it may gratify 
and pleaſe the Patient; but it is meer Amuſe- 
ment, and only temporary. So that, tho? a 
little of this Juice may be permitted, whatever 
fome, who are little apprized of the true Nature 
of Things, may fancy, a Quantity of it can- 
not but be very detrimental, and dangerous ; 
_ eſpecially in a diſeaſed State, wherein it is great 
odds, but. there are vaſtly too many of theſe 
Salts already., Nor can they do good any way; 
unleſs by their Inſults they force the Powers of 
the Body upon a neceſſary Effort to get rid of 
them; when poſſibly ſome other vitious Matter 
may be thrown forth along with them. But 
the good, produced this Way, is by Chance; 
owing meerly to the Powers of the Body; and 
the Method is ſo hazardous, that if they fail, it 
is but too eaſy to diſcern what Turn the thing 
muſt take. | 
Ot my on I ſhall now proceed to bring to the Teſt thoſe 
Aan ca. Remedies, that I think legitimate, conſen- 
| taneous to Nature, and of Uſe in this Caſe ; 
and ſhall begin with Oils and unctuous things. 
Theſe temper the Acrimony, and break the 
Colluctations of the Bile. By that Means they 
allay Wind, and take off the over great Ten- 
ſion of the Stomach, and the Injury done by its 
refling on the Aorta, and the neighbouring 
Pls, when it is inflated by Wind, and diſ-

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tended. There are thoſe that fancy Oils may 
contribute to the relaxing of the Stomach; but 
we ſee it is quite the contrary. They anoint 5

defend them againſt the Acrimony and Preda- 
tion of the bilioſe Salts, lubricate the Paſſages, 
promote Motion, and prevent Obſtructions. 
Nay, they contribute to Nouriſhment, and to 
the Supply of Fat; a thing of the utmoſt Im- 
portance and Uſe to the Body in all, and ef,  _ 
pecially in theſe Caſes. Beſides, in pure ſimple TOP 
Oils, and unctuous Remedies, there is nothing. 
that can poſſibly be otherwiſe than amicable and 
beneficent to the Body; a thing ſurely of great 
Weight and Conſideration. | 

Calomel is a Medicine, when diſcreetly ad- 
miniſtered, very kindly, and ever of great - 
Action and Power. By the Subtilty, Weight, 
and Roundneſs of the Parts, it irritates the Sto- 
mach, rouſes the putrid Phlegm there, attenu- 
ates, and renders it fluxil, and liable readily ' 
to be wrought upon, and made to deſcend by 
the Purges. Of theſe and the other Inſtruments 
and Methods of Evacuation, I ſhall have the 
leſs need to offer any thing here, ſince I have 
done it ſo particularly and fully on other Oc- 
caſions. 1 ſhall only add, the main of the Cure 
depends on theſe ; and, ſo long as there remains 
a Quantity of vitious Bile behind, the Body is 
left to the Courteſy of it; and it will have its 
Effects. The putrid Phlegm likewiſe will con- 
tinue to incommode the Digeſtion, cumulate 
the Habit, make Obſtructions, and form Tu- 
bercles and Scirrhi.

Tho* the Importunity of 
ſome Patients muſt be complied with, theſe are 
rather injurious than of any Benefit; I mean 
both the urinous and the vinous Spirits, ef. 

Theſe do little more than 
rouſe the Bile of the Stomach, and fling it 
about the Body; by that Means both hurting 
the Frame, and putting it ſtill farther out of 
the Reach of Medicines, The urinous Spirits 
are, indeed, of the ſame Conſtitution with one 
kind of the bilioſe Salts, ſo that they increaſe, 
and make an Addition to the bilioſe Salts, I 
the rather note this, becauſe I know there are 
ſome Practitioners, who axe very fond of them; 
when in Truth, there is no ſo ſure a Way of re- 
lieving the Faintneſs, Debility, and Laſſitude that 
attends theſe Caſes, as removing the Cauſe of 
them. After the Body was duly prepared, and 
the Contents of the Stomach diſpoſed to be 
wrought upon, I have known a Vomit act the 
Part of a real Cordial, and do more to the 
raiſing of the Spirits, and taking off the greateſt 
Faintneſs, than will eaſily be imagined ;. when 

| the common Cordials availed nothing at all. 
Te ve of The Jaundice is frequently attended by a 
ehe nn Dropſy, in Perſons of ill Habits, and thoſe in 
Aſcites, - Age. The Bile, flung into the Lymphæducts, 
and the tender capillary Blood Veſſels, lacerates 
them, ſo. that the Lympha and Serum gleets 
and iſſues out. From Conſideration of the 
Condition of the Body, it is eaſy to collect why 
tapping, where there is an Humour extrava- 
tated in the Abdomen, is ordinarily of very 
little Uſe. There can be no Reaſon for at- 
tempting that Operation till the Belly is big, 
and the Quantity of the Humour very con- 
ſiderable; nor indeed till other proper Means, 


pur ging, 


Purging, and Diureticks have been ſufficiently 
tried, and found unſucceſsful. Till that be 
done, there can be no Certainty that the 
Humour is not in the Stomach or Guts ; or, if 
it be in the Cavity of the Abdomen, whether, 
upon Evacuation of the Veſſels, by Diureties, 
it may not be again abſorbed by them, and fo 
carried off; which I have Reaſons to believe does 
ſometimes happen, where the Humour is thin, 
and not vitiated by. too long a Stagnation. But 
where the Humour is thicker, and has ftag- 
nated long, becoming. vitious, it vitiates and 
taints the Parts, the Guts, the Omentum, and 
the Peritonæum; and after this, though the 
Humour be drawn off by Tapping, more muft 
continually be ſupplied, the Lymphæducts 
being ſo much torn and vitiated as to be irrepa- 
rable; or, if that were otherwiſe, the Guts, and 
neighbouring Parts, being tainted, and near 
mortified, Death cannot be far off. So that, in 
ſuch a Caſe, the Tapping is putting the Patient 
only to an uſeleſs Pain and Trouble.

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rheumatic Pains, ſometimes very ſevere. For 
two or three Years paſt, he has been ſubject to 
te aſthmatick ; and in June laſt, the Aſthma 
became very troubleſome. Dr. Plumtree was 
conſulted; by whoſe Directions he took bitter 
Wine, for about a Month, and two Vomits. 
This Method availing nothing, he removed 
into the Country, in Hopes of Relief from the

But being recovered, he continued well, till 
May 1716, when his Stomach began to be 
qualmiſh and diſorderly; and his Appetite, 
that had been very quick, ſomewhat abated ; 
tho' it was, betwixt whiles, very craving and 
ſharp. That will. be the leſs ſtrange when it 
ſhall appear, by and by, how great a Quantity 
of Matter, exceſſively ſharp, there was in his 
Storhach. e * 
September 1, 1716, a Looſeneſs came on; 
and continued, with eight or ten Stools daily, 


till September the 6th.

* firſt Token preſaging of it was a Faintneſs, 


This was followed by a Sickneſs; and oP | 


after a few Minutes, by a Stool. 

During the Sickneſs he ſometimes puked u 
Phlegm, and a little recent Blood. Thoſe 
Stools, that were not very bloody, were ſlimey, 
green, or yellow. The Blood in the Stools was 
-uſually black, incorporated with the Phlegm 
and ſometimes grumous. He was ſenſibly re- 


lieved by the Stools ; and ever eaſier and better 


after eachcame away, than of ſome Time before 


the Faintneſs and Sickneſs happened. The 


more Stools he had, the better he found himſelf. 
This was Reaſon ſufficient for my not endea- 
youring to' ſtop them, and for giving no 
Aſtringents; but I much wiſh the Cauſe was 
removed, and this Looſeneſs at an End.

This very kindly and eaſily flung up much 
Phlegm, and bitter Choler. After which he 
was free from thoſe Symptoms and Affections of 
his Stomach, for ſeveral Days after.

This 
alarmed me much; and, being in great Ap- 
fs ting of Danger of his Guts, I 1. ſed 


wan of a Doſe of Ipecacuanha. I told 


him, 
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him, his Guts were continually torn and wound- 
ed by an hot ſharp Bile, from Time to Time 
thrown down upon them by his Stomach; and 
that the ſureſt Way to ſave the Guts, and ſecure 
his Life, was to caſt that Bile up by Vomit, 
immediately out of the Body. He is a Man of 
a reſerved, flow, cold Temper ; politive, tena- 
cious, and would not yield to the taking the 
Vomit. His Friends, convinced by the Reaſons 
I had laid before him, preſſed him much, after 
I was gone; but in vain. 

September 20, he had ſeven large Stools, con- 
fiſting wholly of a bloody Slime. I repeated the 
Inftances for taking the Vomit. But he perſiſting 
in his Refuſal, the only Way I had left, was to 
endeavour to temper the Acrimony of the Bile, in 
his Stomach, to remove the Obſtacles as much 
as poſſible, and facilitate the Deſcent of that, 
and of the putrid Slime, downwards; as alſo to 
lubricate, fmear over, and defend the Guts. In 
order to this, I appointed the unctuous Elec-

perfect Safety, and to enjoy Health all the 
while. Such in the main, was Mr. Barton's Caſe: 


and ſuch that of very many others, Men, Wo- 
men, and Children, that have come under my 
Care, and that I could not reſtore to perfect 
Health, till I had madelike Diſcharges. All the 
great acute, and all the laſting chronical Diſ- 
eaſes, are owing to Cauſes within as great. As 
long as the Body can well grapple with thoſe 


Cauſes, vitious Bile, and putrid Phlegm, and 


the Organs are able to act their Parts, the Pa- 
tient ſeems to be ſafe, and in Health. Nor 


does any Sickneſs, Diſorder, or Symptom ariſe, 
till that Matter becomes more and more vitious 


and annoying, is increaſed in Quantrty, pre- 
yails, diſturbs, and incumbers the Organs. 
Thoſe that are not aware of this, nor duly qua- 


lified, 
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i lified, from the Symptoms, Conſtitution, and 
Condition of the Body, to form a Judgment 
both of the Nature and Quantity of it, will act 
but a very blind and uncertain Part in the en- 
terprizing the Cure. That Mr. Barton had in 

him the far greater Part of this morbid Matter 
before the Small- Pox appeared, is very certain, 
not ſo much from the vitiated putrig Fl ature of 
the Matter, which affords us a Proof of it's long 
Reſidence, Stagnation, and Corruption within, 
as from his making no Addition -to it for all 
The Origin that Time. What ſlimy phlegmy Matter con- 
of Phlegm. fiſts chiefly of, is, the Gelly of Fleſh, not tho- 
roughly digeſted, and rendered corrupt, by 
ſtagnating, and being detained too long within, 
This was owing partly.to the Imbecillity of his 
: Stomach and Guts, and partly to the Nature 
of the Matter ; that Slime being viſcid, apt to 
ſtick, and indiſpoſed to Motion. Then the bi- 
lioſe Fumes and Wind make Stops in the Guts, 
and check its Progreſs. He had not eaten any 
the leaſt Fleſh, nor any thing ſolid, not ſo 
much as one Mouthful of Bread, in all theſe 
twenty two Days. Indeed his Stomach was in 
ſuchState as not to bear it. From September 12, 
to the 21ſt, he took nothing, beſides his Me- 
decines, but Water Gruel, and twice a little 
Panada. Afterwards he drank ſometimes a lit- 
| Bohea-Tea; and had a little Milk added to his 
Water Gruel. This could make very little Ad- 
dition to his Excrements, and is not of a ſlimy 
Nature; and this, excepting now and then a 
little warm Wine, was all his Fare till Oober 4, 
when he firſt began to eat a little Fiſh, and 
Bread; continuing it daily on, to October 13.

had frequently given him Notice of the Ex- 


iſtence of theſe two Principles in him in Quan- 


tity; charged the Dyſentery upon them, and 


urged him to take the Ipecacuanha to fling 
them up, and directly out; for it is this Way 


that that Remedy has its Effect; I mean by 
turning the Courſe of the Choler ; and caſting 
up that, which, going down, wounds the Guts, 
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and produces the Blood. But, till this Day, 


my Perſuaſions had no Effect; tho' all his 
Friends joined me in them. He now acknow- 


ledged, that the State of his Stomach was, as 1 


had foretold him September 19; that the Choler 
Was as ſharp as I had repreſented ; and that, 


ſent down into his Guts, it could not but tear 


and make them bleed. 
The Reaſon why the Small Pox, in Mr. 


Barton, were ſo favourable, was, becauſe the 


Matter in the Stomach and Guts was too ſlimey, 
viſcid, and craſs to paſs the Lacteals.

ſeen, Her Pulſe was too quick and high ; and 
there was a Fever attending. I put her into 
the Uſe of Oils, unctuous Medicines, and 
Purges with Clyſters ; which ſucceeded well; 


and the Diſcharges made of Matter, ſcalding 


hot, ſharp, corroſive, and ſtenchy, in ſurpriz- 
ingly great Quantity, gave ſufficient Teſtimony 
to the Truth of the Preſage, that I had before 
made, of the great Quantity of vitious Matter in 
her. In Proportion to the Diſcharges made, the 
Fever, - as alſo the Inflammation, Burning, and 
Itching of the Neck, and neighbouring Parts, 
abated. It was fo moleſting and vexatious, 


that ſhe would have a Liniment to be uſed 


outwardly. to the Parts; but that, as I foretold 


her, availed nothing, till the Principles diſ- 


penſed to the Parts, from within, were drawn 


off.

The Gripes and Lack returned by Fits, 
from the Birth till the Jaſt Illneſs, when they 
both ceaſed. Upon which he had again a 
Hooping and Catching of his Breath frequently, 
unleſs when prevented by Clyſters, till the Be- 
ginning of January 1716-17, when he had a con- 
vulſive Fit; in which he was black in the Face, 
His Tongue likewiſe was very black. His Sto- 
mach and the oppoſite Part of his Back worked 


each for the whole Time. He froathed and foam- 


ed at the Mouth. His Arms, Hands, Legs and 


Feet were ſtretched out, and inflexible, as it 0 
He 
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He was cold from Head to Foot; the Heat, 


probably, and the Bile, the Principle of it, re- 
maining in his Stomach; which, as likewiſe his 
Back, continued working to the very End of 
the Fit; while the Blood Veſſels of his Limbs, 


and perhaps of his whole Body, were filled and 


diſtended with Phlegm and Wind. After eight 
or ten Minutes he began to rattle in the Throat, 
to froath, foam, and then came to himſelf. 
But his Lips and Parts about his Mouth, con- 
tinued convulſed, twitching, and workin 

for four or five Minutes. About half an Hour 
after he relapſed; and had a ſecond like Fit. 


After which the Mother gave him a Clyſter ; and 


atdiſtance two or three Purges; ſo that he had 
no Fit till the Beginning of February following; 
when he had a third Fit. She obſerved that 
theſe Fits never came on him but when he was 
bound and ſtopped in his Guts; fo that ſhe 
endeavoured to relieve him by Clyſters and 
Purging; and by thoſe. Means kept them pretty 


well off till the Middle of April 1717 *. He 


had ſeveral Hoopings in the Interval; and ſhe 
ever obſerved that they contributed to the pre- 
venting of a Fit; ſo long as he could- bold 
them on, no Fit ever enſuing. Sometimes in the 
Fit, Wind went downwards with great Violence; 
and ſometimes a Stool; upon either of which 
he ever game to himſelf, Tho each ſometimes 
happened apart from the other, the Hoopings 
were ordinarily. attended with Convulſions of 
his Hands and Fingers, uſually before the Fit 


came on; inſomuch that when ſhe ever ſaw them

hich he was more heavy, torpid, ſtupid, faint, and feeble

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He has had at leaſt ſix within theſe laſt Twenty 
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ſo convulſed, ſhe expected a Fit to follow. She 
has ordinarily obſcrved, that if ſhe clapped her 
Hands to the Hypochondres on each Side his 
Hands and Fingers became convulſed at the 
Inſtant, and once a Fit enſued upon that Acci- 


dent. When he was a Fortnight old, he had a 


Raſh broke out all over, and has frequently 
ſince had Pimples break out by turns, in all 
Parts of his Body. When theſe Pimples are 
out, he is neither ſo ſubject to the Hoopings 
nor to the Fits as at other Times; tho* they 
never come out but when he is coſtive. After 


the Fit his Forehead frequently was hot, and 


his Hands; in the Declenſion of the Fit he 
conſtantly fell intoa cold Sweat ; which, a while 
after he was recovered, was ſucceeded by a hot 
Sweat. He had then alſo a Pain and Heavi- 
neſs in his Head. From the Time he was 


born he has been ſubject to a deep Sighing, 
which Sighing was followed by a Shivering, in 
the Part of his Back oppoſite to his Stomach. 

Abril 20, the Puſtules came out on his Throat 


ſo thick, and on the upper Part of his Breaſt, 


that for the Space they covered, the whole was 


as red as Blood; as alſo burning and hot. In 
the Evening this ſtruck in. * which his 
Bowels became more teazed than uſual with 
Wind and Gripes, as alſo coſtive; and his 
Clyſters have not been ſucceſsful. The Scro- 


tum was likewiſe ſeveral Times inflated with - 


Wind ; and this receding, he ever became im- 


mediately ſick at Stomach and puked. An 
hecking ſhort Cough, that he has had by Fits, 


about four Months paſt, ' has been for this 
Week more troubleſome than ever. The Fits 
have been likewiſe more frequent and violent.

1 put him 


upon the Uſe of unctuous Medicines z and of 
Purges with Clyſters. Theſe laſt brought down 
Phlegm, in incredible great Quantity, corrupt- 
ed, and emitting a moſt noiſome Carrion- like 
Smell, as alſo much Wind and Choler, chiefly 
green and black, hot, ſharp, and corroſive. He 
took likewiſe one Vomit; which ſacceeded 
kindly and well. The Benefit he preſently 
found from theſe Adminiſtrations rendered him 
very punctual, exact, and obſervant of them; 
ſo that in a ſhort Time all the great Symptoms 
were ſo far mitigated, and brought to a Truce, 


that his Life was become tolerable; and the 5 


main of his Diſtreſs at an End. This en- 
couraged him to proceed; and by Degrees 
his Appetite became moderate; what he eat, 
ſat now eaſily and well him, animated and raiſed 
him; what he drank did ſo too; and a very 
little Wine now ſufficed him. Nay, he came 
at length to ſuch a State as to need none, 
to like Water, and to be very eaſy with that 
alone. His Cordials and. Spirits were like- 
wiſe wholly diſmiſſed ; being now ho longer 
needed. That was likewiſe the Caſe of the 
Opiates ; he quickly coming to good Ret, 
ſleeping the greateſt Part of the Night quietly, 
confortably, and awaking refreſhed © by it. 
He was no longer coſtive ; but ſoluble and free. 
His Stomach. and Bowels became eaſy; the 


Inflation and Aching of the Hypochondres 


went off. The Incubus gave him no farther

Trouble; nor the Palpitation of the, Heart. 


The Oppreſſion of his Breaſt ceaſed. The 
Fits rarcly recurred; and gave him very little 
Trouble. His Paſſions were reduced; and 
brought under his Command and Power. His 
Courage was raiſed; his Temper was become 


calm, ſerene, and eaſy. His Head was come 


wholly to rights; and his Reaſoning regular 
and free. At preſent his Deportment is with 
very calm, diſcreet, good Senſe, good Man- 
ners, and great Humanity. His Melancholy 
is not now any longer troubleſome ; ſo that his 
Life is comfortable. He is very thankful, ſen- 


ſible, and much tranſported at the Change; but, 


conſidering his Age, how many Years theſe 
violent Symptoms have preſſed him, and the 
Detriment the Organs muſt needs have ſuſtain- 
ed, from ſo great a Load of noxious Matter, 
he thinks 1t reaſonable now and then to repeat 
his Medicines; which he all along found kindly 
to him, and ealy to take; and hopes, by a 
regular Conduct of his Life, to paſs the Re- 
mainder of it comfortably, cheerfully, . and 
with that orderly Uſe of his Reafon which he 
now enjoys, and which he thinks the higheſt 
Happineſs; declaring he would undergo any 
thing, and even have all his Limbs broke on a 
Rack, rather than relapſe into the cruel State 
wherein he lately was. | 

I ought not to diſmiſs this Caſe, without 
taking Notice, that his Father was of a melan- 
choly Diſpoſition, frequently teized with the 
Incubus, and died at the Age of Forty eight, 
of an Apoplexy. His Mother was of a very 


hyſteric Conſtitution, ſubject to Affections of 


her Stomach, and Head, Vapours, and Melan- 
choly. So that this Gentleman's Diſtemper

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is not only hereditary, but derived from both 
Father and Mother. That has been the Reaſon 


why it has been ſo tedious, ſo vexatious, and 


why it had ſo univerſally poſſeſſed, and taken 
into its Power, his whole Conſtitution. What 


contributed further to the heightning his Diſ- 


orders was, that he had ſeveral very great 
Loſſes and Misfortunes in his Affairs.

855 E has near completed her Twenty ſixth 


Year; and has been, all her Life, perſecuted 


by the Head-ach; by Pain of the Stomach, 


Wind, and the Cholic.

ſion of her Breaſt, and to be coſtive. 


Auguſt 7, 1717, a Looſeneſs befel her, that 


continued with ſuch Violence for three Days, 
that ſhe had near forty Stools in the Time. 
Auguſt 13, another Looſeneſs came on; and 
ſhe had about twenty Stools before Auguſt 1 5, 


in the Evening; when the Looſeneſs ſtopped, 


and the Small Pox appeared. A while before 


the Looſeneſs came on, ſhe was invaded with a 


Chillneſs and Shivering, like that of a Fit of an 
Ague. This was followed by as great an 


Exceſs of Heat, with a Pain of the Head and 


Back, which continued till the Small Pox 

ſhewed themſelves. | 18 
They proved to be confluent; and almoſt her 
whole Body was cruſted over with them; but, 
notwithſtanding, things went on very ſmoothly 
and happily. In the Intervals of the temperate 
teſtaceous Medicines, ſne took pretty freely of 
an unctuous Lambitive, made with Oil of 
'K 23 Sweet

grew daily greater, till at laſt it was very ſharp, 
About the End of Auguſt, going to Sleep, the 


Pain was very urgent; but, awaking in the 


Morning, that Pain wes ceaſed ; and another

It has re- 
turned frequently, ſometimes two or three 
Times in a Day, but irregularly, and at no 
certain Hour, It comes on when the Pain is 
moſt urgent ; begins at the Pit of the Stomach, 


but deſcends gradually i into the main Cavity of | 


the Stomach. Her Stomach is raiſed, and in- 
trenches much upon the Region of the Thorax. 
If the Shivering continue, in four or five Mi- 
nutes ſhe has a like Shivering, and light Tre- 
mor, over her whole Body. The Pain does 
not affe& the oppoſite Part of her Back ; nor 
the Shivering. But this is attended with a 
flight Chillneſs in her Stomach, which extends 
to that Part of the Back; and the. Chillnefs 


attends the Shivering all over. This rarely laſts 


a Quarter of an Hour. It is immediately ſuc- 
ceeded by a Thirſt, and by an Heat in the very 


Part where ſhe firſt feels the Chill, at the Pit of 


her Stomach ; which diffuſes itſelf lower into the 
Stomach; and, at about the ſame Diſtance of 
Time, that the Chill is wont, over. her 
whole Body. This continues much the ſame 
time that che Chill is wont. Neither of them

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Heat. She, is ſubje& to a Pain of the Head; 
which is uſually moſt urgent, during the hot 
Fit; and decreaſes with it. She had the Cata- 
menia at Seventeen; and they have returned 
regularly ever ſince. She had them in Courſe, 
once ſince the Acceſs of theſe Shiverings ; ' and 
tho* they continued four Days, neither the Pain 
nor Shiverings varied their Tenor in the leaſt. 
She has been ſubject, for her whole Life, to 
Pains of her Head, and to Vapours, and Ver- 
tigo. Beſides the Small Pox and Meaſles, ſhe 
has had two dangerous Fevers, Of late Years 
ſhe has been much teized with the Cholic. She 
had frequent Sickneſs at Stomach ; ſometimes 
her Appetite failed; at others was too craving, 
She was ever ſomewhat coſtive ; but, more than 
ever, ſince ſhe had this Pain of the Stomach. 

I directed two oily Draughts; and a purging 
Bolus, with a Clyſter; from which ſhe had ſeven 
or eight Stools, ſharp, hot, excoriating, with 
much Wind. This is the fourth Day ſince ſhe 
took the firſt Draught; and -ſhe has had no 
ſhivering Fit ſince. She is likewiſe more eaſy, 
cheerful, and lightſome. 

September 10, I appointed the ſame Medicines 
to be repeated; and afterwards Ipecacuanha 95.

Pain. He is of a foggy groſs Conſtitution; 
and has a craving Appetite, I put him upon 


the Uſe of Oils and Evacuations, Clyſters, 


. Purges, and Vomits, with good Succeſs. The 


Vomits brought up much Phlegm, putrid, foul, 
and ſtinking, as alſo Choler, bitter, ſour, and 
ſharp beyond Expreſſion, and frequently very 
hot, The ſucceeding Vomits brought up con- 
tinually what was worſe and worſe. The 
Phlegm deſcending with the Purges, was ex- 
ceſſive putrid and ſtenchy ; and the Choler ſo 


very ſharp and hot, as cruelly to excoriate and 


ſcald him coming away. Wind deſcended alfa 
frequently, in incredibly great Quantity, Re- 
flecting on theſe Phænomena, he ſoon became 
convinced, that his Swellings were owing to 
that Phlegm, caſt upon the Habit; and his 
Gout Pains, with the Fever attending, to that 
fharp hot Choler. This encouraged him to 
puriue the Method; and tho' the Diſcharges 
both Ways were inunuſually great Quantity, yet, 
excepting the Pain that neceſſarily aroſe from 
the Excoriations, they were very eaſy and 
kindly ; and he gained continually Health and 
Strength under them. His Head became more 
clear and ſerene ; and his Limbs more lightſome, 
eaſy, and ſtrong.

Fever, in vain, He will have it, that the Cor- 
tex fetches up the Gout into his Stomach; but 
is ſatisfied, ſince he ſees the Cauſe caſt out again 
ſo copiouſly and eaſily.

he made a vaſt Diſcharge with great Freeneſs 


and Eaſe, of coarſe, heavy, foul Fhlegm, with 
fome very nauſeous Choler. To his great Sur- 
prize, he obſerved his Legs and Feet, which 
had reccived ſome ſenſible Relief from the 
Purging, after the Vomiting to be eaſy, pliable, 
light, and ſtrong, beyond what he had obſerved 
them of ſome Years before. He is very poſitive - 
that what was thus vomited up, was ſent out of 
his Limbs into his Stomach, ſince the Diſcharge 
in the Morning. For, after that Diſcharge, his 
Stomach was become lightſome and eaſy, by 
being ſo far emptied by the Purge. But, by 


that Means, Way being made for the Reception 


of it, he thinks the peccant Matter came gra- 


dually out of his Limbs into his Stomach; they 


becoming continually better, and his Stomach 
becoming more and more uneaſy, till Vomit- 
ing, as above, he caſt forth the Cauſe of it. 
He is the better Judge of what is tranſacted

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This once known, no one can well wonder that 


it ſhould produce ſo great Symptoms within: 
or that the getting it happily out, ſhould require 
much Application and Art. After. this Vomit- 
ing he was chearful, eaſy, and well; his Limbs 


more free, diſengaged, and lightſome than ever. 
Convinced of the Reaſonableneſs of theſe Ope- 


rations, and ſenſible of the Benefit he receives 
from them, he ever ſets about them with great 
Cheerfullneſs ; and, conducting himſelf diſcreet- 
ly in them, they conſtantly ſucceed well, and 


give him very little Trouble or Offence ; beſides 


that he finds himſelf ever afterwards much 
eaſier, ſtronger, more chearful, and every way 
better than before. He has drank hard, and 
lived high from his Youth; and has had the 
Gout for . . . . Years; generally every Fit 
worſe than other, and ſome to ſuch Exceſs, as 
to be ſcarcely credible, Before he entered on 


the unctuous Method, with Evacuations, he

In the Night ſhe has been wont to 
have, for ſome Time, from the Waiſt upwards, 
Sweats, clammy, cold, ſometimes with Fits of 
Heat, ſtenchy like Carrion, and ſo profuſe, that 
ſhe has been obliged to change both her Shifts, 
and the Linen of her Bed, very frequently.

HE was born March 3, 1689-90, being

better. Not long after, ſhe had the Small Pox; 
and after them the Meaſles ; both very favou- 
rably. At twelve ſhe began to have the Green 
h Sickneſs ; and became very feeble, weak, lean, 
7 8 2 pale, 
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* and ſhort breathed. She eat Chalk, 
laiſter, Earth, and Coals; but had little In- 
clination to any natural Diet. She had a great 
Gnawing and Pain in her Stomach ; which the 
Chalk and other Things mitigated, and aſſwaged 
for the Time. At Fourteen ſhe had the Cata- 
menia; which returned regularly, till, being 


married, ſhe became with Child. But ſhe had 


them generally in too great Quantity. . She was 
commonly pretty well and free to Stool. She was 
married January 20, 1712-133 has had three 
Miſcarriages; and two Children born alive, 
but both ſince dead. She was never ſick, or 
ſubje& to vomit, when ſhe was Breeding ; but 
had uſually a Griping and Looſeneſs at that 
Time, for two or three Days.

Thus 
ſhe continued till the Time ſhe was brought to 
Bed, in October, 1716. She was perſecuted 
almoſt inceſſantly with this Thought of the 
Porpoiſe Day and Night. She was, at Times, 
heavy and lethargic; and her beſt Sleep was 
diſturbed by frightful Dreams. She never 


awaked but this Thought firſt came into her 


Mind; and continued till ſhe went to Sleep 


again. The Pain of her Stomach, and the 
Thought continually attending it, increaſed 


and grew more and more vexatious, till the 
Time that ſhe was brought to Bed. Only ſome- 
times the Pain of the Stomach a little remitted, 
when the Thought did ſo too; but it became as 
vexatious as ever, upon the Increaſe of the 
Pain; the Diſturbance of the Thought being 


commenſurate to the Pain, and greater or leſs, 


as the Pain happened to be greater or leſs. She 
frequently endeavoured to caſt that Thought 
out; and to introduce another, that might be 
more pleaſing to her; in which ſhe ſometimes 
ſucceeded ; but the new Thought, however 
pleaſant at firſt, became, in a little time, as trou- 
bleſome and diſturbing as that of the Porpoiſe. 
She had at ſome times a Scotoma; at others, 
Fits of Weeping, very profuſe ; after which 


the Thought and Pain grew leſs troubleſome 


for a while. . 
If ſhe drank a little Cordial Water, it ſome- 


what mitigated the Pain for the Time; and her

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Thoughts were leſs vexatious. Or if Wind 
happened to deſcend, the Pain and Thoughts 
immediately remitted for a while. I have, in 
its Place, ſhewn, that the main End of the Ca- 
tamenia is to diſpatch forth ſuch Bile as 
may happen to be redundant, or vitious. Her's 
appears to have been both; and not being 
diſpatched forth, during her Impregnation, 
and the Suppreſſion of the Catamenia, it act- 
ed theſe Parts and Reeks above, in her Sto- 
mach and Head. She adviſed with her Apo- 


thecary, and took ſeveral Medicines by his Ap- 


pointment, but without the leaſt Relief; and 
ſome that ſhe thought herſelf worſe after. Upon 
which he adviſed her to be cheerful, and to be 
briſk. Which is commonly inculcated by thoſe 
who are not Judges of theſe Things, and who 
do not know, that People in this Caſe are ſubject 
to the Fury of a morbid Principle, and wholly 
under the Government of it. It 1s the Nature 
and Property of that Principle to diſturb the 
Thoughts, pervert the reaſoning Power, and 
preſent melancholy and vexatious Ideas and 
Images of things. So that to adviſe them to 
think rightly, or to be cheerful, is juſt the 
fame, as to adviſe a Man under a ſevere Fit of 
the Gout or Stone to be eaſy, and to be in no 
Pain. To utter ſuch Sentences, they, muſt 
either think them Charms, and themſelves Con- 
jurors; or they do thoſe that are in this unhappy 
Caſe the utmoſt Injury, by intimating to their 
Friends, that Eaſe and Cheerfulneſs is in their 
Power ; and that, if they enjoy not both, they 
are to blame, and it is their own Fault; than 
which nothing can be more unjuſt. 


Upon 
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V pon her being brought to Bed, the Thought 
and the Pain were, for three Days, ſomewhat 
leſs troubleſome ; but aſterwards various teazing 
Thoughts, and many not rational, began to 
perplex her; and became more moleſting than 
ever. Amongſt others, ſhe had Thoughts of 
the Devil, as tempting and vehemently urging 
of her to ill; particularly to fling her Child into 
the Fire, beat its Brains out, and the like; to 
which ſhe had the utmoſt Horror and Averſion ; 
being naturally mild, good-natured, and very 
virtuous. But ſhe found herſelf ſo much out 
of her own Power and Guidance, excepting 
only when the Principle in her Stomach hap- 
pened to be a little eaſy and quiet; and that ſhe 
was ſo entirely under the Diſpoſition and Go- 
vernment of that Principle, that ſhe was in per- 
petual Fear of her doing ſomething very ill, 
when that was boiſterous in her. She had fre- 
quently Temptations to lay violent Hands on 
herſelf. Theſe Moleſtations and Suggeſtions 


of the Devil, as ſhe apprehended, became con- 


tinually more frequent and troubleſome, ſo as 
almoſt to diſtract her; and ſhe was neither 
capable of Buſineſs, nor any regular Thought; 
ſhe durſt never be by herſeif, or alone, for Fear 
of ſome ill Accident; till the Time that ſhe 
applied to me. She never ſaw any thing; but 
ſeemed to hear a Voice, which ſhe apprehended 
was of the Devil; calling her into the next Room; 
ſne conſtantly refuſing, praying, Sc. She was 
ſometimes able to change the Thought of the 
Devil, to that of God; but yet even this, by 
Degrees, became as troubleſome and vexatious 
as the former. Tho? ſhe had frequently a Senſe 
of -Fullneſs, and her Head ſcemed to ſwell, 


and to be bigger than uſual, when her Thoughts . 
vol S 4 and 
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and Pain were ever the moſt urgent ; ſhe had at 
other Times a Senſe of Emptineſs, and Hollow- 
neſs of her Head, as if filled with Wind. She 
had the Lochia as uſual ; only they were diſ- 
coloured and ſomewhat more than ordinarily 
black. She has had the Catamenia once ſince 
ſhe was brought to Bed, in greater Quantity, 
and much blacker than uſual. In her Stools 
alſo, upon the evacuant Medicines, was an 
Atra Bilis enough to ſhew Cauſe ſufficient of all 
theſe Diſorders. 

She conſulted me, November 6, 1716. I di- 
reed her an oily Draught ; and the following 
Purge,

to be taken next Morning; and a Clyſter, half 
an Hour after it. In the Operation, the Pain 
of the Stomach remitting, her Thoughts became 
leſs troubleſome; and a Sickneſs came on at her 
Stomach, but not ſo great as to move Vomit- 
ing. It worked plentifully, giving at leaſt a 
dozen Stools, exceſſively ſtenchy and frothy; 
ſome of them black, and others green; all very 
ſharp, and rendering her very ſore. She was 
much diſturbed by Wind, during the Ope- 
ration, paſſing both up and down. 

She had, after this, a better Night than uſual; 
and the next Day the Pain of her Stomach was 
eaſier, and her Thoughts not ſo unruly as 


before. She continued taking 36. of Oil of 


Sweet Almonds every Morning, excepting thoſe - 
Days on which ſhe purged. In the Operation 
of the third Purge, which was very plentiful,

The Stomach was ſomewhat larger, and the 
Coats of it thinner than natural. 

The Gall Bladder was near full of Gall, or a 
blackiſh blue Colour. ;

Liver. 
In the Kidnies there appeared nothing amiſs. 
There was very little Fat any where. In the 
bdomen there was ſcarcely any Blood; but

Heart were thin; and the Ventricles ſomewhat 
larger than natural. 
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The Lungs were generally tender, and near 
periſhing ; but very full of Tubercles, cartila- 
ginous, and very hard; ſeveral as big as Field 
Beans, and ſome joining ſo as to form Cluſter 
or Racemi. 


Mr. Dis NE V. March, 1717-18. 
E. had been indiſpoſed for about a Month; 


complained of a Stoppage of his Stomach, 

and Want of Appetite. At the Beginning of 
Merch, he had a violent Looſeneſs for three 
Days and Nights. Upon the Stopping of this, 
his Head was invaded by a violent Pain. He 
was very chill and feeble. March 6, he was 
thirſty, treated as in a Fever; and I, being 
called in March 8, found him in one; his Pulſe 
was quick and pretty high, his Tongue hard 
and dry, his Mouth clammy; his Urine high 
and little; there was in his Countenance a Caſt 
of livid or blackiſh. He was faint, dejected, 
and his Breaſt much oppreſſed. He had had 
little or no Reſt the two foregoing Nights. He 
was very hot, but, having many Cloaths on the 
Bed, inclinable to ſweat. I adviſed him gra- 
dually to lighten the Cloaths, and ſomewhat 
leſſen that Heat; and tho' there was among 
thoſe about him a great Out-cry of a Fever, | 
directed very few Alexipharmics ; putting the 
Streſs of the Cure on unctuous and. mucila- 
ginous Medicines, particularly a Linctus and 
Apozem. I ordered him to take of the Linctus 
apace ; and, returning at Night, found he had 
taken it all. He told me his Fever was become 
ſomewhat leſs; that he had had a Stool, much 
bound, very black, and offenſive ; and that he 
began to make Water ſomewhat more "ou

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that he was not ſo faint, nor his Breaſt ſo much 


oppreſſed as before. But he ſaid the Medicines 


had brought on a Coughing and Spitting, 
which he had not before. I told him that was 


well for him, and would contribute ro his Re- 


lief. What he ſpit was chiefly in Pellets, 
ſtrangely clodded and hard. One or two of 
them were of Blood, clodded and black. I di- 
rected him to go on with the Uſe of the Lin&us 
freely. Having had little or no Sleep of two 
Nights before, I was much urged to preſcribe 
an Opiate, and did fo ; but one that was very 
gentle ; ordering withal, that it ſhould not be 
taken, unleſs there was preſſing Occahon. In 
the Morning 1 found he had reſted pretty well 
without it; was better in all Reſpects; and 
now without any the leaſt Remains of his Fever. 
What he ſpit had no longer Blood in it; was 
now 1n greater Quantity ; much of it thinner, 
yellow, and exactly reſembling Gall. The 
Urine began to break. This, and what he diſ- 
charged by ſpitting, ſhewed plainly enough what 
was'become of the Fever ; and which ways the 
unctuous Medicines diſpoſed of the Cauſe of it. 
For the next Morning I appointed an oily 
Draught and Clyſter, which ſucceeded ; well; 
and brought down very much Wind, with 
Fœces, black, and terrible ſtenchy. This 
Evening the Urine had the largeſt and fouleſt 
Sediment that I ever ſaw. He continued the 
Uſe of the Linctus and Apozem ; and paſſed 
the Day tolerably eaſy, ſpitting more and more. 
In the Evening, by the Neglect of the Nurſe, 
he took Cold. He had no Reſt all Night; but 
was light headed, and very much diſcompoſed.

I the Time that Mr. Diſney was in this, 
Mrs. Middleton's Son, a Boy of nine 
Years old, had a like Fever, but more intenſe 
and high ; attended likewiſe with hypochon- 
driac Pains; and was cured by the ſame Method. 
This Fever, tho? his Mother obſerved it ſenſibly 
to abate after every oily Draught, and eſpecially 


when a Clyſter was given a while after it, went

deed there was little Occaſion. I have obſerved, 4 - ' 
that there happens a Diminution of the Hear- 


ing frequently upon the Uſe of it. Sir Jeremy 


Sambrook had a great Opinion of it; took it 
frequently; and, to paſs by other ill Effects of 
it upon him, it rendered him very deaf. As it 
is a Sty ptic and Abſorbent, it takes up the Bile 
of the Stomach, reſtrains it there; and the 
Flatus, ariſing from this, affects the Parts 


above, the Organs of Hearing, and frequently 
the Brain.

HERE have been ſome Notes of this

For near twenty Years paſt, he hath been 
frequently followed with ſevere Fits of the 
Strangury; in which he made Water in little 


Quantity, commonly by Drops, very hot, 


ſharp, and very ſalt. The Pain was wont to 
be ſo violent, as near to put him into Conyul- 
ſions; and frequently into exceſſive Sweats. 

He has been for ten or twelve Years paſt, 
ſubject to Agues; his Houſe being ſituated in a Ae. 
high thin chill Air. TRE INE OT 

In November, 1716, he had a vehement Strange 
Attack of an Ague ; and was relieved by taking .6ng on 
great Quantities of the Jeſuits: Powder. At the fi C. 
JOINS! T Diſtance tex, 
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Diſtance of about a Week from the laſt Fit, he 
was invaded by a violent Inflammation and 
Swelling of the external Parts of his left Ear. 
It began with an Itching, and Burning; and, 
upon the Uſe of ſome Ointment, thoſe Sym 

toms of the Ear ceaſed in about a Week, 
Three or four Days after, his Lips began to burn, 
throb, bliſter, and break out. This Affection 
ſpread and diffuſed itſelf gradually on, till it 
had covered his Face quite up to his Eyes. It 
invaded likewiſe his Noſe and Chin; and fo, 
excepting only his Forehead, took Poſſeſſion of 
his whole Face; which was much inflamed, 
ſwelled, and ſcabbed. Thus it continued, with 
great Trouble to him, and Want of Sleep, for 


three Days and Nights; at the End of which, 


there ſuddenly aroſe a Salivation, or Flux of 
a Rheum, very ſharp and ſalt, in incredibly 
great Quantity, to near two Gallons in Twenty 
four Hours; at the End of which, it much 
declined ; and went quite off in three or four 
Days. From the Beginning of the Flux, his 
Face became ſomewhat eaſier ; and the Inflam- 
mation and Swelling began to abate. In about 
three Weeks, the Symptoms of his Face were 
wholly off, and the Scabs cleared. | 
The cold Fits of his Agues were wont to be 
inconſiderable, and ſhort, going uſually off in 
about half an Hour; but the hot Fits generally 
laſted about Twenty four Hours, with great 
Vehemence ; his Head being affected, for the 
Time, with a Senſe of. Fullneſs, Weight, and 
Pain. In Auguſt 1716, he had three Fits of 
the Ague; the hot Fit of the laſt whereof con- 
tinued near ſeventy Hours. The Day following 
the third Fit, he was invaded by a violent Pain 


in the Left Kidney, which laſted abour twelve 


Hours; 


Hours; and was attended with a Pulſation, 
lainly felt outwardly, He could make no 
Water for the Time ; but had ſeveral glowing 


ſhooting Efforts of Pain, down through each 
Ureter to the Bladder and Urethra. At the 


End of twelve Hours, a Terebinthine Clyſter 


being given, the Pain paſſed inſtantly to the 
Right Kidney; and in about half an Hour, as 


the Clyſter began to work, he made Water, and 


the Pain went off. It was apprehended that he 
had a Stop in his Kidnies; and indeed the Ap- 
prehenſion was juſt. For in the firſt Water 
diſcharged, there was obſerved a great Quantity 
of tough Phlegm. From that Time the 
Phlegm in his Urine continued, generally in- 
creaſing, for about four Months; and then it 


ceaſed for about ſix Months, viz. tilt about 
June 1717; when his Water ſtopped a- new, but 


without any Pain of his Kidnies. In the Water 
next voided, the Phlegm was more in Quantity, 
thicker, and tougher, than ever before. From 
that Time to this it has continued; and the 
Quantity of the Phlegm has been gradually more 
and more, as well as thicker and thicker. Only 
now and then, he has had a few Intervals of

ö Fanuary 4, 1717-18, Mr. Emmet ſent me his Water 
from Bremley; there was ſomething above a Pint of it. It 


was made the Night before, in about twelve Hours. When 
I eame to examine it, it confiſted entirely of a very ropy 
heavy Phlegm. There was not one Drop amongſt it that 


was not tenacious and viſcid. And yet it had a pretty 
ſtrong Smell, ſaline, urinous, fœtid, much reſembling the 


Smell of ſalted Fiſh, tending, towards Putrefaction, but 


with an Halitus, ſomething more ſharp and ſaline. I had 
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and Relief from it; and upon the Acceſs of the 
Phlegm, he becomes eaſter and more lightſome 
than before. Nor has he had near ſo violent 
Fits of the Strangury, for this whole Space of 
Time, from Auguſt 1716, as before. Not but 
that before and after voiding the Water, in 
which is this Phlegm, he has much Pain, and 
Senſe of Sharpneſs, eſpecially after making it. 
And at the End of the Interval that this is ſuſ- 
pended, he has Fore- notice of the Acceſs of the 
Phlegm, by the Sharpneſs and ſtrong ſaline 
Smell of the Urine. And ſor the whole Time 
that it is thus impregnated with Phlegm, his 
Water taſtes and ſmells ſalter than ever. Every 
Time he makes Water, it is uſually preceded 
by a little Phlegm, pretty thick and yellow; 
and likewiſe followed by a little, but thinner, 
and more tranſparent. The Water comes from 
him in a Stream, and thin “ as uſual; but is 
ordinarily of a whitiſh Colour. After it has 
ſtood, and is cold, the whole Maſs of it becomes 
ropey, to ſuch Degree of Strength, as hardly to 
be credited; rather ſtronger than any Phlegm 
I have ordinarily ſeen diſcharged by Vomit, 


Of this he diſcharges to the Quantity of about 


five Pints in Twenty four Hours. But he 


two or three other Opportunities of examining his Water ; 
and ever found it exactly of the like ſort. 

Were not the Phlegm thus thin, it could not paſs the 
Kidneys ;. and this Thinneſs is owing to the Heat in him: 
As the ſtrongeſt Gellies, heated over a Fire, loſe their ge- 
latinous Conſiſtence, are put into Fuſion, and become thin 
and liquid for the Time. The ſo great Heat of his Body 
is Owing to the ſo great Quantity of bilioſe Salts in it. Of 
theſe we have Proof, in thoſe Fits of the Cholic that he 
had; in the Salts of his Urine; in the incredibly great 
Heat and Pain, that attend the Fits of the Strangury in 
him; and in the hot Fits of the Agues, ſome of which 
laſted twenty, or thirty, and one ſeventy Hours.

drinks pretty freely of a Decoction made of 
common Mallows, Liquoriſe, and Raiſins, 


which promotes his making Water, and renders 


the Paſſage ſome what more free and eaſy. The 
Water that he makes of Nights is much thicker, 
and the Phlegm more ropy, than of Days. 
If he drink Wine of any ſort, with equal 


Water, he is ſomewhat eaſier, and his Urine 


thinner for the Time; but afterwards his Water 
is ſo much the hotter and ſharper, eſpecially 


after white Wine. His Belly, that was wont to 


be pretty tumid, hard, and big, is. ſenſibly 
ſhrunk and decreaſed, ſince he has thus voided 


Phlegm ; and he thinks his Fleſh rather 
declines. He is frequently faint; and apt to 
be chagrined. His Pulſe is low and heavy; 


which indeed it commonly is, His Tongue is 
well coloured. He has not been ſo regular and 


free to Stool, for this laſt Year and a Half, as

This 1 
aſſert, not only upon what he writ, but upon 
careful Examination of three Phials of it, that 
he ſent hither to me. He ſays he is perfectly 
eaſy, makes Water freely, and is now con- 
vinced, that he has no Ulcer in his Bladder, 
which ſome before perſuaded him he had. On 
this Purge his Belly fell very much; and a-while 
after I ordered it to be repeated, with the Ad- 
dition of one Grain of Elaterium.

. He has been, all along, ſenſible, that, as the ill 
Principle in his Stomach was augmented, his 
Sollicitude and Melancholy were ſo too; and his 
Thoughts became daily more and more trouble- 
ſome and unruly. Nor can it be thought ſtrange, 
that as the Principles, which are the Inſtruments, 
and excite a" grateful and placid Senſation, 
being enforced and multiplied, ſhould: cauſe 
an ungrateful Senſation and Pain; ſo the Prin- 
ciples, that aſſiſt in Thinking, præternaturally 
increaſed, ſhould alſo increaſe the Diſpoſition to 
Thought; or, being depraved, by Interpoſition 
of Salts, extraneous and improper, ſhould. per- 
vert the Power of Cogitation, and wrong In- 
ments produce wrong Thoughts. In thoſe, 
Perſons, who happen to, have the Organs and 
Parts, more than uſually delicate, and of quick 
Perception, which was the Caſe of Mr. Redman, 
they will be the more ſuddeoly irritated, and the 
Fibres the more eaſily put into Struggles. Theſe 
will produce new Commotions in the bilioſe 
Principle; and, by theſe Reciprocations, the 
ction of it will be perverted and confounded, 
It is on this Account, that People of the finer 
Conſtitutions | are the moſt obnoxious to theſe 
Maladies-. Then, an Increaſe of one Set or 
Order of the bilioſe Salts muſt, in Proportion, 
increaſe the Action of that Order. By this 


Means 
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Means ſome Perſons are puſhed on with greater 
Impetuoſity to Anger and Rage; others to 


Cbeerfulneſs and Joy; others to Sollicitude, 


Anxiety, and Melancholy. As the Increaſe of 
theſe Salts increaſes the Action, ſo the Re- 
trenchment and Diſcharge of them, by proper 
Medicines, reduces and diminiſnhes that Action. 
Nor is there, more Reaſon to ſuppoſe any ex- 
terior Agent concurring with the Action of 
thoſe Salts, in the Production of theſe Affec- 
tions, diſorderly Thoughts, and Paſſions, than 
in their Production of the Cholic, the Gout, 
and other Symptoms and Diſeaſes. Nor had 
he himſelf any the leaſt Notion, that even the 
worſt Suggeſtions were ever owing to any Col- 
luſion of the Devil, as a Divine, he conſulted, 
would have perſuaded him, but. entirely to a 
Principle within, and ſeated in his Stomach. 
Not but that they were ſo moleſting and terrible, 
at ſome times, that he declared he ſhould have 
been in leſs Fear and Apprehenſion from the 
Devil, if preſent, than he was actually from 
them. Indeed, he found himſelf now, finally, 
entirely under the Government of this Principle, 
and very little in his own Power. When it was 
moſt predominant, it wholly ſteered and deter- 
mined him; he could hardly fix his Thoughts 
on any thing, without it's forcing him off from 
the Subject, and rarely think of thoſe things 
to which he had Inclination, and that his For- 
tunes and Affairs required; but it ſuggeſted and 
8 him ordinarily to others very different, 
and frequently quite contrary. Then, when it 
had put him upon theſe, it would preſently toſs 
him thence to ſuch as were ſtill different; and 
afterwards to others, with great Impetuoſity, and 
Hurry, ſo as to let him have little or no Quiet, 
2 8 or 
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or Reſpite. It ſometimes obtruded on him 
Thoughts that were, as filly and impertinent, 

ſo frequently wicked, and even blaſphemous. 

But, as he is a Gentleman naturally of good 
Senſe, and of a very virtuous Diſpoſition, he ever 
deteſted theſe Suggeſtions. © For, all the while 

he was thus teized, and hared, he retained his 
Reaſon, and had true Sentiments of Perſons 

and Things ; continuing, notwithſtanding theſe 
perverſe Thoughts, to purſue his Buſineſs; but 

with great Diſturbance, and Interruption. Nor 

was this Principle ever ſo prevalent over him, 

as to diſpoſſeſs him of a right Underſtaading, 

ſo that he was not capable of judging, even 

while he was under the Dominion and Influence 

of it, and of the Errors and Abſurdities of its 
Impulſes. His Memory is near quite aboliſhed; 

and, indeed, he is become now at laſt, little ca- 

pable of turning his Thoughts to any. thing, 

but juſt what this leads and determines him to. 

It miſrepreſents all things to him ; and exhibits 

them to him in a Manner really different 

from what they are in themſelves; but, gene- | 
rally, as black, diſmal, and horrible. What, / 
in his beſt Health, was the moſt grateful and 
pleaſant to him, is now offenſive,” and even 
ſhocking. As this vitious Principle diſpoſes 

and urges him on to think, ſo does it alſo to 

ſpeak, frequently contrary to his Reaſon and 
Inclination. In like Manner it compels him 

to act, to do and to undo, to run, to go, and 

to return. For Inſtance, it once incited and 
compelled him to take a Journey, of about 

ſixty Miles, to ſearch for a Paper that he well 

knew he had: ſome time before burned, and 

that was then really no where in being; and - 
yet, tho he was ſatisfied of that, the Incitements 
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and Impulſes were ſo ſtrong, that he could not 
forbear undertaking ſo great a Journey in queſt 


of it. When the Principles were in the greateſt 


Perturbation, it ſeveral times urged him vehe- 
mently to deſtroy and kill himſelf ; which he 
ever abhorred, and guarded againſt, as fooliſh, 
unnatural, and ſinful. Not but that he was very 
weary of Life; and Death, in a natural or 
honourable way, would have been very welcome 
to him. For he knew no Pain or Torment ſo 
great, not even a Rack, that he would not 
ſubmit to, rather than thoſe ſo cruel and even 
intolerable Perſecutions. 

This is the main of what I 1 collected 
from Mr. Redman; but he, abhorring to talk of 
the Subject, relates it wich ſome Confuſedneſs; 
fo that it was not practicable for me to dray 
up and digeſt the Relation, in ſo good Method 
as otherwiſe I might. 

He applied to me in the Spring, 1718. 1

ſiderable. On the contrary, he found himſelf 
much more in his own Power, was more chear- 
ful; and, when at any Time the vexatious 
Thoughts began to be again troubleſome, he 
took a Doſe of the Pills; which conſtantly re- 
lieved him for the Time; and he continued eaſy 
and free for ſome Days after.

The Friends of the Patient finding him 
decline, and, by every new Preſcription, Symp- 
toms ſtill added to the old, caſt off all Hopes of 
further Help from this Method; and had 


recourſe again to the Perſon that gave them 


Advice at firſt ; who avoided Aſtringents, and 
gave him Purges, but ſuch as were ſlight, and 
not over proper; beſides, he ſometimes gave 
him Bitters; ſo that Mr. Pratten, tho' he be- 
came ſomewhat better, made but ſlow Advances 


: towards Health. 


I was conſulted in Auguſt. I found him ema- 
ciated and hectic. His Pulſe was little and 
quick; his Urine rather paler than common, 
He had a cadaverous Aſpect; his Countenance 
was tarniſhed; and there was a conſiderable 
Blackneſs under his Eyes. He was wholly 
without Appetite ;' ſhattered, diſcompoſed, very 
capricious, and paſſionate. He was withal very 
weak. One Symptom they particularly took 
Notice of, that he was pinched in at the Pit of 
his Stomach, and all round his Waiſte. During 
the Time that he was thus pinched in, he was 
feeble, chill, faint, and had Twitchings in his 
Legs, but was quiet and peaceable for the 
Time.

N UGUST 6, 1718, being gone eighteen 
I or twenty Weeks with Child, and having 
eaten pretty much Fruit over Night, about 
Three in the Morning ſhe awaked, in much 
Diſorder, with a great Pain on her Right Side, 
Gripes in her Stomach, Sickneſs, Reaching, 
and finally Vomiting of Phlegm and Choler, 
very ſharp and hot. Thus ſhe continued all 
the Day, the following Night, and the next 
Day. Notwithſtanding that great Endeavours 


were uſed to ſtop the Vomiting, theſe proved 
vain, and were fruſtrated, partly by the Boiſte- 


rouſneſs of the Principles in Emotion in her 


Stomach, and partly by the Vigour of her 


Bowels, and Conſtitution. The only Effect 
that could be perceived of what was given, 
was, that her Head, before eaſy and well, be- 
came, by Fits, heavy and dizzy. Dr. Warcuppe, 
who had attended her hitherto, declaring he 
could not ſtop the Vomiting, or do any thing 


further for her; ſhe, being paſt Hopes, I was 


brought in, Avguf? 6, at Eight in the Evening, 
The Pain of her Side, and Tormina of her Sto- 
mach, were as great as ever; the Sickneſs and 
Reachings were likewiſe as great; but her-Sto- 
-mach, by the long and continual Efforts, was 


ſo much weakened, that ſhe now raiſed little. 


Indeed ſhe was fo ſhattered, faint, and ſunk, 
that ſhe herſelf, and all preſent, thought her 
dying. I ſent out inſtantly, to the next Neigh- 
bour Apothecary, for two Ounces of Oil of 


dweet Almonds; gave it her; and, as ſoon as 


it 
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it could be warmed, near half a Pint of Canary. 


Upon this, breaking up much Wind off her 
Stomach, ſhe became ſomewhat eaſier, and leſs 
faint than before. By the Oil, the Acrimony of 
the Choler was tempered and repreſſed ; and 
the Fumes, ariſing from the Colluctations of it, 
that diſtended and hurt her Stomach, were ſo far 
leſſened, that they now could aſcend, and began 
to get forth; by which Means, Way was made 
for the more eaſy plying and contracting of 
her Stomach, and for Vomiting, tho' the Sick- 
neſs and Reaching were now likewiſe as good 
as ceaſed : By the Wine, her Stomach was com- 
forted, animated, and invogorated. About a 
Quarter of an Hour after the Canary, ſhe 
drank a Quart of Sage Tea, Milk-warm, very 
ſmall, and a little ſweetened with coarle Sugar. 
The Deſign of this, was to dilute, and break 
the Choler, to thin the Phlegm in her Sto- 


mach, and diſpoſe it to riſe. Urging the Riſe 


of it with a Feather, ſhe vomited now eaſily 
and freely; and drinking again near half a 
Pint of warm Canary, and upon it about a 
Quart more of the ſame warm Infuſion of Sage, 
ſweetened, ſhe vomited near as freely as before. 


By this Means was brought up, in all, above a 


a Pint of Phlegm, very heavy, tough, and foul ; 
and much Choler, ſharp, bitter, and hot. The 
Reſult was, her Head was become free and 
clear, her Stomach eaſy; the Sickneſs, Reaching, 
and Tormina wholly ceaſed. The Faint- 
neſs now was inconſiderabls; and her Strength 


near recovered. I chuſe to take Notice of this, 


becauſe the Faintneſs is generally urged in 
Argument againſt Vomiting ; upon Preſump- 
tion that that Action will increaſe the Faintneſs 
and Weakneſs; whereas, in reality, the m 
1 | er 
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ler being thus tempered, the Stomach animated, 
and Way made for the Riſe and Diſcharge of what 
cauſed this Faintneſs, it is (by this Means) re- 
medied and taken off. The Pain of the Side, 
cauſed partly by the Corroſion of ſharp, hot, 
bilioſe Streams, and partly by the Inflation and 
Tenſion of the Stomach, was near taken off 
by the ſame Means; tho this be generally made 
an Objection to Vomiting, and the Straining 
thought dangerous, and like to increaſe that 
Pain. After the Vomiting was over, I directed 
two Ounces more of Oil of Sweet Almonds, and 
one of Syrup of Damaſk Roſes; and, half an 
Hour after, a Clyſter to be given; which was 
done accordingly ; and was followed by a great 
Diſcharge, that Way, of Wind, putrid Phlegm, 
and Choler. She being very importunate for a 
quieting Draught, having had no Reſt the Night 
before, to ſatisfy her, and put her Mind at eaſe, 
directed one; but adviſed her not to take it, 
unleſs ſhe found Occaſion for it; which 1 
believed, after the Operations ſucceeding ſo 
well, ſhe would not. It fell out accordingly, 
and the Draught was not taken; ſhe having a 
pretty good Night; and ſleeping, ſeveral times, 
awaked refreſhed, and was tolerably eaſy | 
in the Morning ; when the oily Draught was 
repeated, and an Hour after the Clyſter, with 
-ry Succeſs, 

After this, ſhe had little Diforder or Un- 
calineſs ; only at about twelve Hours Diſtance, 
for two or three Days, ſhe had a ſlight periodical 
Return, and Remembrance of the Pain of her 
Side. By repeating the oily Draughts, at con- 
venient Intervals, and a proper Purge or two, 
her Health was reſtored. I forgot to mention, 
Hes, Straining to vomit, Oils, Clyſters, and 
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Purges, are generally cenſured when given to 
Women with Child. Beſides the Reaſons. of 
things, the Event here, and in many other 
Caſes that I have ſeen, evinces the contrary, 


She was, by this Means, not only ſecured, but 


brought to a better State of Health "than ſhe 
had enjoyed of ſome Months. When, before, 
the leaſt that was expected, was that ſhe ſhould 
miſcarry. Not that it is to the Remedies, but 


to the Art, the Management, and the Admini- 


ſtration, that the Relief is owing. It muſt be 
allowed, that the things here given are innocent, 
and eaſy to be taken: And, for the Benefit of 


thoſe that may fall into this dangerous and un- 
happy State, I cannot but declare, that I have 


never known this Method unſucceſsful, even in 
the moſt violent Cholic, of all the many Caſes 
T have known it uſed in. 
FA CTOBER- 31, 1718, happening to be 
at Twining's Coffee Houle, in Devereux 
Court, Dr. Littlebales came to me, and deſired 
me to go and ſee Thomas. . . a Servant 
in that Houſe; ſaying, that he bad vomited 
Blood; that be believed his Stomach was mortified ; 
that, if he was not dead, be was dying; that there 
was nothing to be done; and that all the World 
could not ſave bis Life, I found him wan, as if 
dead, cold, and without any Pulſe. I directed 
half a Pint of Canary to be warmed, and given 


him; which was Cone in a few Minutes. A 
Quarter of a Pint of Oil of Sweet Almonds was 


-given immediately upon this; preſently after he 
began to recover and ſpeak, ſaying he was better, 
and his Pulſe returned; which was regular, 
but low, and ſomewhat too quick. He. became 
alſo warm; and a little Ruddineſs appeared in 
8 his 
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his Face. Examining all that they had ſaved 


of the Blood vomited, I obſerved in it much 


Choler. There had been ſix Ounces of Blood 


taken out of his Arm, before I came. I aſked 
if he was not coſtive ? He told me he was. I 
aſked, if he had not an aching Pain in his Sto- 
mach? He told me he had had ſuch a Pain for 
about three Weeks. I directed a gentle Clyſter 
to be got ready, and given in half an Hour; 
J alſo ordered ſmall Chicken Broth, a Decoction 
of either dry'd Ground Ivy or Marſh Mallows, 
to be in Readineſs, in Caſe he ſhould be again 


fick, and vomit, to drink, in order to the eaſier 
helping up ſuch clodded Blood as might be 


remaining in his Stomach ; of which, I told 
thoſe preſent, I judged there was pretty 
much; and that great Care muſt be taken for 
removing it thence, leſt, ſtagnating and pu- 
trifying there, it ſhould render fruitleſs what 
had hitherto ſucceeded ſo well, and overſet him 
aſter all; adding, that if the Symptoms ſhewed 
there was any ſuch Blood remaining, that could 
not be paſſed out by any other Means, it would 
be proper to give a Doſe. of Ipecacuanha; 
which I had ever found to ſucceed happily in 


Returning, five Hours after, I found him re- 


covered very mach, Walking about the Room, 
his Complexion now pretty freſn, his Pulſe to- 
lerably good, and his Strength very much in- 


creaſed. He told me, the Clyſter had given 


him great Relief, brought down much Wind 
and Excrement, ſharp, hot, very ſtinking and 
offenſive; upon which the tenſive Pain of his 
Stomach ceaſed. He added, that he had not 
vomited ſince. Dr. L. coming in, we agreed 

to give, when he went to Reſt, a little Dia- 


codium 
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codium in a Draught; and the next Morning; 


Oil of Sweet Almonds and Syrup of Damaſk 
Roſes, of each an Ounce ; . withal directing the 
Clyſter to be repeated half an Hour after that 
Draught was taken. Dr. L. wrote this down 
in a Note for the Apothecary. 

November 1, 1718, calling in about Noon, 
the Family were in Alarm, upon his having, a 
while before, vomited pretty much Blood. 
Being all in great Fright and Hurry, they never 
queſtioned but that at leaſt ſome of this was freſh, 
and that he bled a- new; but that, I am ſatisfied, 
was a Miſtake. All agreed, there were ſeveral 
large black Clods.on the Floor, upon which he 
had vomited, there being no one preſent to aſſiſt 
or ſupply him with a Baſon ;, and grumous 
Blood has ever thin Parts in it, which, daſhed 
on the Floor, would appear like freſh: Blood, 
and ſo miſled the leſs cautious Spectators. 
Aſſiſtants coming in, he vomited a ſecond Time, 
in a Pot. This I ſaw ; and, that I might the 
better form a Judgment of it, I cauſed it to be 

red into a white Baſon: Examining it very 
carefully, there was not the leaſt Appearance 
of recent or fluid Blood in it; but there were, 
beſides ſeveral black Clods, many ſmall Gru- 
muli of Blood, pretty red. Theſe, on the Floor, 


would paſs with him and the Family for freſh 


Blood; and might ſerve to put them into the 
great Fright and Conſternation, in which | 
Fond them. While I was carefully obſerving 
his Condition, and informing myſelt of all Cir- 


cumſtances of the Caſe, Mrs. Twining had ſent 


him up a large Draught of warm Canary, of 


ber own accord, ſeeing the Benefit he received 


from it the Day before. .A while after this, he 


vomited; and, the Wine having animated bis 
Stomach, 
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Stomach, very eaſily and freely. I examined 
it carefully in every particular, Much of the 
Canary came up; bringing with. it one pretty 
large Clod of Matter, grumous, black, and fo 
tough (that it was not eaſily broken. There 
was, beſides, much Phlegm, Part very heavy 
and tough, and Part froathy. But the Canar 


which, conſidering how active and thin that 
Liquor is, and that it was alſo very warm, it 
muſt needs have had, had there been any recent 
fluid Blood then in the Stomach: This muſt 
needs have mixed with the Wine, and rendered 


again and again, the Day before, that I judged 
there was much behind in him, and therefore 
put them in a Method to facilitate the Riſe of it, 
in Caſe the Stomach ſhould make any Overtures 
to that Purpoſe, Had this 'been thought of, 
which all remembered when I put them in 
Mind of it this Morning, there would have 
been no · Cauſe of the Hurry and Surprize that 
they had put themſelves into. Upon the whole, 
I am convinced, that, from the Time of the firſt 
Adminiſtrations, no new Blood was diſcharged 
into the Stomach. The Oil then given, in ſo 
great Quantity, had tempered theAcrimony of the 
Bile there; and ſo much abated the Colluctations 
and Fumes of it, as to take off the Tenſion and 
Pain of the Stomach. It is alſo the Nature of 

this Oil, to ſmear over, anoint, and defend the 
a Membranes of the Stomach, render them lu- 
bricous, and promote the Egreſs of any thing 


chat may be injurious. I hen the Clyſter, given 
d preſently after, ſucceeding happily, and bringing 
e don a great Quantity of hot, ſharp, ſtenchy - 
i$ Fumes, and putrid, foul, offenſive Excrement,

had not the leaſt Tin&ure of Blood in it; 


it bloody. As to the grumous Blood, I declared, 
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the main of the Cauſe of that Bleeding was 
removed. When I firſt came in, this Day, the 
Patient'was very pale, partly on account of the 
Sickneſs, and partly upon the Surprize he was 
in, upon his vomiting again, increaſed by the 
Hurry and Conſternation of all about him. But 
after he had drank the Sack, which eaſed his Sto- 
mach, and I had ſatisfied him, that this Vomit- 
ing was really for his Benefit, as it brought off 
what, ſtaying there, and putrifying, muſt 
needs de dangerous to his Life, he took Cou- 
rage, and began to look freſher and better. He 
told me, that, during the Fright they had been 
in, the Apothecary had given him ſomething that 
ſat very hard, heavy, and uneaſy on his Stomach. 
Enquiring, I found it was a ſtrong Tincture of 
Lapis Hematites, with other Aſtringents. But, 
as ſoon as he took the Wine, he ſaid this 
much comforted, relieved, and eaſed him. He 
had ſometime before taken the Draught of 


Oil, and Syrup of Roſes, preſcribed over 


Night; which beginning to operate, might 
3 promote the flinging up that grum ous 


lood; which was certainly a very good and 


needful Work. He had three or toul Stools 
afterwards, very kindly; in which there were 
ſeveral Clods, but no freſh Blood. Had the 
Clyſter been given, according to the Directions 
over Night, that might have contributed to the 
carrying down of more Clods, as alſo of Wind, 
and by that Means, to the ſecuring his Life, and 


finiſhing the main of the Cure. 


Dr. L. left me, going down Stairs, without 


ever once looking upon, what was thrown up by 
| Vomit. 


I the more wondered at that, becauſe 


it was from this that we were to form a Judg- 
ment of the preſent State of this Caſe, and 
; V "1 Row 
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how to proceed and conduct ourſelves in our 
farther Adminiſtrations: Following him down, 
I found him in the Coffee Room. There were 
two or three Gentlemen preſent. 'T intended we 
ſhould have donferred privately,in the uſual Man- 
ner, about the State of the Patient, and finiſh- 
ing the Cure. But he began immediately, before 


the Company, to talk loudly of the Danger of 


this Vomiting , declared that it was of the utmoſt 
Importance it ſhould be ſtopped; and that the Pa- 
tient could not poſſibly live two Hours, unleſs it was 
flopped. I told him; that at preſent, the Vomit- 
ing was ceaſed, but otherwiſe to ſtop it was not 
poſſible ; that I knew not how to effect that; 
belides, : that I judged it improper ; rather 
chooſing to refer him to what I had ſaid Yef- 
terday, than enter into a long Detail,  befofe 
others, who were not Judges, contrary to the 
uſual Method, the-Reaſon of Things, and the 
Direction of the Statutes of the College of 
Phyſicians. He perſiſted to declare, again and 
again, of how great Importance it was, that it 


ſhould be ſtopped ; propoſing the giving of 


Aſtringents. I told him I could not aſſent to 


that y that the Practice was not rational; and 
that 1 ſhould ſuddenly offer ſome Reaſons 
againſt it*in Print. Beſides, I deſired him to 


reflect on the Succeſs of the Method I had put 
him into; that we ought to take our Aims, a 
Juvantibus et Lædentibus; telling him likewiſe, 
What he did not ſtay to hear Above, that the Pa-

tient complained cruelly of a Diſorder, created | 


by a Doſe of Aſtringents that he had juſt taken, 
I defired-him to go up again, and hear it from 


the Patient's on- Mouth. Which he did; and 
was then told by him, that it oppreſſed, and 
rendered him very ds” wh he —_— ſome 
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Wine, which refreſhed, comforted, and eaſed 
him very much. Dr. L. replied, To be ſure the 
Wine would a little raiſe his Spirits for the preſent, 

| I told him my main Intention was, 10 raiſe bit 

Spirits, and ſupport him, till the remaining 

Clods, and other vitious Matter in his Bowels, 
that depreſſed and endangered him, could be 
carried off; adding, that Aſtringents, or any 


ing of it there, could not fail of being very in- 

Jurious, if not fatal. Being again returned 

» © Cown into the Coffee Room, Dr. L. began to 
declare, that that of Afringents was the eſtabliſb- 

ed Method, I could not imagine he had any 

real Objection to the Uſe of the Wine, the Oil, 

and my other Adminiſtration z or Suſpicion, 

that what fo apparently reſcued him, and car- 

ried him happily on, when he declared that in- 

: poſſible, and when he was in ſo much a work 
State, ſhould now be hurtful. So that, obſerving 

him very pertinacious; and judging the Deſign

went up Stairs, found the Patient in the Uſe of 


the aſtringent Julap, judged his Pulſe lower 
than when I was there before at Noon, and his 
Face manifeſtly more pale. After the Uſe of 
the Oil and Wine, both Yeſterday and this 
Day, there was a Freſhneſs in his Face ; but 
now there was not the leaſt ſhew of it; he ap- 
pearing again wan as if dead. Aſtringents 
ſtifle things in the mach, reſtrain their Paſ- 
ſage thence into the Blood Veſſels, and, by 
that Means, impede the Nouriſhment, and the 


Supply of the Blood. What 1 Judged of great- 


eſt Danger here, was, their reſtraining any ex- 
travaſated Blood that might happen to be re- 
maining in the Stomach; tho' I was not without 
Hopes that, by the Draught, given in the 
Morning, the greateſt Part of it was carried off, 


What might happen to be ſo reſtrained muſt, of 


courſe, putrify there, contaminate his Nouriſh- 
ment, and endanger his Life. This I told the 
Apothecary ; deſiring him to relate my Senti- 
ments to Dr, L. and acquaint him, that Oils and 
unctuous things were attended with none of 
thoſe Conſequences, but rightly anſwered all the 
Exigencies of the Caſe, particularly mentioning 
an unctuous Electuary, which I deſired he 
would propoſe to Dr. L. * 

The next Day the Apothecary told me, he 
recommended the Electuary to Dr L. who, 
upon that went to Dr. Gibbons; and that they 
concluded not to uſe it. He added, that Dr. L. 
ſaid, he did not approve of Oils; and that they 
would open the Mouths of the Blood Veſſels. 1 
could not but remark, how little e 
al 4 | or 
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Doctor was with himſelf; and that he this Day 


declaimed againſt what, but the Evening 


before, he. had given under his Hand. - For 


then, without the leaſt Heſitation, he aſſented to 
the giving the oily Draught, which was writ 
with his own Hand, as he might ſee by the Bill 
on the File. Such a Proceeding muſt be allowed 
to be very ſtrange, aud without Precedent, 


Dr. Gibbons knew nothing of my Reaſons, nor 


of the Caſe, further than Dr. L. thought fit to 


_ repreſent to him; ſo that he might eaſily draw 


Dr. Gibbons into what Method he pleaſed. I 
defired the Apothecary to tell Dr. L. for I could 


now never ſee him, (tho' before this happened, 


there paſſed rarely a Day that I did not ſee him 
once or twice,) that I had never known ſuch a 
Procedure before ; that I had the more Reaſon 


to think his Treatment of me wrong, becauſe 


I had nothing in View but the Relief of the 
Patient, and had ever treated Dr, L. with not 
only Civility, but with great Kindneſss. 

Indeed Dr. L. was very inadvertent, if he did 
did not ſee Proofs of that Kindneſs and Tender- 


neſs over him, in this whole Tranſaction, 


notwithſtanding his indirect Proceedings, and 
ſtrange Arts, throughout the whole. He was 
wanting in his Duty, from the very Beginning. 
He attempted nothing for the Relief of the 
Patient; and, through that Neglect, had not I 
accidentally come in, he had loſt his Life. He 
made a wrong Prognoſtic; declaring, that all 


the World could not ſave his Life. I am apt to 


believe he really thought ſo. Otherwiſe, from his 
Deportment afterwards, , I conclude he had never 


called me in. He neither knew what all the 
World, nor indeed what any other Man knew. 


So that, by that Saying, x meant no more, than 


that 


zog 
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that he himſelf knew no Way of ſaving the Pa- 


tient's Life. But I immediately ſhewed him one; 


and was in Hopes he would have received that 
Diſcovery made to him thankfully ; as alſo my 
not reproaching him in the leaft, on Account 
of his not knowing that Way; which every one 
that practiſes Phyſick ought to know, or the 


Lives of thoſe, who depend on them, will be 


caſt away, by Reaſon of their Ignorance. ' Nay, 
I treated him all along with Deference ; as if the 
Patient was his. I readily conſulted with him, 
tho' he had no lawful Right to praftife ; and 
had not given Proof that he was duly qualified 
for it, by ſubmitting himſelf, as it was his 
Duty, and as the Laws of the Land direct, to 
the Examination of the Preſident and Cenſors 
of the College of Phyſicians ; tho' he knew well 
there was lately one, who practiſed on the ſame 
Foot with him, examined, but a few Days 
before, and rejeRed, as not duly qualified. 
He made three Prognoftics. We have ſeen 
how much he was miſtaken in the firſt. The 


ſecond was, that the Stomach of the Patient 


was mortified. Had that been ſo, he had been 
in but a bad Plight ; all the World could not have 
ſaved his Life indeed. But his Stomach was ſo far 
from that, that, after my firſt Adminiſtration, he 
deſired to eat; and, ia Mbiting being got ready, 
he eat it. And the next Day, after the Diſcharge 
of the main of the extravaſated Blood remaining 
in his Stomach, he was very craving and 
hungry, Nay, his Stomach acquitted itſelf fo 
well, chat he recruited very ſenſibly. His third 
Prognoſtic was, upon the Patient's ſecond 
Vomiting of Blood; when he declared, over 
and over, that the Patient could not poſſibly live 
i Hours, unleſs it was ſtopped. Whereas, he 
„„ r 50 not 
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not only lived, but recovered hourly, on Uſe 


of Diet alone; he taking no Medicine for near 
four Hours after. 50 | 


Nor am I apt to think it will paſs for a 


Sample of very great Modefty, that a Gentle- 
man, that muſt be conſcious he had no legal 
Qualification to practiſe, and that therefore - 
conſulted with, out of mere Courteſy; nay, by 
that Means, in Condeſcenſion to him, ſtrained 
. Point of Duty, our Statutes not allowing it; 
that ſuch a one, I ſay, ſnould, notwithſtanding 
the former Succeſs, beyond his Hopes or Ex- 
pectations, in a Manner ſo tenacious and 


poſitive, inſiſt on his own Opinion, in Oppo- 


ſition to mine; when in reality he had nothing 
to offer in Favour of Aſtringents, but thar 
they were commonly given. I gave my Reaſons.

why I thought them improper. - I told him, if 


there was extravaſated Blood remaining, it was 
not poſſible to ſtop the Vomiting; or, if it was 
ſtopped, it would be a Detriment to the Patient. 

Our Statutes require, in Caſe of Difference in 


Conſultation, that the younger Phyſician, after 


having propoſed his own Sentiments,--ſhould 


modeſtly acquieſce in thoſe of the elder. Nor, in 


my whole Practice, have I ever known one In- 
ſtance, where there was Occaſion to call in a third 


Phyſician, on Account of any Diſagreement be- 
twixt me, and the other joined in Conſultation. 


A Regard of our Duty, Compaſſion on the 
Sufferings and Diſtreſs of the Patient, Juſtice 


and Humanity to each other, right Reflections 
on Nature, and the Reaſons of things, having 
ever ſwayed thoſe I had hitherto been concern- 
ed with, and determined the whole Affair.

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Mr. CHARLES PRISICK, Surgeon, 
1718. * 


E was born March 8, 1691, a fine ſtrong 
Chiid ; brought up by Hand, and throve 
well. At the Age of four Years, he had the 
Meaſles pretty full; and' at Eight the Small 
Pox, confluent and very dangerous. Being 
then in the Country at Diſtance, and Cate not 
taken to purge him, a great Scene of Ills enſued, 
which his Mother rightly aſcribes to the Neg- 
lect of Purging him after the Small Pox. He 
was from that Time onward, coſtive, as alſo 
ailing, and, at the Diſtance of about a Year, 
fell into a Fever, very violent, during which 
he was delirious for fourteen Days. Nor did 
his Head come to rights for above two Months 
after; he demeaning himſelf for the Time, in 
all things, as ſilly, and a mere Mope. 
When he was about ten Years old, he had 
ſometimes a Qualmiſhneſs at his Stomach, at- 
tended with a Dizzineſs of his Head, and flight 
Flaſhings as of Fire in his Eyes. Theſe 
Qualms came upon him but ſeldom. At the 
Age of Fourteen-he had another Fever, but- not 
near ſo violent as the former. He has been 
wont to bleed at the Noſe, by Fits, from the 
Time that he was Two Years old, till he was 
near Twenty. e THEN een eee 
When he was about Fifteen, he was in- 
vaded by an epileptic Fit. In the Evening, 


having drank near a Pint of cold Milk, in 
about ſix Minutes his Pulſe became quick, 


high, and very diſorderly. The Flaſhings, as of 
Fire, in his Eyes, came on much more vehe- 
mently than ever before. After this he was alſo 
ver ti · 
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vertiginous. In two Minutes there ſeemed to 
him to appear Negroes, or black Figures, all 
holding in their Hands Knives, large and 
crooked like pruning Knives; they looked all 
very fierce and terrible, and to attack him, but 
ſo as to aim chiefly at his Left Shoulder; ſeem- 
ing to him to ſcrew his Head awry towards that 
Shoulder. In fact, his Head was ſcrewed, and 
his Chin brought to that Shoulder, ſo ſtrongly, 
that his Mother, with her utmoſt Force, could 
not reduce it in the leaſt. The black Figures 
appeared as well when his Eyes were open, as 
when they were cloſed. In an Inſtant, ſhriek-: 
ing violently, he loſt all Senſe. A Scotoma 
came on, and the Pupil of the Eye appeared 
foul and thick, as of one dead, to the End of 
the Fit. He froathed a little at Mouth; his 
Face became blackiſh, and, in about fifteeen 
Seconds, turned pale and wan, as if he was dead, 
continuing ſo till the End of the Fit. Juſt before 
his Recovery, his Face ſweated very much, and 
the Backs of his Hands. Both his Face and 
Hands were, for the Time, very cold; but, in 
leſs than a Quarter of an Hour they became as 
much too hot. At the Time that he recovered 
Senſe, he became violently ſick at Stomach, 
reached and vomited. He has had ſeveral, at 
leaſt Twenty, of theſe Fits ſince; ſome of them 
much greater, and Three or Four that laſted an 
Hour and a Half. Nay, unleſs he diſcharge 
much hot, frothy, ſour, and bitter Choler, upon 
his returning to Senſe, he relapſes into a ſecond 
Fit, as ſevere as the firſt. He has never relapſed 
ö thus more than once at a Time, but he has done 
| that four or five Times, The more he vomits, „ 
the ſooner he ever recovers, and is leſs ruffled, 
| ſhattered, and indiſpoſed afterwards. * When he 
1 comes 
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comes to himſelf, he commonly prattles and 


talks much, and not ſenſibly, unleſs he happen 
to fall aſleep, which he ſometimes does; and is 
very ſtupid, heavy, and as dead for the Time, 
which is frequently five or fix Hours ; during 
which he generally . ſweats very profuſely. 
Awaking, his Senſes return, but he is ordinarily 
faint, and continues feeble and weak for two or 
three Days after. During the Fits, he has great 
Struggles and Jactations of his Arms, with 
that two luſty Men can ſcarce 
hold him. His Head continues writhed to 
his Left Shoulder all the while. Tho? the Pulſe 
in his Arms, ſo far as can be. perceived, 
ceaſes for the Time, his Heart beats violently ; 
and tho' he has not the leaſt Reſpiration, his 
Stomach is ſwelled, agitated, and forced out in 


& very ſtrange Manner, as if it would burſt or 
fly forth of his Belly, for the whole Time of the 


Fit. His two laſt Fits have been ſomewhat 
eaſier; the Convulſions and other Symptoms 
gentler ; and, inſtead of the black Figures, that 
were horrid and frightful, there appeared in 
theſe two Fits others that were white Men 
and Women, pleaſant, gay, and inoffenſive. 
His Neck was in theſe alfo ſcrewed towards his 


Left Shoulder, but gently, and not much to his 


Diſturbance. The laſt of theſe befel him 
about two Months before he applied to me, 
which was Auguſt 1718. 

For eight or nine Years paſt, compoſing him- 
ſelf to Reſt at Night, cloſing his Eyes, a con- 
rinual Flaſhing of F — ſucceeds; e 
Figures of Men, naked, black, and „ paſ- 
+ continually before . his: Eyes. — diſ- 
appear if he open his Eyes. Theſe Figures 
exhibit nothing formidable, or much frighting 

| os 
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or affecking him, tho chey be ſo very terrible 
to him in his Fits. 

Theſe great Inſults of his Conſtitution had 
very much impaired and hurt it. His Head 
was rendered very heavy, his Thoughts were 


no ways free, and his Memory near gone. His 
Eyes have ſuffered as much as his Brain. The 
Flaſhings are frequent, the Miſts almoſt con- 


tinual, fo that he can hardly ſee to read. He 


has Fits of Melancholy, very cruel and affecting, 
that ſeize him without any exterior Cauſe. To 


theſe he has been obnoxious ever ſince he had 
his firſt Fir. He has likewiſe frequently Fits of 
Faintneſs, is oppreſſed, diſpirited, cowed, in 
perpetual Fear, - Apprehenſion, and 


without the leaſt exterior Cauſe. He is en | 
ſubject to a Palpitation of the Heart; and, for 


this laſt ſix or ſeven Years, has had ſeveral Fits 
of the Incubus. He has frequently an Aching, 
ſometimes attended with a pricking Pain, in 
that Part of his Back oppoſite to his Stomach.

then he fell into a Fit, in which he was ſwelled:

He continued in this Condition for an Hour, At 
laſt, by pouring down Spirits of Harts- horn and 
Lavendar he came to himſelf, but looked wild, 
and for ſome Time after was not entirely ſen- 
ſible; upon the Recovery of his Speech, he 
complained of a Numbneſs and Pain in his 
Thighs, and began to vomit a greeniſh Matter ; 
which he continued for four Hours; by which 
he was relieved “.

With Care, 
Obſervance, a little Oil of Sweet Almonds now 
and then, Regulation of her Diet, and one 
Purge more, ſhe attained as good State of 
Health as ever. 


Here was, by this timely Removal of the 


Cauſe, a Tragedy prevented, and ſeveral Scenes 
of Diſorder and Danger, that muſt have 
enſued in the ordinary Way of Bliſters, with 
Medicines that are abſorbent, and ſerve only to 
reſtrain, and keep in the Body the Principles that 
cauſe the Fever, and other ill Symptoms. Theſe 
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they certainly prolong them. All Perſons 
* preſent were prepared for theſe, judged this a 
malignant Fever, and the Child's ' Life in 
Danger. They were greatly ſurprized at the 
giving a Purge; but when they ſaw ſo ſudden 
and great a Change, they had no Thought of 
the Method; but ſaid they were miſtaken in 
the Diftemper. They were indeed before not 
very well pleaſed with the Method, it being 
contrary to Cuſtom, and their Notions. Bur 
this an honeſt Phyſician muſt diſpenſe with; 
rather riſque his own Reputation than the | 
Life of the Patient, preſerve his Conſcience, | 
and do his Duty. Had I proceeded in the | 
vulgar Method, all would foon have feen a 
Fever in earneſt. Indeed, the Mother of the 
Child, who is a Woman of very good Senſe, 
made a right Judgment of all theſe things.

ünceſſantly, Day and Night, that it was with 


great Difficulty that ſne was kept dry and clean, 
till Monday Night that I was called in. 
I found her ſo extremely ſhattered, weak, 
and ſunk, that ſne could hardly ſpeak.

Nor could any thing be brought to paſs, till 
the Stomach and the Guts were ſo far cleared of 
Phlegm and viſcid Matter, as to make way for 
Liquors that were thin, and might ſerve to 
dilute the Blood. When that was effected, a 
Separation of Urine followed. Such Phlegm 
and viſcid Matter impacting in any of the 
Veſſels of the Kidnies, and moving thence into 
the Pelvis, Urethra, and Bladder, may happento 
form a Stone ; but it can very rarely happen, that 
ſuch a Stone can be the ſole Caule of the Sup-

ULT 12, 1719, being ſent for to him at 
Stretham, I found him very weak and in 
great Diſtreſs. He was indeed ſo ſunk, faint, 
and diſpirited, that he was ſcarce able to ſpeak, 
and was ready to die away, if any one happen- 
ed to ſpeak loud, or tread hard in the Room. 
He had a Looſeneſs with Gripes, and a Reach- 
ing with Vomiting. In this Condition he had 
been four Days and Nights; and the Diſturb- 
ances of his Bowels purſued him ſo cloſe, as 
hardly to permit him ever to lie ſtill for above 
half an Hour in all that Time. They reckoned 
above one hundred and fifty Motions that he 
had had downwards. This perpetual Moleſtation 
kept him from Sleeping; and the Diſorders-of - 
his Stomach, Nauſea, and Averſion to every 
fort of Nouriſhment, were ſo great, that he could 
not get down any thing, except only a Spoonful 
or two of Red Wine, that he once took.

Sueh Practitioners reaſon 
no farther, than that the Patient was well before 
the Looſeneſs happened; and if that could be 
ſtopped, would be well again. They conſider 


only what appears without; having no Regard 


to the Cauſe, the Gripes, Choler, Wind, 
Phlegm, and Indigeſtion, wherewith Nature is 
overpowered within. Theſe were the Work of 
Time, borne patiently and inſenſibly by Nature, 
till the Load became, finally, too great to be lon- 
ger borne, as alſoputrid and injurious, and could 
not be longer endured. In which Caſe, Nature 
muſt either ſink under it, or caſt it off. The 


Buſineſs of a wiſe Phyſician is to invigorate the 


Powers of the Body, aſſiſt them in their At- 
tempts of caſting off what .is injurious within, 


removing Wind, tough Phlegm, and the other 


Impediments of the Diſcharge. In this Caſe, 
there was a great Diſcharge of Wind, and

Phlegra, and Excrements, very different from 
what came away before, as well as in vaſtly ' 
greater „ e But the Elixir animating 
his Stomach and Bowels, the Oil tempering the 
Acrimony of the Bile, as well as repreſſing 
ſome of its Fumes, lubricating the Paſſages, 
and diſpoſing the Contents of the Bowels to 
deſcend, the Clyſter acting its Part, and clear- 
ing the Way below, the Intention of Nature 
was happily carried on, and the Organs ſo far 
reſcued. All this proceeded calmly, quietly, 
and eaſily; and without any of the Diſturbances, 
that the Diſcharges, which Nature attempted 
before, were attended with. He had not the 
leaſt Griping in this Operation; and the Nau- 
ſea, Loathing, and Sickneſs of his Stomach 
much abated; much of the Cauſe being thus 


withdrawn, he became more cheerful there- 


upon; the Faintneſs leſſened in Proportion. 
The Cauſe of this Faintneſs hath never yet been 
rightly aſcertained. From numerous Inſtances I. 
have ſatisfied myſelf, that it proceeds from 
Bile, vitious and redundant, preying upon- the 
Stomach, and ſending up Steams inflating of ir, 
ſo as to make it bear up the Diaphragm, ſtraiten 
the Thorax, and oppreſs the Lungs and the 
Heart. WET, | 5 oof 
Beſides, if it be not ſo boiſterous as to refuſe 
it, Nouriſhment ſent down in ſuch a Maſs of 
Matter, no better than Poiſon, muſt be pol- 
luted, ſpoiled, and paſſing into the Blood muſt 
carry thither Poiſon, and annoy the Frame 
rather than give it any Strength and Support, 
This is what every Man of common Senſe muſt 
needs ſee, and to fuch I may appeal, whether, if 
the Looſeneſs and Filth of the Bowels could be 
ſoppreſſed, and their Diſorders quieted, thay 
Fe 25 ilth 
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Filth continually tainting and perverting the 


Nouriſhment, lying wholly in the Way of it, 
would not confound the Conſtitution, and finally 
bring on Death. = FOR, 

July 14, 1719, I was ſent for to Stretham 
again; and found him, tho' much better than 
before, weak and indiſpoſed ; nor had he near 
ſo good Reſt the laſt Night, as he had the fore- 
going after the Purge. Then his Stomach con- 
tinued very averſe to Nouriſhment. After the 


Diſcharges thence, a new Charge had arrived 


here from the Blood, before cumulated by vitious 
Matter ſent out of the Stomach. [ Conſ. State of 
Phy/ick, p. 236.] Beſides, there were ſome 
officious Lookers on, that preſſed to have the 
Looſeneſs ſtopped 3 declaring, if that was not 


. done, he could not live many Hours. My

he afterwards recovered apace, in a few Days

It ought to be noted, that theſe ſo very great The Body 
Diſcharges by Purging and Vomit, were made unable, ins 
after the Looſeneſs had been on four Days. aictharge al 
This may ſerve to ſhew how unable the Powers tht is in- 
of Nature are, of themſelves, to diſcharge ſo 
great a Load as is heaped up within, in theſe 
Caſes. From this, and other like Caſes, I have 
obſerved, that by the Looſeneſs only the thin- 
ner Part of the Matter is flung forth ; the groſ- 

ſer, worſt, and that which is of the greateſt In- 

jury and Danger, being hardeſt to move, and 
what Nature cannot diſcharge ; but frequently, 
when itis very much, ſinks under. | 

And yet this is what thoſe, who give Abſorb- The Danger 

ents and Aftringents, endeavour to reſtrainthere, 2 ſtopping 
and keep, within. Nature ordinarily ſtruggles, 
and endeavours to diſengage herſelf of this In- 

jury and Embarraſſment from Phyſick ; and 

where there happens to be Strength, Nature 

thus doubly exaſperated, exerting herſelf with 

greater Power, ſometimes gets the better of 
both the Remedy and morbid Matter ; but 

it is dangerous to put her upon fuch an Expe- 

riment. If the Work be ſuperior to the 

Powers of the Body, they muſt fail and fink 

under it; which muſt ever be the Caſe, where 
the Matter to be diſcharged is much, , and very 
vitious. Indeed, how little ſoever it may happen 
to be, if ſuppreſſed and detained within, it — 


|

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do nothing but Hurt there, vitiate the Conſti- 
tution, and lay a Foundation for other Diſeaſes, 
and, finally, Death. . | 
Then, beſides that this Method perplexes 
and hinders the Powers of the Body from ex- 
ecuting their Office, it defalcates them of Sup- 


port and Nouriſhment. For partly the vitiated 
Matter, reſtrained in- the Stomach by them, 
and partly thoſe clogging Medicines, quite 
baffle and fruſtrate the Appetite. Whereas 
evacuant Medicines, that are proper, and ope- 
rate kindly, by removing the Load that before 
nauſeated and offended the Stomach, ever 
reſcue the Appetite. Then the. Stomach' and 
Bowels being cleared, Way is made for a right 
Digeſtion, and Diſtribution of a purer Nouriſh- 
ment to all the Parts. As in the other only Hurt 
is done, in this Method the Body 1s diſengaged 
of what is hurtful, and Way made for Supply 
of what is only good and natural; ſo that in 
this, the Body attains a greater Vigor, Health, 
and Strength than perhaps ever before. Which 
happily is the Cafe of the Biſhop of Bangor, 
and others, that have been thus treated. 
Another thing that ought to be remarked, is, 
that a Looſeneſs that happens, ever weakens, 
impairs, and reduces the Body, ſometimes ſud- 
denly, and in a Manner very ſurprizing. The 


vitious Matter that comes finally to ſuch an 


Height, that the Organs can bear no longer the 


Annoyance of it, is frequently ſlimey and 


tough, or groſs, heavy, and unapt to move; 
and indeed ordinarily attended with Wind and 
Fumes that impede its Paſſage. . By this Means, 
Nature is commonly defeated in her Endeavours 
to fling it forth ; and much of the thinner Part 


of it is determined, and forced out of the Guts 
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through the Lacteal Veſſels into the Blood; by 
which a great Shatter is made in the · Frame; 
all which is avoided by the Evacuations made 
by a prudent Phyſician. Such a one will take 
Care of ſuch an Ordination of things, as to 


diſpoſe the Body to give free and ready Paſ-: 
ſage to the vitious Matter contained in the 


Bowels; as alſo to thin, and diſpoſe it to flow, 
to repreſs the Colluctations, allay the Fumes, 
and take off all other Obſtacles to its Deſcent. 


Things thus ordered, and natural and kindly 


Purges uſed, with Oils, or other proper Aſſiſt- 


ants, the Operation is ever ſucceſsful and happy, 


the Patient ſenſibly better, and the Strength in- 
creaſed, even during the Time of the Opera- 
tion. Of this I have ſeen ſo many Inſtances, as 
to have given me entire Satisfaction; and, which 
may perhaps be thought ſtrange by thoſe who 
are not converſant with theſe Medicines, if the 
Operation ſucceed to twenty, thirty, forty, or 
even fifty Stools, the Patient is better; provided a 
due Care be taken of a little Support, and proper 
Nouriſhment, and that no officious Intruder 
work on the Fancy of the Patient, and excite 
Fears in him. 8 
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I cannot paſs over this Opportunity of taking The ufeful- 
Notice of the Prepoſſeſſion there is, among 7x5 of _ 
moſt People, to a Purge that works much. ! 5 
They will not be brought to think, that one briy. 


that works ſo, can do that kindly, ſafely, and 
without weakning the Patient. This Prejudice 
is general, if not univerſal. Even the very 


Patient, that finds himſelf eaſier, better, and 


ſtronger, both under the Operation, and after- 
wards, than before, if he have many Stools, 


can hardly be diſpoſſeſſed of the Notion that it

muſt weaken, and hurt him. Nothing hath ©" 
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ever. given me ſo great a Difficulty, in my 
Buſineſs, as this Prejudice; nothing rendered 


the Cure ſo tedious, and uncertain. The pa- 
tient, and all Lookers on, are not only highly 
buſied with it, but ever talking, caballing, and 
making Declarations againſt it. My great 
Study hath been to guard againſt this ; and, 
where my Reaſonings have prevailed, or the 
Succeſs of my Operations ſatisfied ; or where, 
being known, I have had Intereſt and Authority 
ſufficient, the greateſt, moſt obſtinate, and in- 
veterate Diſeaſes, have not failed generally to 
obey, and yield. Whereas, where I have been 
fettered with thoſe Prejudices, even the lighter 
and leſs pertinacious have coſt me much Time, 
Study, and Pains. For the great Good-will I 
have to Human-kind, I wiſh I could not ſay, 1 
have been fruſtrated of Succeſs by them, and 
rendered-unable to ſave the Life of a Patient, 
that might. ſurely have been ſaved, had I been 
left at full Liberty to purſue and baffle the 
Diſeaſe. | 55 

They who conſider theſe ſo ill Conſequences 
of it, will doubtleſs be willing to know, how 
ſo unhappy a Prejudice came thus generally to 
prevail. And, upon the beſt Enquiry that I am 
able to make, it hath ariſen wholly from Reflec- 
tion on the little Benefit, and the many Diſ- 


orders, Ills, and Inconveniencies, that ſo uſually 


follow upon the common Method of Purging. 
Nor is it ſtrange that they ſhould, Many of 
the common Purges uſed, are, in their Nature, 
noxious and injurious to the Body, There is 
nothing more generally preſcribed than Aloes, 
or that more frequently enters the common 


TheMiſchief Compoſitions; and yet it is little better than 4

ciple, that, abounding, is the Cauſe of the moſt 
dangerous Diſeaſes. While yet the Profeſſors 
of the Art of Phyſick, beautify and gild it over 
with the moſt ſpecious Titles, e. gr. Hiera Picra, 
Tinttura ſacra, Elixir Proprietatis, and what 


not . Then, the purging Medicines are com- 


monly given in improper Forms ; and in Doſes 
commonly ſo ſlight, as only to incite the morbid: 
Matter, and dribble it into the Blood and upon 
the Habit, there to do Miſchief without Meaſure- 
or End, inftead_of caſting it quite out of the 
Body. Beſides, the main thing neceſſary in this 
Operation, of which the Ancients took ſo much 
Care, is now generally neglected ; I mean ſuch 
a Prediſpoſition of the Body, and Ordination 
of things before-hand, that the Evacuation 


may be ſucceſsful, eaſy, and effectual. Of all 


which J have given Intimations in my State of 
Pbyſick; and hope one Day for Opportunity, 
of ſetting a thing of ſo high an Importance in 
a yet more full and clear Light. -

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Home, he had a Fit of an Ague, very ſevere, 
which returned every other 83 The 
firſt Notices that he had of its Approach were 
given him by a Stretching and Yawning ; this 
was ſucceeded by a Shivering and Chillneſs, 
both increaſing to a great Degree, and continu- 
ing uſually about two Hours. The hot Fit ſuc- 
ceeding was not leſs violent; and feldom went 
off till he fell aſleep at Night. Upon the firſt 
Invaſion of his Ague, he became very coſtive, 
which he never was before in his Life. 

An Ague Being at Littleton, near Kenſington, when the 

ren the Ague firſt ſeized him, and conſulting Dr. Udal, 

Uſe of the he preſcribed the Cortex. This, inſtead of 

Cortez. curbing the Ague, rendered it more violent, 

more troubleſome, and ſhattering of him, than 

before. His Limbs likewiſe were rendered 
more ſore and uneaſy after the Fit. Beſides, the 

Bark quite took away his Appetite, lay very 

hard and heavy at his Stomach, and much op- 

preſſed him. His Strength diminiſhed, likewiſe, 
more ſenſibly after the Uſe of it; and he be- 
came more feeble and weak. His Face, from 
clear and freſh, turned of a duſky Yellow, as 
if a black Jaundice was coming on. He was 
ſo ſenſible that the Remedy did him more Hurt 
than the Diſeaſe, that, when he had taken about 
an Ounce and a Half of it, he left it off, with

I'S Father was ſubject to an Elephantiaſis, 
which was derived to this Gentleman, his 
Brother, and Siſter. His Brother had it very 
favourably ; but was much ſubject to nephri- 


tick and other great Affections: His Siſter was 


formerly much annoyed with it. But by Means 
of mercurial Medicines, and Purges, with two 
or three Vomits, I ſo effectually extirpated it, 
that ſhe has continued free now for ſeveral 


Years. 


Mr. Maurice Emmett was of a Conſtitution 
retty groſs and full, tho? he was very temperate 
th as to Eating and Drinking ; but inaCtive, 
and led a ſedentary Life. He was very ob- 
noxious to the Elephantiaſis; and tho' from 
Time to Time I took it off, by the Method 
uſed to his Siſter, it ever returned after ſome 
Time. At the latter End of Summer, 1718, 
he was prevailed with to make Uſe of a Diet- 
drink of Mr. Martin, in great Quantity, 
which he did for ſome Months; and it increaſed 
the leprous Eruptions, in a very extraordinary 
Manner, ſo that his whole Body was covered 
over with them, only they happened to keep 
retty clear from his Face. Mr. Martin per- 
ſuaded him, that this forcing the Humour out, 
was the only Way to rid him of it; at laſt his 
Legs and Arms broke, ran, and made incredibly 
eat Diſcharges. | 
Finding that the Elephantiaſis continually in- 
creaſed, and that there was no likelihood of 
diſpatching the Humour this Way ; finding 
himſelf likewiſe much weakened, and his Con- 
ſtitution 
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ſtitution greatly ſhattered and impaired, he 
deſiſted, and applied to me, in the latter End of 
the Winter 1718. By Means of the Method 
uſed before, ſtrong Purges with mercurial. Me- 

dicines, and ſtrong Vomits, both which ſucceed- 

ed happily, and made very great Diſcharges, 

he was relieved, and the Leproſy quite cleared 

off, but not without greater Difficulty, and much 

longer Application than ever before. Thoſe The Danger 
odious Diet drinks, fo frequently taken, being 2 the com- 
offenſive to his Stomach, hurt his Digeſtion. acinks. | 
It was from Indigeſtion that the leprous Humour 
proceeded; ſo that it was by this Means rather 
multiplied, and there was more likelihood 

of increaſing, than of extirpating it. But by 

the forcing continually ſo great a Quantity of 

it by Way of the Lacteal Veſſels, many of 

theſe were glutted, and finally obſtructed ; and, 

tne leprous Humour continually increaſing, 

faſter than ever before, but not now finding 
Paſſage, as formerly, through the Lacteals to the 

Blood, and finally to the Surface of the Body, 

there to be flung forth, for the Relief of the 
Frame, great Diſorders aroſe within. His Ap- 

petite fell quite off; his Stomach was loaded, 
uneaſy, tumid, and inflated; as was alſo his 

whole Belly. The-Thorax was, in courſe, op- 
preſſed. The Lungs ſtraitened, and his Breath- 

ing rendered very difficult. By Degrees his 

Head was affected, his Memory faultered, and 

he became, finally, a little delirious. Theſe were 

all Symptoms of Reſtraint of the morbid Mat- 

ter in the Stomach and Guts, for Want of the 
Paſſage it formerly found for their Eaſe and 

Relief, through the Lacteal Veſſels; much of 

it then finding its Way forth, partly at the 

Skin, and partly with the Urine, which was 

2 A a 2 7" nn 
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then uſually turbid and foul, but ſince the Uſe 
of this Diet-drink ever clear, and without the 
leaſt Separation; only three or four Days before 
he died, there appeared in it a few Nubeculæ, 
but ſo very thin and ſlight as to be hardly per- 
ceived. There were likewiſe ſome very few 
{mall Eruptions ; but as by the Obſtructions of 
the Lacteals, Paſſage was denied to the morbid 
Matter, ſo was it likewiſe to that which was nu- 
tritious, .and good, if any ſuch there was, where 
the Stomach was ſo much hurt, and the Digeſtion 
ſpoiled. Indeed, what little there might be, 


- muſt needs be ſo buried, and confounded 


amongſt the morbid, as to be of little or no 
Uſe. So that it was no wonder that, from the 
Beginning, his Strength failed ; and about the 
Middle of Auguſt his Legs became ſo weak, 
that they would not ſupport him. In two or 
three Days he had no Strength left in them. By 
Degrees his Hands failed, till he had, finally, no 
Uſe of them at all; and, OZober 13, he died. 
Conſidering the great Danger and Difficulty 
of this Caſe, and expecting it to end as it did, 
I deſired that Sir Richard Blackmore ſhould be 
conſulted jointly with me. He had ſome Purges 
and a Vomit or two in the Beginning. He had 
ever found formerly that Benefit from them, 
that he would have them; and indeed there 
was nothing ſo likely to afford him Relief; 
which they did for a while. But the Symptoms 
increaſed, and particularly the Weakneſs, ſo faſt, 
that thoſe Adminiſtrations became impracticable. 
After this, volatile Salts, volatile and vinous 


Spirits, with thoſe called ſtomachic, cephalic, 
and nervine Medicines, and others in Vogue, 


were uſed, with Bliſters; but in vain, and to

The Small Pox, 1719. 


HE is betwixt eight and nine Years of 
0 Age. I was called in OZober 19, 1719, 
and obſerved the Small Pox coming out. She 
had been for two or three Days before indiſpoſed, 
and had a great Pain in her Stomach, with 
Reachings and Vomitings of Phlegm and 
Choler. A Purge had been given this Morn- 
ing, but it was flight, and worked little ; at 
which I was concerned, and appointed a Clyſter; 
but ſhe was fretful and would not ſuffer it to be 
-adminiſtered. I apprehended Danger from that 
ſlight Purge, and a Charge of vitious Matter 

from the Stomach and Guts upon the Habit, 
which happened accordingly ; but was happily 
diſcharged with the Urine, which was that Day, 
and indeed daily to the laſt, in conſiderable 
Quantity, and the moſt turbid, foul, and thick, 
that I think I ever ſaw. This probably was 
the Cauſe that ſhe had daily Stoppages of it, 
for ten, nay to fifteen Hours, and Bere 
longer. Inſomuch that I was obliged to direct, 
that ſhe ſnould be taken up, and walk about 
the Room awhile, but with great Caution of 
Cold. This generally had Effect, but twice it 
failed, and ſhe made no Water till after taking 
two Ounces of Zi/hon White Wine, warmed,

The Small Pox were very thick, and con- 
tiguous in moſt Parts of her Face, which was 
855 „ pretty 
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pretty much ſwelled, and her Eyes cloſed, | 
Over the reſt oi her Body the Small Pox were 
diſtinct. They began manifeſtly to turn on 


the Face, the ſeventh Day. Her Fever and 


her Pulſe kept well up for the Time. Her 
Tongue. was all along clear and free; and her 
Throat not ſore, or her Swallow difficult in the 
leaſt; which was attributed to an unctuous 
Lambitive, of which ſhe took pientifully from 
the Time of my coming; the rather becauſe 
of that ſlight Purge mated above. Indeed 
ſhe took no other Medicine, except now and 
then a ſmall Doſe of the common Powdeis, 
with a little Julap. She had complained fre- 
quently of Thirſt; and I permitted her to drink 
about a Pint of common Ale daily; which 
agre:d well with her, tho' the Nurſe, as I learnt 
afterwards, when her Thirſt was moſt preſſing, 
gave her double that Quantity. She had no 
Stool all the Time; and would not admit a Clyſ- 
ter. Apprehending her Stomach to be foul, and 
that it was not ſafe to ſtir it by a Purge, with- 
out a Clyſter adminiſtered to make Way, ard

Tho' this be commonly followed by the moſt 
fatal Conſequences, yet the Diſtemper, being 
noiſome and offenſive, ſome, who are over nice, 
are wont to be very importunate for this Change. 
It does not appear to me to be rightly aſcertained 
whence the Danger ariſes. Ir is firſt from the 
trifling Tediouſneſs and Delay of careleſs and 
unhandy Nurſes, and ſpending ſo much Time 
in it, as to chill the Body, and affect it with 
Cold, at a Time when the natural Heat is ex- 
hauſted, ana the Strength highly impaired, by 
a long and cruel Diſeaſe; then they frequently 
put on Linen, that, being lately waſhed, is 
ſtiff, and docs not ply and cling to the 
Body, as Linen that has been long worn 
is wont. So that before it be put on, it ought 
either to have been firſt worn by ſome other 
healthy Perſon, or elſe to have been ſo much 
rubbed as to render it ſoft, limber, and pliable. 
If due Care be taken in this Reſpe&, and of 
Warmth and Expedition in putting the Linen 
on, there rarely ariſes any Inconvenience from 
it, When ſo many Lives are caſt away, through 
Inadvertence or Neglect, ſo particular a Caution, 
thus put in, cannot reaſonably be thought un-

This contributed ſomething to her Relief, her 
Diſtreſs leſſened, and the Violence of the Con- 
vulſions, which were become finally inceſſant, 
now ſenſibly mitigated. The unctuous lenitive 
Medicine being repeated, with the Clyſter, the 
Convulſions gradually declined, and in about 
eight and forty Hours wholly ceaſed; but there- 
upon a pretty ſmart Fit of a Cholic came on; 
which much ſurprized and terrified her, and 
her Relations. But I told them it was a good 
Symptom, and indeed a Criſis, being a ſudden 
Return of what remained of the bilioſe and 
other noxious Principles, from the Limbs, 
where they cauſed the Convulſions, back into 
the Stomach and Guts, from whence they firſt 
proceeded. Such Tormina, cauſed by critical 
Returns of noxious Matter back to the Stomach 
and Guts, are very common on Declenſion of 
various Sorts of Affections of the Limbs = 
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Habit, and are ever a good Symptom, if rightly 
treated, and the Matter, thus brought within the 
Reach'of Medicines, be tempered by Oils, and 
diſcreetly caſt forth. But where this Symptom 
is not underſtood, which is but too commonly 
the Caſe, and indiſcreetly treated, perhaps 
Opiates given, or hot Medicines, whereby or- 
dinarily the noxious Matter is forced again into 
the Blood, by that Means the Symptoms of the 
Limbs and Habit are brought on again, and 
perhaps new ones of much worſe Import. In 
this Caſe, the Evacuations being purſued, and 
Care taken of Dict, ſhe happily recovered, and 
enjoys a better Health than ever before.

Were not thoſe that are ſuperfluous thus 
Monthly retrenched, they could not but be 
injurious to ſuch Bodies. Where the Stomach 
happens to be relaxed and deepened, ſo that 
there is a longer Delay of the Meats eaten 
there, there are a greater Quantity of the bilioſe 


Salts drawn forth of them. Thele being timely 


and artfully caſt forth, the Floodings, Corro- 
ſions, and cancerous Afﬀections are prevented, 
Nay, they are frequently remedied where things 
happen not to be gone too far; but they are ſo 
in this unfortunate Lady. Not only her Sto- 
mach, but her whole Body is overpowered with 


theſe Salts ; and withal ſo weakened, that ſhe 


cannot bear any Attempt for the Removal of 
them; ſhe has now no Remedy but quieting the 
bilioſe Salts, and ſo mitigating her Pains by, 
3 EN Oplates. 
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Opiates. She has been tampering «ome Years 
with the common "Men Midwifes, and others 
that give Aſtringents, which only ſtifled the 


bilioſe Salts for a Time; during which they are 


multiplied, and, finally, break looſe with greater 
Fury than ever. Indeed, while they are ſup. 


preſſed, the Patient is but thereby injured ; 


and the Parts below eaſed at the Expence of 
the upper. 


Additional Notes. 


In July 1719, her Apothecary, Mr. Paine, on 
account of the Vertigo and Pains of her Sto- 
mach, haſtened and brought on the Flooding, by 
perſuading her to drink 1/ingion Waters, which 
ſhe did for fix Weeks. At firſt the Vertigo rather 
increaſed, but became, finally, leſs. The Symp- 
toms of her Stomach yielded; and a great Ap- 
petite came on.

The Draught was no ſooner ſettled in his Sto- 
mach, but things came to a great Compoſure and 
Eaſe. The Colluctations of the Bile in his 
Stomach, the Faintneſs conſequent thereto in- 
ſtantly leſſened, and he had not ſo much as any 
Reaching to Vomit afterwards. The Clyſter 
ſucceeded well; and brought down much Wind, 
and vitious Choler.

He had a good Night after this, and took 
the oily Draught the next Morning, with Ad- 
dition of Hr. Roſ. Dam. 3/5. and a Clyſter half 
an Hour after. This ſucceeded happily, made 
a conſiderable Diſcharge, and left him eaſy and 
well. At Dinner he found his Appetite good, 
his Stomach eaſy, and what he eat ſat well with 


him. After this he felt not the leaſt Diſorder

of his Bowels, nor any thing amiſs; and 1 
ſeeing him the next Day, he aſſured me he was 
now much better than before the Voryiting and 
Looſeneſs came on; he having found himſelf 
heavy, torpid, and ſomewhat indiſpoſed for 
ſome Weeks before; whereas now he was 
lightſome, cheerful, active, and vigorous beyond 
what he remembered to have felt himſelf in 
his whole Life before. Thus it ordinarily hap- 
ps where the Cure of Diſeaſes is attempted, 
y a kindly and rational Method of removing 
the Cauſes of them. Theſe Cauſes are com- 
monly long forming within; and perhaps Part 
of them brought with the Body into the World. 
Theſe cumber, incommode, and offend the 
Oeconomy, before they break out into Violences, 
when greatly increaſed, and perhaps incited by 
ſome Accident. It is the Manner of Exer-. 
tion, under this Incitement, that gives Deno- 
mination to the Diſeaſe; and Phyſicians rarely 
attend to any thing farther than this, which is 
the Reaſon of ſo frequent Miſcarriages, and of 
ſuch Havock of Conſtitutions, that happen to 
abide the Shock, but perhaps never come to 
rights» afterwards... Thus in © theſe Caſes of 
Vomiting and Looſeneſs, few Phyſicians reflect 
. farther, than that the Patient was well before 
the Vomiting and Looſeneſs happened, and 
that if theſe were ſtopt, the Patient would: be 
well again. So that they uſe all Endeavours, by 
Abſorbents, Opiates, and the like, to ſtop them; 
and then the Body has not only theſe ill Princt- 
ples, but Medicines as annoying to ſtruggle 
with. I have ſeen much of this Practiſe this 
Seaſon, witha fatal Conſequence from it. Where- 
a, of a conſiderable Number that have been 


- 
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treated with unctuous Evacuations, not one 
Lhave ſeen has done amiſs. 


The Cholera Morbus, Cholick, and Diar- 
rhœa, have been frequent this Seaſon here. 
They have been uſually at the ſame Seaſon, 
probably in all Ages; and indeed in all Places, 
Hippocrates, -about two thouſand Years ago, has 
repreſented them as rife in this Seafon, in Greece. 
When not rightly treated, and the bilioſe Mat- 
ter ſteering its Courſe, or perhaps being ſent, 
by an ill Method of Medicines, into the Blood, a 


Fever enſues. But this is prevented by temper- 


ing the Acrimony, and appeaſing the Colluc- 
tations of that Matter by Means of Oils, and 
ſending it, when ſo tempered, pacified, and in- 
corporated with Oil, quite out of the Body, 
By this Method not only the Fever is prevented, 
but the Frame ſecured from Diſcompoſure and

This worked very little; which I have obſerved 
frequently happens, even with very ſtrong 


| Purges, in flatulent Caſes. So that conſidering 


that Oils baffle the Bile, from whence thoſe 
Flatulencies all ariſe in the Stomach, I appointed 
for the next Morning, June 13, an Ounce of Oil 
of Sweet Almonds to be taken, and a Clyſter to 
be given Half an Hour after. Theſe were 
followed by a ſurpriſingly great Diſcharge of

IIE had this Diſtemper once before, very 
8 ſeverely; and notwithſtanding all the Ap-

Diſtemper was over, the Skin peeled off the 
greateſt Part of his Body; the hard callous 
Part came quite off the Soles of his Feet; and 
even- the Corns, of which he had four or five, 
came all entirely out by the Roots. Both that, 
and the preſent Fit, had certain Symptoms 
and Notices fore-running, which it may not 
be amiſs to recount. 'Tho' when he is in 


Health he is very active and athletic, before 


each of theſe Fits he found a conſiderable

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'Upon Motion he was apt to ſweat, and it had 
a ſtrangely fetid nidorous Smell. When he rid 


out, it was followed by Pains in his Breaſt, 
Sides, and Back. His Appetite was very fharp 
and craving ; and he had Longings, particularly 
for Tallow ; than which there is not a ſurer 
Sign of Abundance of acrimonious Bile in the 
Stomach. He was torpid, heavy, and ſleepy; 
his Sleep unquiet, and diſturbed by frightful 
Dreams. His Head was heavy. He had a 
Chagrine and Melancholy. His Memory 
failed him very much. Laſtly, he fell into a 
Cholic, very cruel and ſevere; and this declin- 
ing, the Cauſe, Choler paſſing out of the Sto- 
mach and Guts into his Blood, was ſucceeded 
by Pains in his Limbs not leſs cruel and 
ſevere. 

The ſecond Fit, at the End of November 1720, 
attacked him with greater Fury than the former;

Both Purges, and Vomits, brought away great 
Quantities of Choler. After the Diſcharge of 
the firſt Clyſter that was given, there followed, 
in a few Minutes, at leaſt Half a Pint of Choler, 
very yellow, ſharp, and hot, with a nidorous 
Smell, exactly like that of his Sweat before. 
Upon this Evacuation, the Pain in his Back, 
or his Stomach, in which this Choler then was, 
preſently ceaſed, greatly to his Relief. 

Dr. Bevis, who, viſiting him, obſerved the firſt 
Attacks of this Diſtemper, declared he had 
known ſome who were wholly diſabled, and 
their Limbs rendered ever after uſeleſs, by 
Rheumatiſms not ſo violent and exceſſive as this 
was; and he judged Mr. Dillingham would not 
. recover 
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recover his full Strength till Midſummer, or 
after; whereas he was free from Pain in a few 
Days; his Memory returned; his Head be- 
came as uſual in his beſt Health; and his Sleep 
quiet and refreſhing. In fine, he was as ſtrong 
as ever in his Life, by the Beginning of January. 
For by this Method, the Cauſe, the rheumatic 
or arthritick Matter, was caſt forth, and not 
quieted and ſuppreſſed within, as in the com- 
mon Method. | | | 
Buſineſs preſſing him, he purſued not the 
Cure ſo far as he ſhould have done; and much 
neglecting his Health in the Summer, he had 
a Return of the Arthritis in the Autumn 17213 
of which I only find the following Notes.

Indeed they are ſo in Health, and while the 
Stomach contains in it only Matter proper and 
natural. It is to the Diſpatch of this into the 
Blood, that the Heat, the Senſe, the Life, the 
Strength, and the Power of Action are owing, 
When the vitious Matter in the Stomach is 
much, and the Diſpatches into the Blood great, 
where Bile particularly abounds, and endeavour- 
ing to get off by the Kidnies, and urinary Parts, 
affects thoſe Parts; and putrid Phlegm, ſent 
from the Stomach, appears with concreted 
bilioſe Matter in the Urine, it is called a Fit of 
the Stone. The Stomach is ſaid to ſuffer by 
Conſent with the Kidnies; and the Emotions in 
it are faid to be a Sign of the Stone. Whereas 
they proceed wholly from the Diſturbances given 
it by the vitious Matter, become redundant and 
troubleſome there. Paſſing into the Blood, 
wherever it happens to be in Quantity, in the 
urinary or any other Parts, it gives like Diſ- 
turbances. But theſe Diſorders of the Stomach 
are ſo far from attending only the Stone, that 
they frequently attend Fevers, Rheumatiſms, 
the Gout, and other Diſtempers. Where the 
vitious Matter in the Stomach is very enormous, 
as the Cholera Morbus, and the like, it incites 
the Parts to fling it off with fo great Vehe- 
mence, up and down, as ordinarily to allow 
lietle Leiſure for Paſſage into the Blood, to pro- 
duce any great Symptoms there. It will not be 
eafy to aſſign a Reaſon, why theſe Diſorders of

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the Matter, paſſing more ſlowly, gets into the 
Blood, and endeavours to find iis Way out by 
the urinary Paſſages. Such Emotions of the 


Stomach, are, it is plain, far from being Symp- 
roms of the Stone. But where the Stomach. 


happens to have in it ſuch Matter as ſerves for 
the Formation of the Stone, for Obſtruction of 
the urinary Paſſages, when ſent thither, for 
producing nephritic Affections, for cauſing the 
Strangury, or the like, and this Matter happens 
to be diſpenſed into the Blood, and to pals to the 


urinary Parts, it produces thoſe Symptoms and 


Diſorders there; and theie are Conſequences of 
thoſe Emotions. But, if there be either no 
ſuch Matter in the Stomach ; or ſo long as it is 
in ſo little Quantity as may be well borne by the 
Stomach, and he quietly there; or if the Re- 
ſentment and Emotions of the Stomach are ſuch, 
as to ſend it forth up by Vomit, or downwards 
through the Guts, with ſo much Hurry that 
little or none paſſes into the Blood; or, if what 
paſſes there, impacts and ſettles in the Blood 
Veſſels of a Muſcle, Limb, or Joint, as in the 
Rheumatiſm or Gout; or, if paſſing to the Kid- 
nies and urinary Parts, it be not in Quantity 


too great to proceed and be diſpenſed forth, or is 


of ſuch Nature as not to -offend or hurt thoſe 


Parts as it paſſes; I ſay, in theſe ſeveral Caſes, 
tho? there be Emotions of the Stomach, ' the 


Kidnies and urinary Parts are not affected in any 

of them. So that Emotions of the Stomach, 
Sickneſs, and Vomiting, are far from being 
really Symptoms of Affections of theſe Parts.

IS Mother, formerly Mrs. Whiting, 
under which Name there are before ſeve- 


Tal Notes about her Caſe, now Wife of Mr, 
Scot, is very ſubject to be coſtive, much affect- 


ed with the Cholic, and over - run with a ſharp 
acid Choler. With this ſhe was much teized, 
eſpecially for ſome Weeks before ſne was 
brought to Bed, and indeed after, till relieved 
by unctuous and evacuant Medicines. I then 
had Opportunity to obſerve the Child; and 
foretold that it abounded much with like 
Choler, and would be ſubject to Fits. But, 
being a fine Child, and nothing appearing amiſs 
to the Mother, ſhe made no Overtures for the 
giving it any thing for Prevention. 

People are not ordinarily forward to meddle 
with Phyſick, where they ſee not preſent Neceſ- 
ſity. In this Caſe, their Hopes as much ſur- 
paſs their Fears, as when Sickneſs really comes 
on, theſe too frequently do their Hopes. What 
I had foretold befel the Child, with ſo great 
Impetuoſity and Inſult, that when I came, juſt 
as a Fit was gone off, there were little Hopes of 
his Life. Nor indeed had it been ſaved, had it 
not been for the great Diſcretion and Vigilance 


| of the Mother, and her accurate Purſuit of the 


Medicines. Theſe were chiefly oily Purges, 
with Clyſters; by Means of which were diſ- 
charged incredible Quantities of Choler, ſour 
and green, with ſome Phlegm. Tho' the Diſ- 
cipline was followed very cloſely, and the Eva- 
Cuations 
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cuations were very great, the Child gained Fleſh 
very ſenſibly, and a conſiderable Strength. _ 
He was never heard to cry in the leaſt, his 


Lungs being oppreſt by the continual Inflation 
of his Stomach, till after the uſe of theſe Me-

When firſt born, it was obſerved his Head was 
big, and particularly longer than uſual from the 
Front to the Back- part of the Head. The Head 
was obſerved likewiſe to grow faſter, and bigger 
in Proportion, than the reſt of the Body; inſo- 
much that it was ſo heavy, that the Neck was 

not capable of ſupporting it. On Uſe of the 
unctuous Medicines and Evacuations, the 
Head became ſenſibly leſs; and, in fine, the 
Neck became capable of ſupporting it. Both 
the Mother and Nurſe obſerved this; and the 
Head - dreſs, that was formerly too little, became 
gradually as much too big. This Dreſs was a 
conſtant Gage and Meaſure, by which they 
judged of the Increaſe and Decreaſe of the 
Bigneſs of the Head. As the' Increaſe was 
owing chiefly to the Tenſion of the Stomach by 
Wind, which was very much in this Child, ſo 
the Decreaſe was proportionate to the ſubduing 
the Bile, from which that Wind aroſe, and 


gradually caſting it out of the Body.

OH E had had this Itching upon her for ſome 
Time by Fits; ſome of which were ſo 
vehement as to give her that great Diſquiet, and 
put her whole Body into ſo much Diſorder, as 
to be hardly ſupportable.

She told me ſhe 
had had the Cholic very much formerly ; and 
that ſhe had now frequently a Sickneſs at her 

Stomach with Reaching. She likewiſe obſerv- 

ed, that continually the Fit of Itching was 
preceded by a Commotion and Diſorder in her 
Stomach; and that this gradually declined as 
the Itching increaſed. I directed that, when 
the Commotion in her Stomach next began, 
ſhe ſhould drink of Oxymel of Squills, and Oil 
of Sweet Almonds, az 3. four Ounces of 
warm Canary a while after; and upon that, 
ſmall Sage lea; urging the Riſe of it up again 
briſkly with a Feather. She did ſo; and 
brought up a great Quantity of Phlegm, with 
ſome Choler. Upon which the Itching was 
aſſwaged, and this Fit much ſhorter and milder, 
than any ſhe had had of ſome Time. 
The Jeſuits Bark, powdered, entertains, and 
powertully abſorbs theſe bilioſe Salts in the Sto- 
mach. Two Scruples, or 33. of this given, 
preſently abated the Itching; and in a little while, 
ut an End to it. | jo 
She had had beſides the Cholic, great Aﬀec- 
tions of her Head, rheumatic Pains, with 

Numbneſs in her Limbs. 

She had frequently the Heart-burning ;

For three Years paſt, ſhe has been fo coſtive,

Her Appetite was very defective; and the 
had been able to eat little for ſome Time. 

August 4, 1721. In the Morning ſhe took a 
Quart of Stretham Waters, with a Clyſter, 
which ſucceeded pretty well. I coming to viſit 

her in the Evening, ſhe told me ſhe had eat 
more Dinner than for ſeveral Days before; but 
complained then of a Pain, and great Soreneſs 
in the Middle, near the Top of the Sternum, 
and of Stiches, and pricking Pains in each Side, 
She likewiſe complained -of a Maukiſhneſs in 
her Stomach. h 

I directed her immediately to drink a Pint of 
common Ale, cold; which, upon urging the 
Riſe of it with a F cather, returned, with much: 
tough, heavy Phlegm, and ſomething of a bit 
ter. She drank of the ſame three Pints more 
ſucceſſively, and made like Diſcharges; ſo that, 
upon the whole, ſhe brought up near a Pint of 
ſuch tough, heavy Phlegm. All was tranſ- 
acted in a little more than a Quarter of an 
Hour; and ſhe afterwards declared her Sto- 
mach eaſy, and her Breait and Sides entirely 
freed from the Söreneſs, Pains, and Stiches.  -

QUE is in her Twenty firſt - Lear; has 
needed Purging very much, but neglected 


January 10, ſhe began to complain of Pain 
of her Head and Back. The Symptoms con- 
tinually increaſed; and Fanuary 12, in the 
Evening, ſhe was delirious. 


January 13, the Small Pox began to appear, 


This gave great Surprize and Uneaſinels to her 


Friends, who were conſcious in how bad a State 
her Body was; and they had no Hopes that ſhe 


could get over them. In the Evenirg, ſhe took 
of Ipecacuanha half a Drachm, which worked 


well, made a great Diſcharge of foul Phiegm, 


with Choler; after which ' ſhe became much 
more lightſome, cheerful, and eaſy. The next 
Morning the Small Fox were come out veiy 
thick. I directed an Eclegma, with Half an 
Ounce of Conſerve of Hips, Gil of Sweet Al- 


monds, and Syrup of Saffron, of each two 


Ounces. Of this ſhe took a Spoonful two or 
three Times daily; and, during the whole Uſe 
of it, which was till all was over, and ſhe began 
to purge, ſhe had every a Day a Stool, large, 
free, and eaſy. The Fever was moderate, and 
no ill Symptom aroſe ; and ſhe had no con- 
ſiderable Trouble for the whole Time. Her 
Face ſwelled, her Eyes cloſed ; and the Small 
Pox were confluent; and all her Face covered 


. over with them, as with a Maſk. On the 
eighth Day, in the Morning, they began ma- 


nifeſtly to turn, and ſcaled kindly off; the Skin 
of her Face eſcaping ſo happily, that Fane

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ſome Months, it was ſcarcely perceivable that 
ſhe had had them; all which Effects were 
owing to the Diſcharge of her Stomach in the 
Beginning, to the tempering the Acrimony of 
the vitious Bile by the unctuous Medicines, the 
turning it off from the Blood, and diſpoſing it 
quietly to deſcend and go forth.

Of the Principles that Cauſe the different Hue of 
the Face and Complexion, 


E is in his Twenty ſeventh Year, and 
has had generally good Health, and been 


very ſtrong and hardy, He had the Small 


Pox, and a-while after the Meaſles, when he 
was in his ninth Year. In May laſt, 1721, he 
had a Dizzineſs in his Head, and Sickneſs at 
his Stomach ; both which went off on taking a 
Vomit, which made a very great Diſcharge of 
Choler, black chiefly, with ſome greenifh yel- 
low, very nauſeous, ſour, and bitter. In Fuly 
laſt, he was again dizzy, and ſick, had a Pain 


.in his Back, his Left Side, and in his Legs 


and Arms, His Complexion began to change, 
and it is come finally to a Moriſco, but ſome- 


what blacker. It is in all Reſpects ſo truly like 


the natural, that I took him for a' Native of 
Morocco. His Hands, and Breaſt are of the 


fame Complexion, but not quite ſo duſky. His 


Eyes are yellow; his Urine ſometimes pale, 
thin, hot, and ſharp, ſometimes thick and yel- 


low. He is now very weak, and feeble; and 


very apprehenſive he cannot live. His Appe- 
tite is quite gone; and when he attempts to

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eat he Teaches, and pukes up Choler, yellow, 
green, and black, very offenſive. His Tongue 
is very black, I directed a purging oily 
Draught, to be taken Night and Morning for 
three Days, with a Clyſter to be taken after the 
ſecond Draught. Theſe worked freely and 
well, made a great Diicharge of Faces, black 
and offenſive. Upon which the Symptoms 
ceaſed, and the Blackneſs both of his Tongue 


and Face decreaſed ; upon which he went into

HE has had a Vomiting conſtantly once, 
) but frequentiy twice or thrice daily, tor 
four or five Years paſt. This ceaſed, as ſoon 


as one of the perpetual Bliſters app ied on her 


Arm began to make a Liicharge, which was 
in about thirty Hours; and never returned to 
this Day. It was made about two Months ago, 
She formerly was ſubject al'o daily ro a Chill- 
neſs of her Back; which ceaſed on the running 
of the Bliſter. But this trequently runs cold, 
eſpecially after Dinner; at which Time the 
Chill of her Back formerly came on.

E hath been for ſome Time obnoxious

When I was firſt conſulted, which was in the 
Spring 1721, he had likewiſe ſharp pricking 
ſtitch-like Pains in his Breaſt, very urgent

ever he could belch, he brought ſuch up, and 
thereupon received ſome little Relief for the

Happening once to vomit, he brought up 
much Phiegm; with Choler, very bitter and

Ihe Heat and Pain in making Water were 
frequently very great; and conſtantly. propor- 
tioned to the Quantity of bilioſe Salts in it. 
Trying of it, he found it to the Taſte ſalt, ſour, 
or bitter; but above all, when the Pain and 


Heat are greateſt; at which Time likewiſe, his 


Urine was commonly yellow, and very much 


like Gall in all Reſpects. This was ever pun- 


gent and offenſive to his Bladder; and ſtimu- 
lated him to ſend it thence very frequently, he 
not being able to bear much of it there. When 
the urinary Parts were eaſicr, and the Symp- 
toms leſs urgent, the Urine continually had 
fewer Salts in it, and was of a leſs yellow Gall-' 
like Conſtirution. . 1 
Tho' ] directed the Uſe of Oil of Sweet Al- 
monds alone plentifully, to temper the Acrimo- 

ny of the Salts, ſmear over and guard the Paſ- 
ſages, and that the Purges given, were chiefly 
mucilaginous vegetable Syrups; and tho? he had 

a Clyſter given at the ſame Time, to facilitate 
the Deſcent of what was contained in the Guts, 
yet ſo numerous and active were the Salts, that 
ſome eſcaping into the Blood, and paſling off 
by the urinary Ways, rather increaſed the Heat 

and Pain for the Time. But afterwards, and 

eſpecially the next Day, he became much eaſier 
and better than before the Adminiſtration, 


Towards the Concluſion of the Operation, 
what came away by Stool, was uſually in a 
| | manner 
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manner huffing, working, very hot to Senſe, 
ſharp and corroſive beyond Credit. 


By Purſuit of the Method, and repeating the 
Operations, the Symptoms of the Breaſt wholly | 


vaniſhed, and thoſe of the urinary Parts much 
leſſened, tho' the Weather was very ſultry, and 
hot for the Seaſon. He was likewiſe better in 
all other Reſpects; he became more compoſed, 
ſerene, and eaſy ; he was ſtronger, and his Ap- 
tite was much more free. 
He hath been greatly poſſeſſed, that he hath 
a Stone in his Bladder, which gives him ſome 
Concern. Iam willing to hope there is none, 
having not, in the Courſe of my Obſervations, 
1 any diſtinct Symptom or Evidence 
OT it. 

From this Caſe it is very apparent, that thoſe 
Salts are the Inſtruments and Cauſes of all the 
Symptoms; that the Stomach is the Source of 
them; that paſſing through the Guts, ſome paſ- 
ſing into the Blood, and out again by the 
urinary Parts, cauſe the Symptoms there. In 
a word, where-ever thoſe Symptoms are, there 
the Salts are conſtantly found preſent, and at- 
tending; and the greater the Symptoms are, 
the greater Number of Salts are ever found 
there attending. 

A few Days after this was wrote, Search being 
made, by Means of a Catheter, no Stone was

with the dead Palſy, on his whole Left 
ide, I ſaw him once or twice; but happen- 
a . | ing 
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ing to be indiſpoſed, Dr. Levert firſt, and after- | 
wards Sir Hans Sloane, were conſulted; who 
told me, there were no Hopes of his Recovery. 
When I came afterwards to ſee him, he was 
heavy, ſtupified, very little ſenſible, and appear- 
ed as dead, ſo much, that all thought he would 
be ſo very ſuddenly, having given over all 
Hopes of him. 5 

What is remarkable in this Caſe is, that he 
was afterwards recovered wholly by Evacuations, 
chiefly Purges, ſome of them with Oils and 
Clyſters; by Means of theſe he had —_— 
near twenty Stools ; and hardly any Day paſſed, 
when he had not at leaſt a Clyſter, and rarely 
leſs than five or ſix Stools. I knew well, and 
told the Family from the Beginning, that a 
Body of his great Strength and Vigor could . 
not receive ſo great a Shock from a ſlight Cauſe, 
and that there muſt be a great Load of morbid 
Matter within; which was ſufficiently verified in 
the Sequel. The Diſcharges were not only very 

Incredibly great, but foul, ſtenchy, and offenſive 
beyond Imagination. So ſoon as he came to a 
little Senſe and Obſervation, he complained of 
an hideous ill Taſte in his Mouth; and a con- 
tinual Flavour of Brimſtone in his Throat, 
ariſing from his Stomach ; he belching up hot 
Fumes, that had, to his Senſe, very ſtrongly and 
diſtinctly the Taſte of that Mineral. When I 
came to add a Grain of Elaterium to his Purge, 
this made him vomit, and he brought up bilioſe 
Matter, very ill taſted, with Phlegm, putrid, 

heavy, and tough, to ſuch a Degree as to ſurprize 
thoſe that ſaw it; and indeed in ſuch Quantity, 
that there never was leſs than a Pint of it 
brought up this Way, and ſometimes à Pint 
and a Half at leaft, So PRI 
g | : amaze 
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amazed the Family ; and after ſome time, all 
ſaw that there was vaſtly more diſcharged u 


wards, than his Stomach could ever poſſibly 


have held, : 

Indeed, they ſaw afterwards as much dif. 
charged, in Proceſs of Time, as would have 
filled the Stomach ſeveral Times over. And 
yet he eat very little all the while, from the 
Beginning of his Illneſs, rarely above a poached 
Egg, or two at the moſt, in a Day. He had 
not only a Loathing or Averſion to Meat, but 
declared he could not get it down; fo that all 
he had to ſupport him, was alittle of the com- 
mon Ale, Broth, and now-and-then a Glaſs of 
Wine; none of which could make any ſenſible 
Addition to the Phlegm. So that it muſt needs 
be brought into his Stomach from elſewhere. 
This they all concluded; and indeed that it was 
brought from his Limbs ; they obſerving that 
he recovered the Strength of them, in Proportion 
to theſe Diſcharges ; which made both him 
and them patient and eaſy under them. Phlegm 


is the Reſult of Indigeſtion, and formed in the 


Stomach. Thence Part of it is paſſed by Action, 


_ Exerciſe, but more eſpecially by the Drinks uſed, 


into the Blood, So long as the Habit can re- 
ceive and bear it, and the Veſſels and Organs 
are not ſo far embarraſſed by it, but that they 


can execute their Office, there is no great Senſe 


of it. But, when they are once overpowered 
with it, Symptoms begin to ariſe, anſwerable 
to the greater-or leſs Quantity of it, its Tough- 
neſs, and other Properties; and to the Nature 
and Quantity of the bilioſe Matter that attends 
it. As the Stomach, the Fountain of theſe 
vitious Principles, is emptied, Way is made for 
Reception of them back thither out of the Blood, 


I through 
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chrough the gaſtric Veſſels. That it was ſo in 
this Caſe, there was an accidental Proof, very 
remarkable. They ſometimes rubbed the para- 


lytic Leg; and as oft as this was done, he be- 
came ſick at Stomach. This Method, of re- 


turning back to the Stomach the Impurities that 


firſt came from thence, is the only Way of de- 
purating the Blood, and freeing the Habit, that 
is real, and to be relied on. It is certain, in 


Proportion to the Diſcharge made hence, up- 


wards and downwards, the Patient recovered. 


His Hips, Thighs, and ſome other Parts, that 


were raw, and tending to periſh, began to be 


diſpoſed to heal. This Rawneſs is uſually 


aſcribed to lying on the Parts; and that, doubt- 


leſs, contributes ſomething; but this would not 


happen, were there not a Corruption and Diſ- 


ſolution carrying on, by the vitious Principles 


abounding within, Next, he ceaſed to be ſo 


dead a Weight in the turning himſelf in his Bed.

plump, as alſo his Wriſts and Arms, and to 
having taken the Purge with the Elaterium, he 


it was obſerved that the Left Arm had ſome Agi-

tation, from the Shoulder quite to the Fingers, 


and every Strain in Vomiting gave a ſlight Jerk 
to the Arm, ſo as very ſenſibly to move the 
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Shoulder Joint, that at the Elbow, that of the 
Wriſt, and thoſe of the Fingers. This Action 
is produced by the Stomach, preſſing upon the 
deſcending Trunk of the Aorta behind it; and 
ſhews, that the Arteries of the Arm and Hand 
were filled with ſomething, tho' probably chiefly 
with Phlegm and Wind, and but very little true 
Blood, to animate and invigorate thoſe Parts, 
The next Time he took the Elaterium and vo- 
mited, the Limb was actuated in theſame Man- 
ner.

He became, 
after ſome Time, tired, impatient, and deſiſted, 
removing to Hammer/mith ; but was well re- 
covered, excepting his Left Arm and Hand, 


- which had gained Strength daily; and his

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POSTSCRIPT. 


1 Page 53, I ſubjoined a Note, to remove 


an Objection that had in Reality been 
made to the Author by Dr. Quincy, in the fa- 
mous Controverſy on the State of Phyſick, con- 
cerning the Diſcharge of Bile into the Stomach; 


but on reviewing the State of Phyfick, and ſeveral 
of the preceding Caſes, I find that the Author 


was amiſunderſtood by Dr. Quincy and others: 
His Notion was, that in ſuch Diſorders, either 


a vitiated Bile, or in too great a Quantity, was 
received by the Lacteals, and conveyed into the 
Blood, from whence it was diſcharged by Means 
of the Villi and gaſtric Glands into the Stomach. 


In the Caſe of Mr. Rockliffe, Page 48. where 


the Doctor ſucceſsfully put a ſtop to Vomiting 


of Blood, by urging the Vomit, I forgot to give, 


in its proper Place, this additional Authority, 


from the Histoire de I Academie des Sciences pour 


Pannte 1715.
